Resolved, That a Manuscript Chronicle of Affairs in Scot- 
land, by an anonymous writer during the tatter part of the Sixteenth 
Century, in the possession of Sir John Maxwell of Pollock, Baronet, 
and communicated to the Club in the view of its publication, be forth- 
with printed under the superintendance of Thomas Thomson, Esq. 
Vice-President, for the use of the Members.

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Op the author or compiler of the following " Diurnai," nothing' is 
known, or ecetiis likely to be discovered. The manuscript from which 
it has been printed, came into the possession of the family of its 
present owner in the reign of Charles II,* and appears to be of the 
latter end of the sixteenth, or the beginning of the eeventeenth century. 
It is obviouBly the work of an ignorant, and often careless transcriber ; 
whose frequent mistakes, in the names of persons and places, are not 
the most important or perplexing of his apparent deviations from the 
original. Some errors however are of a kind which cannot be fairly 
ascribed to the mere Diligence of transcription, and with which the 
original author may be more justly presumed to have been chargeable. 

To those who are at all acquainted with the minute detsuls of Scot- 
tish history in the sixteenth century, a very slight perusal of the work 
will surest, that, in its different parts, it is of very unequal value. 
From the era of the battle of Floddon, and the death of King James 
the Fourth, in the year 1513, at which it commences, down to the 
termination of the government of the Earl of Arran in 1553, its details, 
comparatively meagre, and occasionally inaccurate, are obviously not 
recorded by a contemporary chronicler, but must have been derived 
from tradition and other imperfect sources. Yet even in this first and

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leaBt valuable portion of tbe work, will be found many minute f&cts 
and notices tbat would be vainly looked for in the ordinary histories 
of tbe reign of King James the Ilflh, and the first ten years of the reign 
of Queen Mary. 

The next, and the most considerable portion of the work, begin- 
ning at the year 1557, and ending in June 157S, bears evident 
marks of having been written by a contemporary observer, residing in 
Edinbiugfa, and probably employed in some subordinate offidal situa- 
tion, not very remote from the Court, yet not of such a kind as to 
afford him accurate or confidential intelligence in matters not obvious 
to all the world. On the most important and mcMt dubious &ctB in 
this eventful period of Scottish history, our journalist will probably not 
be thought to have thrown any new or strong light ; yet in his 
regieter of local occurrences} and temporary feelings and observa> 
tions, there is much, not to be found elsewhere, that cannot fail to 
interest the students of Scottish history, and which may help to correct 
or confirm the evidence of which they were previously in posseasion. 

To this largest portion of the work, succeeib the third and last ; 
which professes to resume the events of the history from tbe commence- 
ment of the regency of the Queen dowager Mary of Guise, in 1554, 
but which, in its details, adds little to the preceding narrative ; and, 
omitting entirely a period of ten years prior to 1571, becomes really 
valuable from the continuation of the narrative of events down to its 
abrupt conclusion in tiie month of July 1575. 

These different portions of the Work may be readily discriminated 
in the following pages without the aid of more minute reference. To 
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have Beparaied them under distinct heads, would have been an easy 
tad: ; and in a publication for popular use, it might hare been deemed 
expedient to reduce the whole contents of the manuscript into a more 
r^ular and continuous series. Thie however would have been a 
departure irom the avowed inteuHons of those for whose gratification 
the present work has been undertaken, and whose objects hare been to 
preserve and render somewhat more accessible the original and genuine 
materials of the history of Scotland. On the plan, accordingly, that 
has been followed in several preceding publications made under 
the same authority, the text of the manuscript has been literally 
adopted, without the exercise of any critical discretion, unless in a few 
instances of palpable omission or notorious error ; and even in these, 
the necessary corrections have been introduced in such a way as still 
to leave the actual readings of the manuscript completely manifest. 
From this rule, the only deviation that has been hazarded, or of which 
it is necessary to apprise the reader, has been in the subdivision and 
punctuation of sentences, which in the manuscript are frequently such 
as entirely to mar the meaning of the writer, and to demonstrate that 
the transcriber had not the slights comprehension of the sense of the 
original. 

The manuscript is without any title ; and that which has been 
adopted, and prefixed to the following pages, seems to corre^nd with 
the age of the compoution, and sufficiently to indicate its nature and 
extent.

In the gere of God J*'* v<= and fouretene geris, the caftell of Noriiame 
in Ingland wes bi^pH agane, be toUerance of my lord Home and the 
pryqpre of Calditreame, quhilk was caflin doun be rmquhile the kingis 
grace fbiriud. At the mertymes in the fitid geir, rmquhtle the kingia 
grads fpoua, quene Margaret, convenit hir lordis at Perth, quhair tbur 
wea mony materis treitit ; and thair the laid quenis grace chefit to 
hir huiband, Archibald erle of Angfus, ane man of fair perlbnage ; bot 
the reft of the lordis wes nocht contentit tbairwith, and thai wer haldin 
be die quenia grace the laid ^llis enymyes ; and thair wes tane James 
Betoun bifchope of Glalgow, chancellare of this realme, be Aim lecu- 
larisj quha wee denuncH cuifit for that caue ; thair wes no feruice done 
in the quenis grace prefence, nor git in the dyoceis quhur the perfonis 
duelt.

And heirefter the 
quenia grace, with hir huiband, paft to the caftell of Strineling to haue 
tane the king hir lone by flycht fiirth of the iaid caftell, and to haue 
tane him to fum vther place for feir of the govemour, quha wes then In 
France ; bot thaj failgeit of thair purpoifa. 

The Ikmyn geir ^J"' v*^ xv"] at the Witfonday, Johne duke of Albanie 
come into Scotluad and landit at Dumbartane, and thair wea refl^eit with 
greit honour, and convoyit to Edinburgh with ane greit cumpany with 
greit blythnes and glore, and thair wes conftitute and mtud govemour of 
this realme ; and fone thurefter held ane parliament, and refiauit the 
homage of the lordis and thre eftatttis ; quhair thair we3 mony thingis 
. done for the weill of this cuntrey. Evill doaris wes punndit ; amang the 
quhilkis ane Fetir Moffet, ane greit rever and theif, wes heidit, and for 
ezampill of rtheris, his head wes put on the weft port of Edinburgh.

Vpoun the aucbt day of Aprile> thair wes certane ambaflatouris lent 
to Ingland for peace, callit Dauid Amot, bifchope of Galloway, the 
laird of Balwerie, knycht, and Mr James Ogilbie, abbot of Dry- 
burgb ; and the Home day Monlieur de Flanis, FrenTche ambafladour, 
paft af Scotland throw Ingland to France. 

Vpoun the nynt day of Aprile, Ales' lord Home was reflorit clian- 
ceUare [chalmerlane] of Scotland, and to aU bis polTelliounB and offices, 
and Weill reflauit be the goremour in the cailell of Edinburghe. 

In this fiud monetb, thur was ane woman callit Helena Grant, ane 
anarcadell [ancar£tdell3 inclofit in the Grenefyid. 

Vpoun the aucht day of Julij, the jeir of God foirlaid, thaIr was 
' callit befoir the governour, the erlis of Glencaime and Fglingtoun, for 
llaucbter maid be tbair foneis. 

Wpoun the xsij day of februare [September,] was tane in the palice 
of Halyrudhoue, Alex' lord Home chancellare [chalmerlane] foirIaid».

Vpoun the xxr day of Nouember, moafienr AUovay* [ Aubigny] callit 
,^Rob«ri Stewart, come out of France be fee, and landit at Dunbar. 
■ ■ Wpoun the tuantie day of Julij, the jeir of God J"* y^ and xxj geris, 
Archibald erle of Angus come to Edinbuigbe, and thair caufit tak af

Wpoun the xriij day of Auguft» nuufler fVances BothwiU, proreft 
of £dinburg}i, wes deprivit fra the laid office and mj lord Maxwell 
placit therin be the kingia grace. 

Vpoun the xxij day of Auguft, Uie king maid his folempnit entree 
with the lordts 'm the tolbuytfat of Edinburgh^ with fcepiour, crovne 
and iword of honour ; and that fiune day, Jamea Betoun, archebi(chope 
of SanAandrois, chancellare of thia realme, and Gawin Dunbar, bilchope 
of Aberdene, wer wardtt in the caftell of Kdinbrughe, becauB thej 
wald not renunce the feillis and lubfcriptioune maid to them of befoir 
be Johne duke of Albanie, and the reft of dl the lordia rennnceand ;

in Edinburgh, at the nor& dor therof, be the Iwrdis of Lochinrar and 
Drumlamridc 

Wpoun the xsiiij di^ of Jol^, the feild of Melrois was ftrikkin, 
quhair the King being thair egaine his will with the Dowglaffes, thair 
was flane Andro Ker o( CeOord, be Walter Scott of Bndulewche. 

Vpoun the ferd day of September the &ild of Linlithgow vas ftrieken, 
quhair the erle of Lerenox, and the laird of Howfiom, and dioerB 
Ttheris wer ilane, quha come aganie the Kingis grace with his c<HDiaand, 
he lai^ holdin with the Dong^affis aganis his will, aa laid is. 

Vpone the lext day of Maij, the geir of God J"* v^ xzrij ^eirta, 
Rome was put to fak be the duke of Surdonn, [Bourbon] quhair the 
&id dnke was flan^ and I^ip Clement tane. 

Vpoun the laft day of Fdiruare, MaiAer Patoik Hamilton, abbot of 
Fflime, was biynt in San&androis. 

In the s/ar of God J"* r^ tuantie aucht seiria, the kingis grace by 
llicht wan away fra the Douglaflis ; and thairefter the erle of AagnB, 
chancellare, and Archibald [Douglas,} the&urare, and Geo^e Dow- 
glas, wer commandit wnder the paine of lefemueftie, that nane of 
thame nor thur fiimiliaris com neir the king be tuelf myllia ; the king 
being in Strivdii^, ai^ the laid erle and his afliAaris beand in Edin- 
bm^e, gadderand on boith the fydis, Vpooa the fecund day of Jnlij,

Wpoun the third day of Norember, the Scottis and IngUs commiflaiis 
convenit in Berrick, for treating of peace and guid ordoure. 

Vpotin the iame day, the king maid sne folempnit uth, that the 
erle of Angus nor his freindis fuld never be reilauit be him, and bIs 
the lordis maid thair aithis, that they fuld neuer requefi for thame. 

Vponn the feird day of Nouember, the fitid iaige was flcalit, and the 
nixt nycht thairefter, the laid erle flew Dauid Falcoun [Falconer] in 
Dirltoun, capltane of the kingis grace iutemen. And in this mene 
tyme, the ^d kin^ grace haid greit fuJpicioun of the temporall lordis, 
becauB thaj favourit fum purt the Douglaflis. 

Vponn the xx day of the &id moneth of November, ane fchip callit 
the Lytill Mertene brak befyid Innerwick, ladynit full of precious 
merchandicea ; and the erle of Angus fervandiB maid ane prey and 
reif thairof, and ftnuk the merchandis thairin.

tone fiirtfa of the girth of Torphichin, be fchir James Hamiltoun of 
Fjrnnart, and reftorit Me, becaus the flauchter was forthocht fellony. In 
this laid moneth, the erle of Murray was mud lieutennent in Scotland. 

Vpoun the fyft day of Aprile, the geir of God J^ v*^ xzuc jeiris,

Wpoun the lame day the laird of Drumlanrik wee irardii in 
the Infdie ; Mark Ker and the laird of Coldanekoowts wairdtt in the 
Blakne^ ; the lairdis of Buckcleuth and Famyhizft irar wardii in 
Falkland j and tiie laird of Polwart, lord Home, sid the laird ai 
Johnfloun wer wardit in the caftell of Doun in Monteaih. In the finne 
moneth, the p^ be^irth in Edinburgh, in ane finjthis hona callit 
Williame Mure, mufier Adame Otterburne than imag prorefl^ qoha 
maid greit labouris to fuppree the Tame. 

Vpoun the xxrj 6a.y of Julij, the kingts grace maid ane raid Tponn 
tbe theres, and tuik of thame to the nomber of xxzij perlbnii of tsbe 
greiteft of tJiame, nameit Armeftrangis, Ellottia, UttiUis» Irweni^ with 
T^eris. 

In this tjme, thair came out of Ingland tea ambafiadouris to Seo^ 
land, with vreittingis bearing in effect for re ft itutLone of gnid ordooro 
for I»ith the bordouria, and for refloirii^ of the erle of Angus to Ua 
owne rowme. And in the mene tjmB, Anraum in Teriotdaill was 
brjnt be the iDglifinene. 

Vpoun the xxrj day of March, the seir (rf God J® t" xsq ^eiria, 
James Hay bifchope of Hofs, and maifier Thomaa Erdtin, fecretare, 
wer fend ambailatouris to France, for treiting of manage betuix our 
kingia grace and the Ciid king <^ France dochter. 

Vpoim the day of Aprilc, Johnne Scott was wardit in the

Vpoun the lafi da^ of February thur wai ane oertuie of perfonea 
accufit for herefifi in abbaj^.kirk of Hal^mdhoufl y and thair wai £onr 
dempnit twa blak fireris* ane channon of Sandtandrois, the- viear of 
Dollour; ane preift and ane lawit man duelt in SUrling, .wer hiynt 

the lame day on the caftell hill of Edinbur^ 

Vpoun the xiij day of Marche, thair was ane I^Iiaraent haldin in 

E^dinburgh }. the haill thing that ^na, the landis of fchir Jamea Hamiltoun, 

the landia of the lord - Glanunes, the landea of mj lord Colwin, the 

landie of Avingdaillt LidilHaill, and mony vtheris landis^ var brocht in 

to the Kingis boua. 

In this geir thair fell ane greit fiorme at SanSiandroisdajr of fnaw, < 

and leftit quhill caris (bnday in Lentoone ; quhilk tyme tbair wes ane 

infynit of all beffiall-deid throw violence of the &id fiorme, mony 

fouUis diet, and mony flockis pareift in fiiow. 

In the geir of God J*" v" slj geiris, the quraie being in Falkland, 

was lychter of ane tone qillit Robert, and was callit Duke, quha 
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deceillit within twa dayes eftir his birth ; the Prince James deceOit afoir 
him twa. dayea, and wer burijt in the abbaj of Halyrudhous, quhilk 
was ane fair deid to this realme. 

In the monethe of Maij, the lord Erroll marijt the erie of Lennox 
liftar, quha hure him ane daughter ; his landis was tuljeit. The laird 
Logie was maid erlle. 

Vpoun the xxiiij day of November, Margaret quene to king James 
the ferd,' and lifter to Harie king of Ingland, deceilfit, and was burijt 
in San£t Johnneftoun. 

The jeir of God J">v'^ xlij jeiris, efter this the thevis break the 
trewis betuix Ingland and Scotland, the kingis grace of this realme 
lend James Lermounth, his maifter houlhold to Ingland, on the elle- 
Tint day of Julij, to heir the kingis mynd thairin. And thiurefier 
iend the lordis Eikene and Orknay as commillaris to Ingland, quhair 
they met the duke of Northphok, the duke of Soffok, the lord privie 
I'eill, into York in Ingland, and thair thai decemiet weir. The laidia 
commiiGaria and mailler houlhold come to Edinburgh, and fhew the 
kingis grace the lame, quha, with awyiis of his counfell, fend throw all 
this realme and rufit his army. 

Vpoun the xxiij day of OAober, the duke of Northphok come to 
Berrick, with fourtene thowland men of Ingland ; the kingis grace 
heiring tfaairof, come to Lawder with his «rmy, and remanit thair the 
fpace of thrie dais. 

Vpoun the xxiiij day of October, the Inglifinen come on Scottis 
ground, and lay ftill fra monunday to iattirday ; quha ikalit thair 
armie and paft hame, a littill Ikaith done be thame. And the kingis 
grace in lykwyils ikalit his army, and come to Halyrudhous the mome 
thairefter. 

Vpoun lan6i Barttlmois day, [Auguft S43 fyre thow&nd Inglilinen 
come in Teviotdiull } the erIe of Hantlie, lieutennent, being 'ax Jed- 
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butgK the borderaiis gadderit, and in the breaking of the day come 
in thaar fycbt, and fchortlie difcomfefi the laid loglifinen on Haldotm 
rig ; thair was flane of Inglifmen f^etene hundreth or thEurby, and 
fyretene hundreth tane ; thir ar the principallis, .Mr Imwi^, [Bowes] 
maifler of the £ud oift, his broder Richard, and Johne Mercbell. of 

Berwick and [ ] of Wethringtoun, fchir B-oger Ucence, [?] and 

fchir Cutbheri Recaill, [P] wardane, with mony rtberis, brynt meikill 
of the debaitabill land in Ingland. 

Wpoun the xxvij day of NoTember, the Scottilmen was dilcomfdft : 
at the Solane mols, [Solway mois] qubilk was ane vnhappie raid, hegjlit 
be thair awne gyding ; and tbair was tane of Scottis, the erllis of Ca£ 
fiUis and Glencaime, lordis Fleyming, Mazwelli Somerweill, Olipbant) 
lurdis of Aytoun, Langtoun, Ormeftount Wacbtoun, Colftoun, Cragie, 
Mimcreiff, and mony of the kingis grace familiar ferrandis, and monr 
rther gentilmen, war all tane be our awne tberes and put in Ingland ; 
(piha wes all baid to Londone. Tlie kingis grace beirat tuke greit 
di^leilbur, quba pail to Falkltmd and tbair lay feik. 

Vpone the aucbt day of December, Marie quene of Scottis was 
lycbter of ane virgen, nameit Marie, princes of Scotland. And Tpoun 
the xiiij day of the Said moneth, the kingis grace deceiflit in Falkland^ 
quhair foir- thair was greit mumyng in Scotland. 

Vpoun the aucbt day of Januare, Tmqubile the kin^ grace was borijt 
befyid bis tua fones in the abbay of Halymdbous. 

Vpoun the day of the princes was avunit in Striue- 

lit^ with greit trivrnphe. 

Vpoun the tent day of Januare, the erle of Arran^ lord Hamiltonn, 
was maid prote^^our and govemour of the quenis grace, becaule he 
was nureft the croun ; quba was prodamit goremour at the mercat 
croce of Edinburgh. 

Vpoun the xriij day of Januar, George Dowglaswas Ibuerit to come 
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fmd-fpeak with tbe gx>v«Tnotu^ ; who gat his peaz and tJie erie of Angus 
peace,- qufailk was proclamit at the mercat croce of Edinburgh, the 
wand of peace was reflauit^ for the laniTne, quho come to Scotland to 
th^ laid day. Certane of thie lordis wes not ccmtent thturof. The car- 
dinal], who was the bifchope of San3;androis, was the hiuU gyder of 
the court Tttto thie tyme the erle of Angus come hame, quha ]Mift fra 
the coun£dI of the goTemour. 

Vpoun the xxiiij day of Januare, the prefonaris quha was tane to 
Inghtnd come hame to Edinburgh, and left pleidges behind thamefor 
to enter at palmefonday ; and the erle of BothwiU come and conroyit 
Ihame tf> the Taid burgh. 

Vpoun the xxvj day, the faid cardinall was put in prelToune in Dal- 
keith i throw quhius takking thair was na dew feruice done in na dyo- 
cies, nor to na maner of greit men nor finall, except thame the gorer- 
nour gart lenie on force : he was changit out of Dalk^th to Seytoun, 
and thair fra to Blaknes, and fyne to .Sanfitandrois, thair to remayne 
induring the goTernouris will. This (as was faid) was done be tlie 
counioll of the erle of Angus, quhais purpois was to deftroy the kirk- 
jnen and thair religioun. The lordis quha wes preilbunaris in Ingland 
^naid ane band to the king of Iii^land, that als fone as our young 
quenis grace come to ten geiris of aige, that iho ihould. marie the 
prince of Ingland. The laidis lordis caulit the goremour conient to 
. the lamyne, the cardinall being in prefone, as fiid is ; and peace to be 
jroborat and bund vp in aither :fyjd, and all fsltis redrellit. The cardi- 
nall with many vtheris nobillis raid nocht aflTent heirto, quhilk caufit 
:greit diriiioun in tiaa realme; the king of Ingland perlkueand the 
fiunyne, gadderit ane greit army to come on ws the nixt fommer. 

Vpoun the fex day of Februar, the lord Glammes marijt Elizabetii 
Keith with greit trirmphe, fitter to the erle Merchell. 
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Vpoun ifae penult da^ of Febrtuu*, the goTemonr fred the Ingtis pre^ 
ftHDiaris taafi at Haldonn Rig-, to enter at Witfondaynixtocum on thnr 
plegeis. 

Vpoun the xiij day of March, thair was ane Parliament procUonit to 
be h&ldin at £dmbtD*gh, and all the lordis come thairto except the 
erle of Ai^le. And thair the erle of Angus was reftorit to his landisr 
and ddiuerit to him the caftell of Temptallone } the lord Glammee 
was releirit of prefoune, and got all his landie ; the erle Bothwill was 
reftorit to liddifdull ; and thair thai ratifijt his gOTemourfcbip. And 
the iame day the communitie of Edinhu^h and Leith wes in htmotiTts 
on the callky. 

Vpoun the penult day of March the jeir of God J"* \° xliij ^etris, 
the erle of Lennox come out of France as ambaflatour, and landit at 
Dumbartane, qubair he remaynit certane fpace, and efter paft to G1«P- 
gow, qnhair thur was many of the nobilitie met him. 

Vpoun the tent day of Aprile, the erle of Angus marijt the lord 
Maxwellis danchter. And on the fitmen day the cardinall was releirit 
out of captivitie, and to pas quhair he pleifit, and gat the court in gyding. 

Vpoun the xiij day of Aprile, the erle of Lennox cam to Edinburgh 
to fpeik with the govemour, and the erle of Argyle with him» md 
mony vther greit nobillis ; tiuur wm ane greit counfell haldin in the£ud 
burgh, quhilk wes Tnknawin. 

Vpoun the fyft day of Maij, Geoi^eDowglas wasiend as ambaflsdour 
to ingland to treat peace, who gat ane mcmethia peace, and come to 
Edinbui^h with bis anfuer. 

Vpcoie the xj day of Jul^ he paft BgMne, and come with anfuer to my 
lord go¥«rBour, quha gat ten seiria peace on that pr(»neis to bynd Tp 
manage with the prince of Ingland and our quenis grace, as is albv> 
taid i they coafentand thairto, and plegeis to be laid ihairrpone, and 
fyvetene ladies of Inland to haue our princes in keping ; quhilk was 
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^rantit be the goremour and his counfale. In this menetyme, the In- 
glifinen wea heiyand pririlie in Teviotdaill. And vpoon the fezt daj 
thairof, thair was ane greit counfale in Sanflandrois, be the cardinally 
the erlia of Lennox, Argyle, Huntlie, and Bothirill, the lord Hdme, 
with mony vther gentilmen of the weft and north pairtis, quha decemit 
to come contrair the goTernour, becaus of his mifgjrding', and take no 
heid to thanie, but to new opyniouns of berefie ; the quhilk lordis all 
ta, 10. with ane coiifent paft to thair places, and ilk ane gadderit thair awne 
folkiB. In this mene tjme thair was ane Inglis ambaJSatour liand in 
Scotland, quha remunit he the fpace of ane geir to heir the lordis 
opynioun. 

Vpoun the x^ day of Julij, the laids lordia come out of Strineling 
to Leith, to the nomber of ten thow&nd men ; ihe erle Bothwill mei 
thame, the lord Home, the Keris and Scottis, and lay ftill fyre or fax 
dayes, and the govemour, the erle of Angus and George Dowglaei, 
quha raid have brocht the Inglifmen to Edinburgh, war not certane 
lordis paft betuiz the pturtis ; bot the lordis on na wayils wald not 
aggrie, ezceptand the quenis grace and princes war delyuerit to thur 
govemour, quhilk was done ; quha paft to Stirling with the laid qnenis 
grace and princes, and thur wes four lordis that keipit thame : thsj 
ar to fay, the lords Erfkin, Grahame, Sane Johne and Levingftoun : 
the goremour Ibuld haue delyuerit the caflell of Edinburgh, quhilk 
was nocht done ; the hurd of Wachtoun being capitane thairof, was be- 
traiiit be the laid govemour, and put out thairof; the laird of Stane^ 
houa maid capitane. 

Vpoun the penttit day of October, the king of France lend in Scot- 
land x"^ crownis and fiftie peice of artailjerie, with ane of his houf- 
hald men nameit Mr Cowpar : Than come ane counfellour of Rome, 
quha brocht fra the Paip and Patriark, with powar to waill all the 
howis of the benefices, to debait the realme, quhair thai landit at Dtm- 
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bartane. All this money wes delyuerit to the lord Lennox* capitane of 
Dimbartane caflell. 

Vpoun the laft day of OAober* the abhot of Faiilay tuke th? lord 
Maxrell and the lord Somerrdll aa ambaflktouria fent to Hie eriea of 
CaflUliB and Glencame with lettres in Ingland ; quha paOand, the lord 
Maxwell was tane and put in prefone in the caflell of Edinburghe, and 
the lord Somervell in Blaknes. In this moneth of 03»}ber, about the 
fourt day, the goremour fent George Dowglaa about peace, {hawand 
that thai bid brokin firft. And the &miu day the ^d ambailktour, Mr 
Sudler, paft to Temptalloun, and remaynit thair quhill the liud Georg;e 
come hame. 

Vpoun the thrid day thairefter* the goTemour with the cardinall come 
to Dalkeith, and was latt in wnder peace ; bot quhen thaj come in, thai 
pat the lord furth, bot the dungeoun was keipit be Mr Geoi^ Dowglas 
hiB fone, and gerln over within ane hour. In this tyme thair was ane 
greit herefie in Dundie ; thair thaj diftroyit the kirkis, and wald haue de- 
firoyit Abirbrothok kirk, war not the lord C^lbie, 

Vpoun the xxvj day of November, the gouemour and the cardinall 
camand to Sane Jonfloun, tuik the lord Gray and pat him in waird m 
Dra&ne. And the lordis Glammes and C^ilbie come to the goveniour ; 
quhilk foure wer gaddent with Mr Henrie Balnavis to the laid gover- 
nour and his companie. 

Vpone ihe thrid day of December, thair was ane Parliament haldin &. id. b. 
in Edinburgh, and the lordis came in all, exceptand the erle of Lennox 
and the reft quha came contrair the govemour at X^eith. In the quhilk 
Parliament vrnquhile fchir James Hamiltouns fone was reftoirit to his 
landis, and James Colvillis fone to his landis of eifier Weymes ; and 
thair the band of France was renewit. And the contract betuix Ing- 
laad and Scotland concemyng the manage foirlaid, was decemit null 
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and of nane availl, liecauB they brak the peace, anil iuke our Scettw 
fchippis and brynt and herijt the lame. 

Vpoun the xij daj of December, Qeorg^e Doyrgiat come out of Ing^- 
land, and immediatlie eftir hia cumiog paft to Temptalloun, and brocht 
furth thairof Mr Saidliur, Inglifman. 

Vpoun the xvj day of December, thair came ane herald out of Ing- 
land callit Harie Haa, and gaif vp peace betuix Scotland and Ing-Iuod. 
In this menetyme the quenis grace drowarie paft on ber iiite to our 
Lady Laureit, praying for peace amaog hir lordis with the realme of 
Ingland, and remaynit thair be the fpace of xx dayis in hir prayerU. 

Vpoun the day of Januare, the erllis of Angus, Lennox, CaC- 

fillis, and lord Kilmawris, gadderit ane greit armie, to the nomber (^ 
foure thowfand, and come to Leith. And als Geoi^ Dowg^as came 
fra Berwick, with t*^ of Merfs men to the govemour, and come tiiat 
nycht to Muflilbui^b. And thair the erle of Bothwill with the toun 
of Edinburgh cheft the fud men out of Myllilburghe, and thair tuik 
Symiune Fannago, capitane of Coldinghame, with findrie rtheris ; and 
the laid George fled to the laid govemour to Stirling, with mony of 
the &id men who was with him, and thai come to Edinbni^h, aad 
thur he remanit with his lordis, and the reft lay Itill at Leith fyre-or 
iax dayis readdie for battell. The cardiuall with the erle oi Ai^le 
come to the govemour with ane greit oift, and findrie lordis with 
tbame, and the reft come in the goTemoaris will thair ; the laid George 
Dowglas was wardit in the caftell of Edinburgh, for the guid rewle ti 
bimfelf ; and the erle Caflillis and lord Kilmawris wardit fidyk : The 
erle of Lennox fuld haue delyuerit the money come out of France^ 
and the caftell of Dunburtane,' quha ftaw away, and wald not giro na 
pledge nor na Ttber thii^. 

Vpoun the xxriij day of Januare, the govemour with his lordis paft 
to San£tiohnftoun and Dundie, and bmnt mony lymmeris in the &id 
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toibuis, and the trafllaQd lordis promeift to come with him for miniftra- 
iJOun oi ju&ioe, quha come nocht thair. James Xiermounth rmquhile 
the Idogifi maifter houfhald, and pat him in San6tandrois, and the laird 
of Dun in Blaknes. 

Vpoun the 6rft day of Aprile, the geir of God J™ v* xiiiij seiria, the 
goTemour, the cardinall, the erllis Axgyie, Bothwill, vith mony vUierie 
l(»^i9, ccmTenit be oppin prodamatioun at Gia^oWt and &igit the caf- 
tell thairof and fieipilli quhilk was keipit be the erle of Lennox and his 
complices, quh^rat vas great flauchter^ quhilk was g:iTin over be the 
laid erle. Thur wer hangit xviij men be the gorernour as traitouris ; 
thur wes tane my lord Maxwell, the erle of Angus, James of Park- 
heid, fl^d James of the Waiter, and hmd to Hamiltoun, and thiur put 
in captivitie. 

Vpoun the thrid day of Apryle, the goremour with hts complices 
wui Cruikftoun, the principall houB of the earle of Lennox. 

Vpoun the firll day of Malj, the Inglifmeu come in Scotland be fea to 
Ihe number of thre hundryth lailBs, and landit at Leith; and that 
iame nycht the toua of Edinburgh come furth in thair licbt, bot the 
proreift Mr Adame Otterbume betrafit thame and fled home. 

Vpoun the fourt day of Maij, the Inglilmen come to Edinburgh, 
and wan the famin with liUll debut maid againes thame ; and thair- 
efler digit the caflell thairof, but thaj wer litlll or nathing the better, 
for the cafiell flew many of thair men ; and th^refter, vpoun the fast 
■day, they brynt Edyiburght and fpul^eit the &min, fyne pafl to Leith 
jigaine wiUiout any impediment. Vpone the quhilk day, thair came 
from Berwick of IngliCnen be land iiij"' horfe men, and come to Leith 
that famin nycht, bot ftope done to thame be Scottis men. 
- Vpoun the fevini dECf, all the Inglilmen both on horlls and fiite come 
to Edinburgh, and brynt and heryit it agane. 

Vpoun the aucht day, &e goremour being in the waftpairtis gadder- 
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and a^ania the lord Levenox, fend to intret peace with Ingli& men, qubs 
wald on nawayifi tak nor give. And the famin day thai paft to Craig- 
millar, quhilk was haiftilie geTtn to thame, promefand to keip the laqiyne 
Trithout Jkaith ; quhilk promes thai break, and hnint and deftroyit the 
Said. houB. 

Vpoun the XT day of Maij, the horfinen raid to Newbottill andbrynt 
it, and oweriaw Dalkeith be the moyane of George Dowglas, and 
hrynt many vther tonnes thairabout ; na fkuth was done to any kirkis, 
ezceptand thiu diftrojrit the abbaj of Newbottill : And the famin nycht 
thai retumit to Leith, and na fkayth done to thame be Scottis. 

Vpoun the &xtene day of Maij, the haill army rails and come to 
Seytoun j and or thai depairtit of Leith thaj fett the iame all in fyre, 
with the fchippis thairin, and fend thair ichippis away be fea, and did 
na ikuth to MuiSlburgh at thair cuming. And on the mome thaj 
brynt Hadintotm, Stentoun, Bentefioun, Markle and Freftoun, and 
that nycht laid thair camp at 
b. The mome being the auchtene day, thaj ruls and brunt Dunbar, and 
all that coifi fyid, and geld throw the pethis and muria ; and Teriot- 
diull gadderit, and nothing done ; and on the xxz day thai pafi to Ber- 
wick with meikill trivrnphe, and thair was na hurt done to thame be 
Scottis ; thair fchippis wes cumit befoir them, bot all the Merls was 
diflroyit be the men thairin. 

Vpoun the tuantie fourt day of Maij, the goremour was gadderit to 
the noumber of J^ men, and the erle of Glencuijie come out of Glaf- 
gow with his freindis to the nomber of t'^, quhair thir pairties met on 
the mure of Gla^ow, and it was cruellie fochtin } bot at the laft the 
erle of Glencame with his company fled, and the laid erlis fone callit 
Androw was flane, with mony Ttheris of that pairtie. On the gover- 
nouris pairtie was flane the laird of Colmlkeith, his maiiUr houfliald, 
with tuelf vther finall men ; and thairefter the &id goTemour paft to 
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the toun of Gla%ov and fpouljeit the laiQTne, and left littUl tluur- 
in. 

Vpoun the xxTiij da7 of Maij, the erle of Lennox fchippit at Dtm> 
bertane and fiullit to Ingland, and left thair the erle of Glencame 
Ci^itane thairof quhill his returnjing, quhair he was reilauit with greit 
honnouT i and tbur marijt the erle of Angus dochter, fider [filler 
dochter] to king Harie of Ingland, and gat greit giftis with hir givin 
him at the taid mariage. 

Vpoun the thrid daj of Junij, thair was ane general! counlall haldin 
at Stirling, quhairat was all the nobillis of Scotland, exjceptand the erle 
of Lennox and Glencame ; quhair the goveroour was difchargit of his 
au^oritie, and maid proclamatiouns throw the realme that nane obe^it 
him aa gorernour. And ala thair thaj chefit thrie eriis, thrie lords, 
thrie bifchopia, thrie abbotts, to be the fecreit counlale ; quhilk laftit 
nocht lang, for euerie lord did for his awne particulare proffeit, and 
tuke na heid of the commoun weill, hot tholit the Inglilinen and thevls 
to overrin this realme. Thair was na credit amang the nobilitie at this 
prefent. 

Vpoun the tent day of Julij, J"> iij*^ Scottifinen raid in Ingland, and 
brunt and herijt certane townea on the bordouria vnto Tilmouth ; and 
in thair returning thai remanit lang on the fiiige of ane houfe in Ing- 
land ■, and on San^ B&rbareie eTin, the Inglilinen being in Jedburgh 
come on the Scottia to the nomber of (jve thowfand men, quhur thair 
was ilane of Znglifinen hot few, of Scottis ilane L, and tane rriij fcoir 
of gentilmen, the laird of Cokbume, Johne Home of wi^ 

moDj Ttheris gentilmen of the Merfe. 

Vpoun the xiiij daj of Julij, the erle of Angus was proclamit lieu- 
tennent, and commandit the realme to follow him with foure dayis 
viAuall, in ane houris warning, to pas on the aid enemies of Ingland. 

Wpoun the'xrij day of Julij, the erle Bothwill come with the nom- a. 12. ■ 
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ber o{ T*^ men to Leith, and thair manit twa fchippis ; ana Dwtche fchipe 
full of mercfaandice, and ane Scottis weir fchip, quha tuke thame to 
Abirlady, and di^onit thairrpone at his plealbur. 

Vpoun the xx day, the erie Bothwill beand riding to ane tiyft Set 
be him to a^re tbe lord Lovat and the captane of Clanronald, and or 
the fiud erle come, the faids pairties met, tbaj being greit nomberis of 
men, the ane riij^, the vther v*^, quha was all llane esceptand foure on 
the lord Lovatts fyid, and on the vther fyid twa, quhilk was llajit thair 
efter the laid erllis cuming. Vpone the xzj day, the Iturd of Fhamy- 
hirfl was tane he the Inglifmen. 

Vpoun the zxij day, tbe erle Rothes, lordis Gray uid Glammes 
and Ogilbie, quha raifit ane greit powar and come to San£): Johnftoua, 
.being for the a£tioun of Johne Chartouria ; the iaidis perfonis beand 
tdymand the brig, was put abak be tbe lordis Ruthven, Drummond, 
and the Iturd of Cragie. On the &id lord Grayis fyid was flane xl, the 
lord Glammes tane, and mony hurt on that fyid. Na Ikaith done on 
the vther lyid. 

Vpoun the laft day of Julij, thair was ane Parliament fould have 
bene haldin in Edinburgb ; and the govemour with his complices fur- 
neift the toun and held it, becaus he gat word the quenis grace drow- 
arie was cummit out of Striueling to the Parliament ; becaus thaj git 
being in hir company wes fiill of diflait, Iho paft to Stirling with meikle 
ordinance, and fiia the Parliament was flayit. 

Vpoun the tent day of Augufi, thur come tuelf Inglis fchippis and lay 
in this firth, quhilk was brocht heir be certane of Scottis tratouris, quha 
brynt the weir fchipe in Abirlady, and thair remanit be the fpace of ten 
dayis. And thair was certane fchippis cumand with Scottis merchan- 
deiB, and certane Frenchmen thairin, tuke the IngUa admiral! and vther 
tua fcluppis with vi^hiallis, and brocht thame to Leith, and difponit 
thairrpone as thai plealit.

And on the iamin day the erll of Leuenox come out of Inglaad to 
Dunbartane. 

And Tpoun the zj day, the Inglifmen to the nomber of ane thow&nd 
horJB come and biynt San^othanis } and thair Uiiu wer cheft be the 
Scottis to Reftowi ; thair the beand liand to the number of 

Tij^ men, quhur the Scottis wer cheft ; Alexander Home and hia fone 
tane, and vald not fuffer him to come hame nowther for ruifone nor 
on plegeis ; thair was na help maid be the lordis ; the lord Home paft 
and repaft to Ingland when he pleifit, fo the pover was herijt 

Wpoun the tuelf day thair was tane be Inglifinen the laird of Inner- 
wik, the laird of Hlrik, with vtheria to the nomber of xxiiij, and flew 
tuelf burgejfis of Dunbar, with greit pray of guidis tane be thame. 

Vpoun the xvij day of Auguft, the goremour tuik the lord San£fciohne, 
the lairdis of Caldar and Dundas, quha was put in Blaknes ; and on 
Santcuthbartis day eftir, George Dowglas tuik the lord Borthrick and 
put him in Dalkeith, to freith the hurd of Calder. 

Vpoun the xrj day of September, the erle of Bothwill was haldin in to. la. b. 
captiritie be the ladie within Borthwick, vnto the tyme hir hufitand 
was maid frie. 

Vpoun the fourt day of October thair was ane proclamatioune throw 
the realme, that all maner of men iuld meit the lieutennent on Gladif- 
mure ; quha jeid to Dunbar, and remanit thair fyre dayis ; quha come 
with hia army to Mufilbuigh, and thair tuke James Freftoun, quha 
was heidit in Edinhuigh. 

Vpoun the fevint day, my lord Borthwick was releivit out of Dal- 
keith, quha come hame and friethit the erle BothvilL 

In this moneth my lord Angus, leivtennent, raid to Jedburgh to the 
quenis grace, and remanit thair aucht dayis, and did na fortifeing to the 
cuntry aganis the Inglifinen, quha came fra Kirktoun to Sowtray, and 
caufit all thame that thu ftad betuix the places weir ane reid croce. 
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Vpoun the fyiit day of November, the goTemour held ane Parliament 
in Edinbuigh. 

Vpoun the xi^ day of November, the quenis g;race drowriare held ane 
Parliament in Striueling ; and thairefler the pairtijs fuld haue met and 
flayit in hope of ag^eance ; and the cardinall raid betuix thame, quha 
come to Edinburgh and tuke the g-oTemour to Stirling with him, quhair 
guid Bggreance was maid, to be bund to hir grace and twentie foure 
lordis couniall. 

Vpoun the faxtene day the goremour, with confent of the quenii 
grace and lordis of (ecreit coun^l, caufit proclame throw all the realme. 
That o\a fouerane ladyk lieges be reddie with xx dayis vi^all to pas 
to the bordouria, and meit him at Dunbar the penult day of the &id 
monetb. 

Vpoun the &id penult day of November, the lordis all convenit at 
Dunbar to the nomber of vij"' men ; thej tuke vioage, and tuik out of 
the caftell tberof ane cannoti, with mony vther finall pecis, and paft to 
Coldinghame that nycbt, quhilk was keptt be Inglifinen, quhairat thej 
fchot, and liUe Ikath done ; and on the mome the Scottis without any 
ikaith fled mifordourlie : The Inglifinen per&ueand this, twa thow&nd 
of thame foUowit the chaile to Cockbume, quha durft not byid and ftryik. 
Of this oift the erle Angus hud the wangaird ; thair was with him the 
erllis of CaflUlis, Glencarne, the lordis Somervill, Fleyming, geifter, 
the fchereffe of air, quha did full febillie. In the reirward was the erle 
of Botbwill, quha baid fliflie quhil) he micht no moir. George Dow- 
glas had the wyte heirof, for be faid the Inglifinen was x"' men Uand 
within the &id toun ; the invintioun wes laiffit on chance be the erle of 
Botbwill. The cuntre was all Inglifinen fwome, fetng na help ; and 
in the mene tyme the eift Lowthiane and Teviotdaill wes herijt and 
brunt. 

Vpoun the ancht day of December, the qaenis grace, the govemour. 
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and the haill reft» except the duke of Lennox, come to Edinburgh, 
qahair it was ordanit that ilk pennj land of aid extent to pay xij fliil- a>. is. *. 
lings, that the Ueutennent mycht haue xx^"^ pundts, to perfiimeilB ane 
thovland horfinen for time monethis ; for thia caus the lairdis of Low- 
thiane cam not to him, for this laid importabill chfurge. 

Vpoun the xrij day of December the lieutennent paft to Hadding- 
touD, quhair thair fuld haue met him the Urdis of Lowthiane, quha 
come Docht ; and thsirefter paft to Tamptalloun, and thsir held hiB 
gule, and tuik litiU heid to the cuntrie, but leit thame doe for tbame- 
felfis, quhilk caufit (he cuntrie to be cleane herijt ; the cuntrie leiand 
na helpe of the lieutennent, maid bandis amangis thame felffis that ilk 
ane fould help vtheris, quhairamang was greit watches, ilk ane efter 
his d^rie. 

Vpoun the firft day of Januare, the captane of Wark, namit Johne 
Ker, come with the niunber of nyne fcoir of men and brynt Sowtray 
and Fawlay ; and thairefter the lairdis of the cuntrie follovit thame, and 
tuke xxiiij of thur mem, bot nane flane. 

Vpoun the day of Januare, the garylbun that lay in Cold- 

inghame to the nomber of fj" come and brynt Morhame, Batfagtut, 
Stunpath, and Datrie, quha wes helpit be our &ls Scotts, for Lawder 
was fwome all IngUimen ; the wardane of Ingland delt thair landis t« 
quhome he pleifit. 

Vpoun the xx day of Juiuare, the loglifinen brunt Petcokis uid , 
Fawnylaw, quha wer ij*^ men. And thair followit thame the loirdie of 
Bals, Spot, Stanypeth, Quhittinghame, and Oliuer Stnclare, to the 
nomber of vij'', and thair followit thame with litill fpeid. The lieu- 
tennent thtur was tane. Capitane lord Bewis and tua hundreth of his 
men of Inglilinene, tbair ftaill being neir hand to the nomber xiijS come 
on the Scottis and recoverit vitj** of thair men, bot thair capitane come 
to EdinbuT^ } thur was not many flane at this chefi. 
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Vpoun the xxiij daj of Februar, the ^vemour come to louder, 
quhair thair was ane proclamatioun maid, that all maner of man fbuld 
pas with him ; the cuntrie wald not ryils, hecaus the erle of Angus and 
George Dowglas was with him, quha wer euer &1& as th^ allc^t 
The goTernour heirefter raid to Melrt^ and thur was fchir Rauff 
Evens, wardaae of Ii^Iand, haueand iiij^ men with him, and Teriot- 
d^U to the nomber of j'^ men, come and met the goTemonr, qnha raid 
to Jedburgh. 

Vpoun the penult day of Februar the goremour come to the Jaid 
toun of Jedbui^h, quhairat was foch^ cruellie ; the goTemonr gaif 
bakis and fled ower the watter of Tweid ; the Inglifioen beleivit to haue 
gottin the govemour be George Dowglas diil^t, hot he was counlaUit 
be hia lordia to come bak. The IngUfmen paft towardis Berwick, and 
the govemour come to Melrofs and remaoit on his freindis, quha come 
ib. ts. b. to him to the number of ij"^ men, and tb^ fet vpoim the luglifinen 
agane at Ancrum mure. And thur fchir Rauff Eveiis, capitane and 
wardane, was flsue, with lord Briame C^iU* ^e lord Caufier, [?"} Uie 
lord Halkerftoun, [Haggerftoun] with mony rther gentilmen of Ing- 
land : Thair was taoe the govemour of Indeandia nuufier feware. 
fchir Johne of Dalvaveir, [DellavelJ Robert of Colunwood, lord Cora- 
wall, fchir Johne Wedderingtoun, and ane Rauff Londinar, with mony 
of all the haill baronia of Ingland, to the nomber of tua ^ men : and the 
reft fled, and verry few of Scottia was ourtane or ilane. And thairefter 
the govemour paft to Coldinghame, quhilk was left waift at Us cuming, 
and George Dowglas maid capitane thiurof, and guf certane gunnaris 
to keipe the fkid hous, and ala the hous of Wedderbume wes gottin, 
alfo all thaj that was fwom Inglifinen gat thur remiffionn fra the go* 
vemour and the quenis grace. This feild foiHaid broeht this realme 
to the auld mercheis, quhilk was Inglifinen fwome. 

Vpoun the lafl; day of Maij, the geir of God J^ v*^ ilv seiris the 
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kiDg* of France fend ij^ gunnaris, iij'^ biurdit horis, and ij*^ archearis of 
the gaird, and landit at Dumbartane with greit proTilioun, and thair 
wagew payit for fax monethis to cum, and filuer to fie ij"^ Scottia for the 
laid fex monethis fpace. 

Ypoun the fourt day of Junij thir Frenchemen come out of Dunbar- 
tane, quhsir thaj wer reflauit be the quenis grace and goTernour with 
gr^t dignitie ; tbe principall of thune was callit Monlieur Loi^e Mont- 
gomery, quha was weill treitit be tbe quenis grace. Vpone the fame 
[day,] the bilchope of 6la%ow pleit with the cardinall about the ber- 
ing of his croce in bis dyocie, and baith thair croceis was brokin in the 
kirk of Glaigow throw thair firyving for the Ikmin. And on the lame 
day thair wee ane general! conventioun proclamit> to be haldin in Stir- 
ling the xxiiij of this inflant. 

Wpoun the laid xxiiij day of Junij, tbe lordis all convenit at Striueiing, 
and thair conlentit to rtufe th^r armie and meit the goremour at Rolltne 
mure the xxriij day of Julij, and pas with the Frenchemen on thair 
aid enemies. Vpon the zzviij day of Julij, tbe gOTemour with certane 
lordis come to Rofline mure, and becaus the northland men and my 
lord Ai^e come not, thairfoir was the raid continewit vnto the fezt 
of AugulL The erle of Argyle mycht not come becaus be bald weir 
with the lordis of the His, and mycht not leifF bis cuntrie. 

Wpoun the nynt day of Auguft, the goremour with his company 
maid thair mouftouris on Fawnerig mure, to tbe nomber of xxx'O men, 
by the Frenchemen, quha was iij*''. And the lame day at evin they 
paft in England, and brunt Cornwall and Tilmouth, Edderflie, Brank- 
floun, with lindrie Ttheris tounis thairabout, and thair did na vther 
thing, to thair lak and greit difhonour. 

In this ^me the peft was wonder greit in all burrowis townis of this fo. u. , 
realme, qubair mony peipill diet with greit Ikant and Tront of Ti^hiallis. 

Wpoun the tent day of Auguft tbe faidis Scottis was pairtit in tbrie 
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batellis } in the wangaird the erle of Angus, Merdiell, ArroU, Glen- 
came and Caflillis, lordls Graj, Glanmiis, geifler ; in the reirward, 
erlllB Huntlie, BothwiU, lordis Ruthven, Dnimmond, Borthik, Flem- 
jngt Home i in the myddlll ward, the gOTemour with the bodie of the 
realme and Frenchemen, with twa wyngia, the ane lord Seytoun, laird 
of Ba{s, and mony rtheris gentilmene, the other the laird of Buck- 
clewche, with all LiddifdaiU and Teviotdaill ; and on this ordour raid 
in Ingland, and brunt Tweifdaill* Grendounrig, the grdt toure new 
bigging, and Dudie, with the touris ihurof } and thair was on the 
Pethiig of Inglilinen rj^; the Scottia follovit with fpeid, thi^ haid 
Tincull tdl the fiud Inglifmen. 

Vpoun the xiij day of Augufi, the Scottia men come hame throw the 
difiait of Geoi^ Dowglas and the wangaird, qnha wald not pas agane 
throw his tyiiiing. 

Vpoun the nynt day of September, the Inglilinen come in Scotland 
to the nomber of zv™ men, the erle HeHyid ^-Hertford] tbair c^itane, 
and brunt Ednem, Lang Btrgam, Kelfo, with mony vther tounis thair, 
and brunt Melrols. The erle Bothwill and lord Home, being rr*^ men, 
was chalit, Fatrik Home tane, and xj of his men flane. 

Wpoun the zij day of September, the governour gadderit and arryvit 
on the Grene law, to the nomber of ten ^ men, and throw counfall of 
the erle of Angus, thaj ikalit and come hame. The Inglilinen herijt 
the Mer&, and brunt all Coldinghame, quha remaynit in Scotland xv 
dayis without any battell. 

Vpoun the zxrj day of September, the Homes wan eift Nifbet, and 
tuik the laird thairof and pat him in ihe caftell of Home ; and the laird 
of Langtoun tane in furance for fuffering of the Inglilinen. 

Vpoun the xxviij day of September, the Parliament was haldin in 
Linlithgow, quhair the matfl pairt of the nobillis wes. It was fufpe^Ut 
thaj come for land, becaus few was at the Parliament befoir. In this 
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Fariiament was foir&Iiit the erie of Lennox, - his brother, the faifchope 
of Cathnes, and the laird of Tulibarden wee reQ)letit. Thiur landis wes 
delt, pairt to the erle of Aigyle, mufter of Sympill, and pairt to the 
erle of Huntlie, quha gat the bilchc^rik of Cathnes at this parliament. 
The lordis made ane taxt throw the realme, of ilk pund land of aid 
extent, to pay yiij fluUingis to fie men on the bordouris ; and Monfieur 
IjOi^e feit T*^ in the Herfi} and v^ in Teridaill for L dayis on his awne 
expenffis, quhilk laffit qufaitl alhaUomelB. 

Vpoun the zxiiij day of 0€toberi the lord Maxwell delyiterit Carlaue* 
rok to the IngUfmen, quhilk was greit diGximfort to the cuntrie. 

Vpoun the day of October, the govemouri the cardinall, and ft. 14. b. 

aucht bifchoppis and aUrattis, held ane counbll, quhair newer ane tem- 
porall man was ; and thair was decernit, that all maner of man fould 
meit the gOTemour at Carlauerok with ten dayia TiSuall, the (econd 
day of November ; quhilk, at thair cuming, wee left waifi, and thairof 
was maid capitane the lurd of Coir^ brother, callit 
Bannatyne. 

Wpoun the xx day of November, tiiair was ane proclamatioun maid, 
that all maner of man fould meit the goremour in Dnimfreia the xxj 
nixtocum. 

Wpoun the MA xxj day, the lordis convenit at DmmfreiB, and iaigit 
Lochmaben and Traif, quhilk was in my lord Maxwellis handis, quhilk 
was gevin over tna or thrie dayea efter be appointment. My lord 
Maxwell wes had to Drumfreis with certane Inglifmea as ane trea- 
toUT } the laird of LochiuTar was maid capitane of Lochmabane, and 
the lurd of Grarroleis capitane of the Treif. The erle of Angus come 
not to the raid, becaus the lord Maxwell was bis guidiather. 

Wpoun the XT) day of Januar, the goremour and the cardinall, to 
the nomber. of-T*^ men, paft to Ormeftoun, and the soung laird of 
Calder ; thaj war all brocht and put in the caftell of Edinburgh ; and 
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the laixd of Ormeftoun, aad the 3oung laird of Calder followand, was 
tane be the capitane, callit James Hamiltoun of Stanefaous.

Wpoun the xxix. day of Maij, Normond I^flie, fecond Tone to the 
erle Rothes, with William Kirkadie, gonng Uurd of Grange [anA 
Ttherisi]] to the nomber of xriij perlbnes, come mto the caftell of 
San£Undroi3, and thair mordreft James cardinal!, greit chancellar 
of Scotland, in hia bed, the laid Normond being his awne fecreit 
feruand, and gat greit ritches thairin. The ktrdis eldeft fone to the 
Gad gouernour, being than in the ikid place of Grange, Petmillie, Mr 
Henrie Balnares, Johne Knox preacher, being ane prieft, 
Carmichaell, with mony Ttheris gentilmen, tuke pairt of tiie laid 
treflbun.

,. Wpoun the xv day, the goremour paft to Dunhartane, and laigit the 
fiunyne ; thair was in the laid caftell the erJe of Lennox,- hia brother 
the bifchope of Cathnes, with certane TthertSj quhilk was girin orer be 
appoyntment ; quhilk doing thaj rewit full &iT, for the goremour 
nerer keipit ane word of his promefiis. 

Wpoun the tent day of Augufi, tbair was ane Parliament haldin in 
Edinburgh, in the quhilk was for&ltit all die foirlaidis perfonee quha 
was at the flauchter of the cardinall ; and this realme dividit in four 
quarteris, ilk qiuu^er to cum to Saa£Undrois, and to remayne thair xx 
days thair tyme about 
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Wpoun tlie 6rft day of September, Louthiaue begane the firft x% dayia. 
In tliis mene tyme, the caftell of Sand:androis wes provydit with all 
maner of ordinance alfweill as mycht be devyfit, the wallis rycht 
ftrongUe ftuffit with faill The erle of Rothes fta quietlie to Denmark, 
and tuik greit ritchea with him. 

Wponn the xxtj day of October, William Kircaldie of Grange, 
younger, paft to Ingland for fuppUe, with quhome come the mufter of 
wark of Ingland with aucht fchippis to fpy the laid hous. 

Wpone the xx day of November, Mr Henrie Balnares, with the 
^oung perfone of Rothes, paft agane to Ingland, and promeift the 
caftell to the King, fua he wald fupport thame, quhilk he promeift to 
doo. 

Wpoun the XX day of December, the govemour a^reit with the 
foirludis perfonia in the laid caftell on this maner, thaj to bruik ftill the 
caftell ay and quhill thair abfolutioun tane out of Rome, and thaj to 
delyuer ^e &id caftell to the gouemouris brother, quha was maid bif-

Wpoun the nynt day of Apryle, the geir of God J"* v'^ xlvij geiri^ 
the Inglilmen come in at the weft bordouria to the nomber of v"^ men, 
peace beand mud betuix ws and thame, and tuke the laird of Johnftoun 
and his brother, the abbot of Salfet, with mony Johnflounis, and away 
with thame. 

Wpoun the xix day o{ Apryle, tluur was ane proclamatioun maid, 
that all maner of man fould meit the goremour at Langholme, qiAilk 
diaj ^git. The erle of Huntlie haid ane wangaird, and the Cud hom 
was gevin over on this conditioun, that the lurd of Johziftoun, and all 
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Uie reft of that cuntrie. fuld be delyuerit, quhilk waa done, the hous 
caflin down ; and thurefter the goTemour geid at Ewis Durris, and doun 
ihe watter of Ewis, hot our owia tberia of lindaill and Ewifdaill come 
to the gx)uernour, quha was fwome Inglifinen, for he brjnt all thsir 
comis and houfila, quhair the govemour remaynit ten dayis ^ hot in 
thur returning, they had ewill wedder. 
>• Wpoun the xxiiij day of Julij, the king of fVance fend in Scotland 
x^ galgeons to faige San^odrois, quhilk wes feigit. layand thair artil- 
gerie in the abbay thairof, with tuelf cannonis on the foirentrea, quha 
wan it in thrie honris eftir thar cuming, and tuke the aid and joung 
lairdis of Grange, Normound Leflie, the lurd of Petmillie, Mr Henry 
Balnavis, and Johne Knox, with mony vtheris, to the nomber of fex 
fcoire perfones, and caryit thame all away to France, and tuik the 
fpolgie of the laid cafiell, quhilk was worth j'^ j^ pundis, and tuke doun 
the hous. 

Wpoun the feyin day of Auguft, thir foirfiud galseonis pafb away, 
quhairin was the perfonee abonewrittin hud to France. 

Wpoun the fourt day of September, the erle Hertfiiird, protettour of 
Ingland, come to Scotland, with the nomber of vij"* horflmen, and 
the maift pairt of thame bairdlt, and come throw the meHs to Salt Prel- 
toun, and lay thair twa dais } and the lamyne day, the govemour come 
to MulTelburgh to the nomber of xx^ men. 

Wpoun the ix day of September, the Ii^lilmen come to Fawlyid in 
fyre oftis, and cbalit the Scottis borderariB, and flew of thame iij<^ ftite- 
men wmttand on the fpoilgie ; thair wes mony pure Inglifmen tane. 

Wpoun the tent day, being Sattirday, callit blak Sattirday, the Jn-

And in the mene tyme, thaj fend to San6fc- 
colmes Inche, to itope that na uther fchippis come to Leith, vnto the 
tyme thaj pafl; tludrfra ; and heirefter thay paft throw Lauder, and fend 
all thair prefi>naris be &y to Ingland, and brunt Edmeftoun and Cran- 
ftonn, and lay laigeand Home, qubilk thaj gat, and fi;hir Edward Dudlie 
maid capitane thairof ; and thairefter paft to aid Roxburgh, quhtlk thaj 
gat XV dayes efter thair cuming, and maid fchir Ralf Bawmer capitane to. it. * 
thairof, quha was reflauit in England with greit trirmph. The foirfiud 
fchippis paft to Brochtie befyd Dundie, and bi^t certane timbergraith 
thair, and maid thair ane ftrength. The govemour gettand witt therof, 
paft with his cumpany and &igit the iamyn, quhairat was flane Gawin 
HamUtonn, with mony utheris of the gOTemouris ferrandis ; and left it 
TQwyne, and come to San6iiohnfioun. And in the mene ^me, certane 
Frenchemen to the nomber of ij ; the govemour with the £ud Frenche- 
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men, paft and ikigit the laid place, hot nathing done thairto, throw 
treflbun among thame felffis, and come home i thair wee trewis taoe for 
ane qubyle. 

Wpoun tlie xxij day of Febniar, the lordGray come to Hadintoun with 
tua thowland men, with all the Mer& and Teviotddll, and gat all the 
houfliB of TynO) and tube plegis of all gentilmen thaj gat, quha did na 
ikaitb, hot pait for the thing that thaj tuke, and depairtit hame eftir that 
thaj haid remaynit foure daj-es ; and in this tj'me, the cuntrie, for the 
maiA pairt, was of the opinioun of Inglilmen.

And 
vpoun the xziiij day, the Inglifinen being all out of Scothmd ; the gorer- 
nour pafi and brynt Ormifioun, and wan the hous of Saltounhall, and 
bangit all thame that wes thairin, and cafien doun to the eird; and heir- 
efter Hallis was randerit to the Scottis aguie. 

Wpoun the xxriij day of Februar, my lord Gray come to Hadingtoun 
with Tj"' men, biggand it with fowfies and the blokhous ; quhilk beand 
compleita thaj wan ^eiAer, and tuik all that was thairin quhilk was 
haldin be Frenchemen ; quha thurefter paft in England, and left ij^ 
men behind him in Hadingtoune, and fchir James Wilfurde capitane 
generall, and the toun weill artail^erijt. 

In the moneth of Maij, the geir of God J"* v*^ xiriij jeris, thur come 
out of France ane Frencheman, catlit Monfieur Dofie [DelF^J, with ruj"* 
men ; and ala ane Dutche man callit Rangeleila with j"^ Doutchemen, 
and landit at Leith to the nomber of £tzfcoir Jaillts, and brocht with 
thame ane defone of cannonis with Tther fmall pieces, and come to 
Edinbuigh, defyrand fra the queue drowriare, and the goremour the 
princes, of the caftell of Dunbar and BIdcnea or tiiaj vald pas to the 
^ge of Hadingtoun, quiulk wes grantit. And thairefter thaj paft to 
the toun of Hadingtoun, and for ikailtng of thur folkis, paft to tlie 
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■bbs^ thairo^ and thair held ane parliament. And thair was confinuit 
the £aidts petitioiuu of the laid kin^ of France and our princes to marie 
the laid kingis fone, and the g^oremour to bruik the laid office induring 
the les aige of the princes, and immediatlie Dimbar and Blaknes was 
' deliuerit to the Frenchemen. 

Wpon the xxr daj of Julij, the princes paft to France to be brocht 
vp Tnder the feir of God. 

In the moneth of Augn^ efter lang fchoting at the laid toun, th^ to. is. b 
belerit to haue wjne the Ikmjne ; the IngUfmen Ikumifched thame oft, 
quhHk was to thair awne flcaith. In this mene tyme, the lord Bryis, 
wardane of Ingland, and Mr Palmer wes cumand to Hadingtoun to 
releif the toun, with the nomber of xiiij<= men, qnha was chuflit be 
Frenchemen thamefelffis, tane with tuelf hundreth^ and thair was llane 
ane hundreth, the reft gat away. And in the laid moneth, the erie of 
Schrewilbarie, and the lord Gray, come with xr"' men to Hading- 
toun, quhais cuming caufit the Scottis and Frenche Ikaill, and come to 
MuiDlburgh. The Scottifinen gadderit, and come to the &id toun of 
MuflUburgh ; the Inglifbaoi come to Abirladie, and tnke vidtuallis 
thfurout to fumeis Hadingtoun, and als forthit Dunglas ; the Scottis 
camp raife, and pidl, and Ikarmifchit the toun of Hadingtoun, quhair 
thair wes flane of IngliJinen ij'= be the Frenchemen, and mony tane. The 
Scottis, throw Ikant of viftuall, raifit thair camp, irad come to £din- 
buigb, quhilk cans the Inglifmen dantoun all eifi Liouthiane, and 
fVenchmen come to Leith, quhar thaj lay ftill all that winter. 

Wpoun the fecund day of Febniare, the erle HuntUe being in cap- 
tiritie in Ingland, come privilie away to Scotland, quhair he was reflauit 
with blythnes ; and throw his counlall that famjne day, caufit the 
Frenchemen pas to Jedburgh, to remayne thair to the tyme thaj wer 
fend for } quhair thaj lay be the Qnce of tua monethis at the hous of 
Famyhirft, qohilk they wan. 
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Wpoun the tent day of Aprile, the jeir of God J*" t° idbc seiris, the 
Frenchemen was put af Jedbui^ be the Ingliimen, and th&j brynt i^ 
and ala herijt the iaid toun, quha pail all nycht to Ingland. 

In this mene tyme, monfieur Tannea, Frenchman, landit at Dun- 
bartane with tua hundreth horfs men and riij'^ iutemen } the &nie tyme 
the Inglis fchippis come to Inchekeitfa, and bi^it ane ftark forth thairo^ 
and capitane Kakkour with TJ*^ men put thairin. And thairefter, men- 
0eur Da£e pafl out of I^eith with all the galgeonis fchippis and bottu 
of Leitb, and pafl to Inchekeith, and lay thairat j the c^itane was flane 
thairof and iij*^ of his men, and fchortlie wan it, and tuke baith men 
and artwl^erie thturin, and maid it mair ftrength nor it was, and 
fVenchemen thairin ; and thairefter monfieur Dofie paft to France, and 
left hii men to monlieur Termes, and tuke with him certane Inglilinen 
tane heir. The laid monfieur Termes In^it the Lufiies, to the effed the 
TJ£hiaIIis ibuld pas toHaddingtoun ; all the comis wes diflroyit thairabout, 
fb. 17. 1. with the cattelt ; and quhen the laid toun of Haddingtoun wes not habill 
to be keipit, the Scottis come to the nomber of iij<^ men, and lay thairat 
- Wpoun the xiij day of September, thair come Inglifinen to Hadding- 
toun to the nomber of iiij^, and the Scottis rufit thair camp, and pafi 
to Tranent. 

Wpoun the xiiij day thairof, the Inglifinen pall out of Haddiogiouiit 
and bnint It and Leidingtoun, and pafl away without any battetl, for 
the pefl and hungar was rycht evill amangis tiiam, quha mycht remayne 
na langer thurin. 

Wpoun the XX day of 06lober, the Scottis being ten^, arrayit on 
the Burrowmure of Edinburgh j quha returnit, and Ikalit hame throw 
counlall of the erle HunUie. 

Wpoun the day of October, fchir Thomas Hofivoft [Holcroft] 

and fchir Thomas Laik come out of Ingland to intreit for prefonaris ; 
the bifchope of San3»ndrois, the lord Erlkene and monfieur Dofie met 
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thsme, quhair ilk ane delyuerit thair prefonaris ; and the laid Ing-Iiliaen 
defyrit pace for ane qubjle, quhill thoir realme wer fiablifit, quhilk was 
granUt ; and or Uiur cuming hame the prote^ur wes put in the Tour 
of LondouD. And in this mene tjme, the Frenchemen la^ herj-and 
Louthiane and the cuntrie, quha wer fworne loglilinen. 

Wpoun ^e xvj day of December, the caftell of Home was wrn fira 
Iiylifmen, quhairat was fevin men flane of Inglis. At this tyme come 
y^ Gafkonis out of France, quha brocht meikill money with thame. 

Wpoun the lext day oi Febniare, the Frendimen wan the Forth of 
Brochtie. The Ingliimen perfaueand this, fend to Monileur Termes, 
defyrand to pas out of the caftell with bag and bagga^ and artail^erie, 
quhilk was denijt, bot that ilk man to pas with ala meikill as he mycht 
beir. And finallie [efter] this, thaj depairtit, wad paft to thiur fchipis, 
quhilk was lyand belyd the cattell : Thaj war biyth in hart that thaj 
efcapit with thair lyffis. 

Wpoun the penult day of Januare, the Ingliimen come in be Dow- 
glas [Dunglas,] and brunt Duthrej and Stanypetb ; quha beleivit to 
have gottin the Scottis lewtenneut in Nether Keith, bot fchir Thomas 
Helcroft come in be Lawder, and come the lame nycht to Lauder toun, 
and thair remaynit with the pail^eonis, quha wer all hameiil men ; and 
he fend iitj'^ bordareris away, quha brunt the Coittes, Nather Cranftoun, 
Cowflane, and Litill Preftoun. And or the morne, thaj brunt tua 
baraysairdis in Nether Keith, befyd the plaice thairof, with mony hous 
that flabliihit thair hors in the place ; and the Scottis come fa nar 
hand, that thaj tarijt nocht, bot paft away with all fpulgie thaj mycht 
get. Hie Scottis foUowit thame to the ftragill ; qiihair the Inglis tuke, 
the Scottis gaif bakkis, and the Inglis followit. Thair was Hane Johne 
Sinclare of Herffurde, with fex vtheris ; thair was tane the laird <^ 
Elphu^ftoun and Tempitlhall, with fex Icoir Tther gentilmen. The 
.Inglifmen paft to thair fiaill, and thur raile and paft hame. 
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In the moneth of Febniar, the erie Huutleis ddeft fone mariji the 
goTemouris daughter with great trirmph. 

Wpoun the xxiiij daj of March* thair was ane coun&ll haldin in 
Edinburgh, quhairin it was ordanit to pas and Ikige Lauder, and all 
maner of man to m^t the goremour the penult of thw inftant at 
Lauder. 

Wpoun the penult .day of March J"' v^ and {yftia geris, the gorer- 
nour come and lay at Lawder, with Dutche, Frenche and Gaikini. 
And fioaliy, the capitane gaif it over be appointment, that ia to lay, he 
and ail his men to pas with ^air ve^nea without ony Ikayth in Ing- 
knd, ran&ne frie, and to leif all thair monitioun behind thame ; quhilk 
was grantitj the hous deljuerit, and EVoichemen put thairin ; th^ hcf 
at the laid hous xr dayes. 

In this moneth, about the fext day, tiiair come word Ira the king oS 
France, that he had traited peace with Ingland for himfelf and iba 
realme induring the kingis lyftyme ; and all the firenthis maid in Scot- 
land he the Inglifinen to be diQroyit And in this meane tyme, Don- 
glas was raudeiit be the Inglis commiflaris, quha was commandit to 
confirme the laid peace, quhilk place wes delyuerlt to the Frendbemen. 
The Inglis conmiilfiuris was fchir Robert Bevis, fchir ThwDoas HelcroJ^ 
fchir Johne Hamiltoun, and Mr Breane. The Scottia commUJaris wes 
my lord Home, Alexander Home, Mr John Bellenden juftlce dark, 
with findrie rtheris gentilmen, and the fud peace confirmed amangis 
tlume. 

Wpoun the aucht day of Auguft, the quenis grace drowriar fchippit 
at Leith, with fax galgeonis of France, and pafi thurto with mony greit 
men of Scotland : thaj ar to fay, tlie erlis Huntlie, Merdiell, Sudder- 
land, Caffillis, Menteith, lordis Home, Flemyng, Maxwell, the bilchojas 
of Cathnea and Galloway, the abbot of Dunfennling, the priour of 
San^ndrois, caliit lord James, baflard SJQOaB to umqohile the kingis

grace, and the goveniourtfl eldeft fbne» with monj rtheria. And in 
thair paffing, his grace fend the maifter of Erikene, and Mr Henrie 
Sinclare ambaflatourii throw Ingland to Flanden, for pace to the em* 
piiour, becaas all rther natiouna fend to requyre him for peace. All 
die tisia tyme ves at guid reft, except he and the empriour ; the 

Frenchemen not paft all away, for Monfieur Dofie was left lieutennent 
to thame and Dutche men vnto hir graces retuming. The quenia 
grace wes well! treitit be the haill court of France ; in hir abfence the 
goremour proclaimit ane generaU ur throw all Scotland, to be haldin 
^hair it htii befoir, quhilk was continewit for the fpace of twa geiris. 

About the San61:androis day, in the geir of God J"* v*^ Lj seiris, the 
qnenis grace drowriare come out of France throw Ingland, weill con- 
Toyit with all nationns to Scotland j and in this geir, all wes at guid . 
re&t exceptand the laird of CeCEurde and Femyhirft with diur com- ib. is. a. 
phcea flew fdiir Walter Scott lurd of Baldewche, in Edinburgh, quha 
waa ane ralaeand guid knycht. For that caus the govemour raid in 
TeviotdaiU with mony gmitilmen, to bak and pTnilh thame for the fiiid 
flauchter. 

In the 3^ of God J"> t^ lij and liij seiris, Marie quene drowriare 
of Scotland reSauit the au£l»ritie fra my lord duke in the Pariiament 
haldin in the faii day [seir ?3 at Edinbuigh, and that hecaus all the 
lordis of SooUand wer aganis him in the faid Parliament 

Wpone the day of the seir of God* foirlaid, George 

erie of Huntlie was commaniUt and put in waird within the coftell of 
Edinbux^, and thair remanit ane certane fpace, and wes delyuerit fiirth 
of the laid captiritie be greit fowmes of money, and renuncit all the 
takis quhilk he haid of the eridome of Murray and Rola, lordichip of 
Axdmanoch and Orknay, to the £ud Marie quene and than regent* 

Wpoun the laft day of December, the geir of God J™ v*' Irij seiris, 
the toun of Calice was won be the. duke of Gvyos, 
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Wpoun the aucht daf of Februar, the jeir of God fbiriaid» certane 
commifljonaria chofin be the thre eftuiea of this realme for the treiting 
and fetting furth of our fouerane ladies mariage in France with the 
doulphin thairof, tuhe the fey ; and be heavie, greit and intoUerable 
tempeftis, piurt of thair fchippis wer peiift in thair paflage. Off the 
quhilkis commiflionariB, thir ar thair names, Jamea archbifchope of 
Glalgow, Robert btfcbope of Orknay, George erle of Rothes, Gilbert 
eiie of Caffillis thelaurar, James commendatare of SaDdUndrots, James 
lord Fleyming, George lord Setoun, and John Erikene of Dan. 

Vpoun the xxv day of Aprile, the geirof God J™ v'^lviij seiris, Marie 
quene of Scottiswas marijt vpone Franceis, dolphin of Viennojis, eldeft 
fone to Henry king of France* irith greit nobilitie, in the toun of Paris. 

Vpoun the penult day of September, the geir foir&id, the commiflion- 
ariB quhilk pafi into France for treiting of the quenis manage, returnit 
and come in Scotland, quhairof the names ar befoir fpecifiet, and the 
erle of Rothes and Cafiillia, and James lord Flemying deceiflit in Deip ; 
and the bifchope of Orknay deceifiit on his retumeing in the iaid toun 
of Deip alfua. 

Wpoun the penult day of Nouember, the jeir of God foirfaid, Marie 
quene regent ordanit ane Parliament to be haldin in Edinburgh, quhur- 
intill it was condefcendit be the thre eflaites, except my lord duke, that the 
CTOun of Scotland fliould pas to France, havand this name to be ane 
fb. 18. k matrimonial croun, and laid dolphine to be crownit tbairwith ; on this 
conditioun, gif our quenis grace deceiOit without laufuU airis of bir 
bodie, that the laid dolphine immediatlie eftir hir deceis lall renimce, 
religne, difcharge and quytclame all richt quhilk be hes haid or may 
haue to the croun matrimoniall, without any impediment. 

Wpoun the xaiiij day of Apryle, the geir of God J*"" v* lix ^eiris, 
peace was proclamit betuix Ingland and Scotland, and the forthe of 
Aymouth decemit to be caflin down. 
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Wpoun the tttimtie aucht day of Junij 1559i the blak freris and gray 
of Edinburgh wes put to lack be ihe erllis of Ergyle and Gleacame, the 
pryour of SanSandrois and lord Ruthven, quha was callit the congre- 
gatioun, and the quenis grace depairtit to Dunbar. 

Wpoun the xiij day of Julij 1559 seiris* the pryour of San3»ndro6 
and the erle of Glencaime, with the congr^^tioun, paft to the 
abbaj of HalymdhouB, and thur tuke and intromeittit with the quenis 
imis of the cunjehouB, and brocht the &myne Tp to Edinburgh, to his 
awine ludging, quhairat the quenia grace regent was rerry dilcontentit ; 
and thairefter rpon the xziiij day of the laid monedi and ^eir foiriaid* 
my .lord duke, my lord of Himtlie, my lord Bothwill, my lord geifter, 
my lord Brothwik« my lord Levingftomi, and my lord Hom^ with 
Ttheris direrfe barr&nis and my lord Doflell, come with certane Frenche-

Vpoun the laft day oi 0£toberi seir of God foirlud, the hurd of 
Ormefloim come from Berwik. with certane gold to haue fumeift the 
congr^tiouD, and in his coming he was tane be my lord BothwiU, 
and cruellie hurt, and the fiud money takin fira him. 

Vpone the firft day of NoT«ober, the jeir of God foirfaid, the 
Frenchemen come fiirth of the toun of Leith to haue tane ri^ualli^ 
and the congr^atioun ifchit iurth of the toun of Edinbui^h with thair 
men of weir and artail^ri^ and fchot fra the momyng q^uhill none of 
the laid day at the toun of Ldth, and at nuie of fat none ?]) the iud

Leith with monlieur Do0eU, X^brols, the counpt Martik, [[Martiguea] 
and the bifchope [of] Amyance. 

Vpone the fext day of Aprile, the s^ir of God foirfaid, the Inglif- 
men raifit thair army and camp fra Preftoun, and came in ane greit 
ordour of weir to Reftalrig } quhdr, at thair cuming with the Scottis 
Lordis, qubilk was of the nomber of iij"' horfemeni it was crewelUe 
Ikannift betuixt the hagbutteris of the Inglis and Frenchemene, qubilk 
wee ftandand or thair cuming in four arrayit cumpanyra, to the Ipace of 
ane hour y quhill at the la(t Uie Frencbemen wes ourfett be the lycht 
horfemen of Scottis and Inglis, and of tbame ilane forty, and J'^ tane or

'- And vpone.tbe xiiij day of Aprile, qubilk was pafche day, thair come 
to Muflilburgh ane capitane callit fchir Ralf SaidJar, with certane 
horfemen and futemen to the Inglis army. And the lamyn day at nicbt 
' the caftell of Blaknes wes tane be the fchirreSe of Lynlithqw. 

And Tpoun the xr day of the moneth and ^eir of God foir&id, at IS 
houris befoir none, thair come out of Leith at the port callit San£t 
Anthones port, the crowner of the Frencbemen, with him xl horfemen 
and XXX hagbuteris, and raid the reddie way to the Inglis trinfchis ; 
and in the menetyme the Frenche futemen, to the nomber of J"> men, 
alt haghutaris, ilchit furth of the port qubilk ftandis rpone the linkis, 
and come baifttlie vpone Uie finds trinihis, and was als fone at the laidtB 
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triii£:liis as wea die ^d Frenche horfemen ; and thaj quhilk ww in the 
fainfches, being nocfat weill aduerteift, bot fJome lleipand, feme Tskandj 
haiitilie rufchit to umonr, and come befoir the laidk trinfchls ani ntet 
thame, quliair it was crewellie fochtin be fwordis. In the mene tjiue^ 
the watch of the Inglifi horfemen, being ij^ horfemen, brak vpone the 
laid Frenchemen with mettelable audacitie, and pat thame perforce ana 
gnat way bak. And ^t, throw greit and eontinwall fchoting of hag- 
butis, the Inglifs horflmen wee put abak^ and fyne the Frenchemen 
ent^t within the trinfchis, and ilew all that abud thair force* and tuhe 
away ane aniensie, and dang tua naiUis in the touch hollU of the tos 
finall peices of ordinance being in die trinlchiB for the tjme. And in 
the mene tyme, the Inglils army and camp cam fordwart with the laid 
horfemen, and chaiflit thame cruellie to the wallis of L«th and in at 
thair portis. At this fltinnift was flane of In^^ ij*^ xl fiitemen, with 
ft. 91. b. certane dimilances, and fex fcoir hurt ; of Frenchemen iij ** flane or 
mae, and diuerfe hurt, bot newer ane tane on aither Jjid. 

Vpone the tuantie day of Apryle foir&id, the laird of Ormeftoii^ 
with certane horfemen, awatit Frenchemen quhilk was in Dunbar, quhen 
thaj wer cumand fiirth to hunt, and tuih of thame to the nomber of lix 
perlonis, of the quhilkis was capitane Hrret, capitane Hay, and fyre or 
iax flane. 

Vpoun the xxr day of Aprile at nycht, the Inglis camp and fettis 
quhilk was liand at the kirk and place of Reflaliig, changit thair oam|) 
to Filng Tpoun die watter of Lath. And in the iamyn nycht the 
trinfdies was caftin ; and on die mome, quhilk was the S6 day in the 
momyng, the artulgerie wee convoyit to the fiud place, except Ja meikUl 
as was left in the trinches befyid the HalkhilL 

Vpoun the laft day of Aprile 1560, thair was ane pairt of the toon 
oi Leith brunt be ane fuddane fyre, throw chanceing of fyre in ane cer- 
tane powder being in ane gairdhous within LeiUu

Wpone the xriij day of Junij, the geir of God foirlaid, tJiair cunfe 
ane certane men of weir of Frenchemen, of the nomber of lij'^, to the 
mount Felleio, quhair thur brak Tpone thame certane horlemen of Ing- 
land, to the nomber of xxx, and chaiffit the Frenchemen to Leith, and 
flew of the iamyn xl, and tuike fevin ; and of Inglifineu was Ilane bot 
aae trumpetour. 

Vpone the z^ day of Jun^ 1560, thair come to the kui|^ of £din- 
hurgh four ambaflatouris* with one certane of horflinen, to thfi nomber 
of xlij, twa of France and tua of Ingland ; qulu^is tna in Francej tiie 
aoe is callit monfieur de Eandane, brother to counte HoA Ft^o* [It«> 
cheftmcauh] and the vtber the bilchope of WaHai^ ; and tiie namee of 
thame of Ingland was lecretarie CycUl and dortour Wottoun ; qiihtlk, 
^pihen thaj come toBiefialrig, the greit and finidl ordimuiee of the camp 
was for noTiltie C^ot divetfe tymes in prefeos of the faidis ambaflatouris;

randerihg of the toun of Leith, then the heraldia of Scotland paft to the 
mercat croce of the bui^h of Edinburgh, and maid this proclamatioun 
following : that is to ikj, 

To the loving and the maifl; puilBint Lord, and to the confort 
of all guid Criftianis, 

The maifl puiflant prence and prences, muft criitin king and queue 
Francis and Marie, be the grace of God king and queue of France and 
Scotland, &c. ; and the maift puiilant princes Elizabeth, he the tamyne 
grac? queue of Ingland, Ireland, and defendar of ike faith, &c. ; It is 
accordit and reconfiliatioun of peace and amitie, the quhilk is to be in- 
uiolablie obferrit betuix' thame, thair fubje£tis, realmes and cuntries : 
And thurfoir, into the name of the faidis princes and princeflia. It is 
commandit and exprellie injoynit, to all maner of perfonis that ar vnder 
thair obedience, or being in thair ferrices, fra this day fiirth to decift 
and ceis fra all hofiilitie, baidi be fea and land, and to kepe and obferre 
guid peace the uie with the Ttheris, vnder the pane to thame that does 
in the contrur of thair greit perrell. 
. ypoun the XT day of Julij ISGO, the Inglis army reteirit to MuflU- 
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bu'i^h, and the Frenchemsa imbarkit ; and als certane pionaris enterit 
to labour for the demolitioun of the forth of Leith. 

And vpoun the xriij day of Julij, the Ingliis ambaBatourU depairtit 
to Ingland, and the fchippis depairtit fiirth of the raid ; quhilkis con* 
tinevallie remaynit fra the xxiiij day of Januar mto the fiunyne day. - 

Vpoun the firft day of AuguH^ the Parliament tuke begyning, and 
f6w or na lordis come to the lamyn quhill the aucht day of the (amyn 
noneth. Thir ar the names of the temporall lordis and erlis being 
thairat : my lord duke, my lord of Arrane, the erlis of Merchaetl, Ar- 
gyle, my lord Gordoun for the erle of Huntlie, the erie of Mortoun, 
jCaffilUs, Cathnes, Rothes, my lordis Athole, Crawfurdei Glencaime, 
Sutherland, Menteith^ my lordis Ruthvene, Glammis, Erlkene, Boyid, 
Ochittrie, Cairleill, mtufter of Maxwell, my lord Levingftoun, Ogilbie 
add Somerveill ; and paft to the tolbuith in thair maner> without fcep- 
iour, fword or croun.

As for the archbilchope of Sandandrois and the bifchope of Dun- 
keld, C^j3 ^^^ ^^^ f**^ ^^ abbay to the tolbuiUi, hot remanit in thair 
ludgeing, quhill the laidis perfonis, accumpiuiyit with certane barronis, 
come to the liud toIbuith> becaus thaj wer at dirifioun.

. Vpoun the xxix day of Maij, the geir of God 1561 jeiris, my lord 
James come home furth of France, without any commiOiouii. 
. Vpoun the feTint day of Junij, the geir foiriaid, monlieur Newell, 
Frencfaeman, amballatour, departit furtb of Edinburgh in FnuiGie, 
bot what was hie anfuer na m.an can tell. 
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. Vponn tb'eiog daj of Julij, the ^eir foir^d. Archibald Dowglas of 
Killpiiidie, proveft of Edinburgh, Dautd Sjmmer and Adame Foular- 
toun, bailies of the iamyn, caufit ane cordinare fervand, callit James 
JCilloDe, to mderly the law in the tolbuith of Edinburgh, for the cummg 
in the toune of Edinburgh, and playing with Robene Hud ; and for that 
cans thair was certane craftilbienis ferrandis put to the home of befoir, 
of the quhilk the Cud James Kellone was ane j and caufit the aSjiik quhilk 
thaj had elegit of thair aiEfbuis pas th^rrponei quha condamuit him to 
be hangit. And thair efter the craftilinen maid greit roliflatiouns at the 
Jiondis of the laid proTefi, Johne Knox minifter and the bailies, to hare 
gottin him relevit, promitting that he fuld doe ony thiog poffible to be 
done lalfimd his lyif, quha wald doe nathing hot hare liim hangit.

comes to the quwis chalmer thairfra privilie ; the quenis grace, the 
eountes of £^le, and the &id Dauid being talkand togidder at the 
queniB hurde, quhair her majeltie haid fovpit in her cahonate, and come 
in fair of weir in the laid cabonate ; and efter lyndrie wordia iaid he 
my lord Ruthvene to the queue, tbaj pullit the fwd fein^our Baoid fiirth 
of the laid cabonate, nochtwithflanding that our fouerane ladie b^ocht 
thame for the reward of God to fiuif his l^e, and that he fled to hir foe 
his refuge, git thaj mmercifuUy had him to that chamber quhur hir 
majeftie eittis, and thair crewellie and mailJl ihamefiiUy flew and mur> 
derit him with quhin^is ; it is laid he had twa and fjMe ftrakis in 
his -bodie. And efter his flaughter, the laidis male&ftouris fl^ikit the 
getis of the palice of HalTTudhous, and wald thole nane to enter in the 
fliid palice bot tbais that wer of tbair opinioune. And it is Ittid that 
this flaughter wes conlpirit be the king, the erle of Lennox his fader, 
the erle of Mortoun, my lord Ruthrene, and my lord Lyndlky, with 
tbair afliilaris and couniialouris, quhome was judgit to be the sonng 
laird of Lethingtoune fecretare, Mr James M'Gill of Rankelour nethir, 
clerk of thair regiflier, togidderwith the haill nobilitie quha wes as than 
hanift in Ei^land for the crymes befoirmentionat ; and that the king 
fend word to James erle of Murray, aucht days hefoir the committing 
of the laid flaughter, to Inland, to caus him come doun lira NewcafteU 
to Berwick, to be in redines thair quhen he fent about him. In the 
mene tyme of the laid flaughter, the erllis of HuntUe and Bothwill being 
inclulit within the Ifiid palice of Halyrudhous, feirand thair lyfis, brak 
doun thair chamber windo and come doun be ane coird on the bakfyid 
thairof, and depairtit thairfra. Than the king tuke all the keyts of the 
palice and deliuerit thame to James erle of Mortoun, quha tholit na 
man to remaine within the lame bot thaj quha afllflit in this interprife. 
The cry and noyas rais in lie mauer throw the Cannogait, that it was &id 
that the qumis grace was haldin in captiritie, and feinspur Dauid flane; 
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qnhurthroT die commoa bell rang- in fik fort that euerie man. paft to 
annour, and rufchit doun with Spnon Preftonn of Craigmillar thair 
proTBft, to HalyrudhouB, willing to haue deliuerit the quenis grace, and 
reroigit the cauB foir^d ; but thair wes fik alteratioua and feir amangis 
^ men of Edinburgh, that thair wes nathing- interpryfit ; hot that the 
kingiB grace tuik Tpoun his honefiie that the qnene was weill and n** a 
liuTtg effirayit, howbeit the veritie thdrof was contrair, and thairefter 
die proTeft come hame with his inhabitantis of EdinburgiL Our foue* 
rane ladie tuik fik dollour and difplefour for committing of the laid 
fhuichtra: in hir prefens, be hir hufband and the complices foir&idis, fo 
fdiamefiillie, that fho was in danger and perrell in pairting witb. hir 
child^ quhairwith Iho was verry greit. Neuirtheles Iho was balden in o^- 
tiritie witliin hir clialmer, that naperfonn nor perlbnis mj-cht come and 
Q>eik with hir, but thaj qufaome thaj pleGt Andfuathe police of Haly- 
rudhouB wes haldin in this ftreit maner the tont daj of Aprile 

[March]; Tpoun the quhiik day, at njne houris befbir none, thair wee ane 
proclamatiouD maid at the mercat croce of Edinburgh, in the kingis 
namC} chargeing all and findrie the erllis, lordis, barronis and biichopis, 
that come of befoir to Edinburgh to the parliament, to depairt of the 
&min within thre faouris» vnder the pane of treflbun. And thair was 
ane Tther proclamatioun maid the fiunyne day, that nane fould weir 
Tapoius Tpoun the gait, wnder the pane of deid. And als Tpotm the 
&myn tent day, at aucht houris at eTin, James erle of Muiray, Andro erle 
of Rothes, James Kirkcaldie of Grange, fchir Johne Wilchart of Pittarro 
knycht, and James Haliburtoun, tutoor of Fitcur, with thair ferruidis, 
qoha was banifl in Ingiand, as laid is, come to the laid palice of fialy- 
rudhous, couToyit with Alexander lord Home, fra BerwUi, at the kingis 
command, and my lord Boyd, ane <^ the fiudis lordis, come to EdiUf 
bui^h the laid tont day. 

And all the ellerint day of March 1665, ovx &ad Sonerxae htdae wes 
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haldin in captiTitte witbin hir laid chdmer in HaljradhottB quhill evin. 
And at erin it was conyenit betuix onr laid fouerane ladle, and all the 
lordis committans of the flauchter foir&id, exc^ my lord Ruthrene, 
quhome Iho wald not thole to come in hir pre&ns, hecaus he was the 
principall man that come in hir cabonate to committ the laid flauditer, 
and with all the remanent lordis baneift of befoir, as laid is, that hir 
majelUe wald give thame remiffioun for all the crymes bygane, mto the 
laid ellerint day ; and albeit Iho wald fubfi^ryre thair reniiffioun inflant* 
Me, iho laid, in relpe£t Iho was haldin in captivitie, it wald doe thame 
oa guid. And to fatilBe thame mair plelandlie, Iho laid Iho wald pas 
the morne, God willing, to the tolbuytb, and thair, be confeut in par- 
liament, mak ane a£t of remiflloun to thame all for the ciymes abone- 
writtin, quhilk wald be of mair llrengtb nor any Tther remiflloun. 
And this laid, Iho drank to euerie ane of thame in Ipeciall. And then, 
fen that hir majeftie haid promittit to thame thair remiflloun in maner 
foirlud, (ho defyrit thame that thaj wald deliuer the keyis of hir palice to 
htr ferrandis, and hir majeftiea chamber to be keepit be hir guard, as 
the lamin was of befolr, fwa that flio mycht tak reA this nycbt to come, 
becaua thtr twa nychtis bygane bir majeftie haid tane na reft. The 
to. 33. b. ijudh lordb heirand our fouerane ladie, as it appeirit to be, fo gratious 
to thame as to grant thame remiflloun be a£t of parliament for all thair 
trefpalGs bigane, condifcendit to hir defyre, and delyuerit the keyia of 
the tiiid palice of HalyrudhouB to hir awu fervandis, and the gaird to 
kepe hir chamber as of befoir. And tbe Ikidia lordis depairtit euerie 
ane of thame to thair lugelng, and left the Itud palice woyid, as &id is. 
The lamin nycht, about mydnycht, our fouerane ladie, with the king 
hir huiband, accumpanyit with ferin hors, depairtit privilie fra tJie 
laid palice of Halyrudhous to the caftell of Dunbar, with maift poflible 
diligence that culd be, Tnwitting of the lordis foirlkidia, and left thair 
lerrandis to kepe Halyrudhous, And fua our fouerane ladie being 
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haldin in captiTitie in maner foiriud, wea deliuorit thairira be the wiT- 
dome and pover of God, quha will not thoill nor permit his awne 
on]iitit lieutennentis to be thrallit be tbiur fubie€Us, bot wilt deliaer 
thame fra all inconTenientis. 

Vpoun the tuelf day of Marche 1565, the laidis lordis, haueand know- 
lege of our fouerania baiftie depairtiog toward Dunbar, wes giittumlie 
commouit for thair n^Iigence and fecilnes in giving our fouerane ladie 
<a-edaM» towart the giving of thur remillionis, and leiving of the laid 
palice of HalyrudhouB void, as is befoir mentionat ; and als was in ane 
maner difparit, and condifcendit erar to hafert the lamin vpoun the 
chance of battell, than con^wallie to be in feir of thair life aa thaj 
war. . Neiurthelee the iaidu lordis and geutilmen that wer fummond to 
compeir in the parliament foidaid, to heir and fie thame decemit be 
decreit the £ud daj, to haue forialtit thair landia and guidis for the 
crymsB of treflbne contein£it] in the laid fummondis, compeirit in the laid 
tolbuyth of Edinburgh at tuelf houris befoimone, and maid thair pro- 
teftatiouns that thaj compeirit the laid tuelf day of Merch» to the qvhilk 
th^ wer befoir fummond ; and na perfone nor perfonis laid or proponit 
any thing aganis thame. Agauis the qubilk proteftalionis, Mr Robert 
Crichtoun, aduocat to our foueranes, being prefent, obje&it, and alle- 
•git Uiat the lordis of articles was commandit be the proclamatioun of our 
fouerane lord, maid at Bdinbuigh the tent day of the liud monetb, to 
depairt thairfra within thrie houris, wnder the pane of treffoune ; fua thaj 
beying the lamyn wea abfent> and thairfoir thair protellatiouns fould 
nocht nor aucht nocbt be of any euaill, for the reflbun foirlaid. 

Vpoun the XT day of Merche, the geir of God foirGud, thair was ane 
proclamatioau maid at the mercat croce of Edinburgh, chargeing all' 
and fyndre erllis, lordis, barronis, frehaldaris, gentilmeu and fubilantious 
Tflm6n meoo, to addrea thame in feir of weir with thair houlhaldis and 
freindis^ t^ meit our foueranea at MuflUburgh rpoun fonday the xvy 
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b. 34. daj of the fud moneth of Mercfae* with aucht dais Tidimllig, to pai 
with tbair nujelUes qiihair thaj iitlbe commandite vndw tiie pane of t^ 
fell of ly^ landis and guidis. This proclamatioun was maid to put the 
lordis, committaris of the flauchter foiriaid, and thair complices, forth 
of Edinburgh, quhairiutill thaj remanit fen the committing thairof, and 
was in pnrpofe to haue mantenit the laid toun^ and was fieand men of 
weir for the fiune effe£t. 

Vpoun the lamjne day, mj lord Mortoun was commandit and diar< 
g&tt be ane herald, to delyuer to our foueranis the caftell and jdace of 
Temptalloun, wnder the pane of treffoun. 

Vpoun the xrij day of Merche, quhilk wes Sonday, the haill lOTdis, 
committaris of the flauchter and crymes abonewrittin, with the lordie 
that was banift in Ingland of befoir, (e»»pt Alexander erle of Glen- 
caime, quha imd to Dunbar to fyeaik with our foueranis,) with all thur 
complices and men of weir, with doUorous bartts departit of Edinburgh 
towart Lynlithgow, at fevin houris in the momyn^. And vpoun the 
&me day, Johne Knox, minifter of Edinburgh, inlyikwyefi depairtit 
of the laid burgh at toa houris eftemone, with ane greit mumyng of 
the godlie of religioun. 

Vpoun the laid day, the laid caftell of Tcmptallone was delyuerit to 
our foueranis, and Robert Lawder younger of Bais maid capltane thair- 
of. And Tpone the &mjne day, James erll Bothwill gat the abbacie 
of Haddingtoun fra our foueranis, quhilk the laid lecretare haid of be* 
foir. 

Vpoun the xriij day of the laid moneth of March, our fouenmis lord 
and ladie accumpanijt with tua thowland horfilinen come to Edinburgh, 
and Itigeit not in thair palice of Halyrudhous, hot lugeit in mj lord 
Homes lugeing, calUt the auld bifchope of Dunkell his lugeing, anent 
the lalt trone in Edinburgh ; and the lordts h&ag with thame for ^ 
tyma, wee lugeit round about thame within the fidd burgh ; and thair 
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nujeftiescaufit certane bandis of men of weir, that tbaj caufit fie, 
to luge in tlie faid Inufph, and kepe the pairtis thairof nycht and

1S65 seiris, thair wes lettres direct he our Gnieranis to command and 
chairge James erle of Mortoun, Patrik lord Rnthvene, Fatrik lord 
Lindlaj* WilUame maifter of Ruthrene, George Dowglas, fooe uatu- 
rall to Archibald erle of Angus that laft deceiflit, Andrew Ker of Faw- 
dounfyid^ Williame Dowglas of Quhittinghame, Mr Archibald Dow- 
glsa, perfone of Dowglas, Johne Cockbume of Ormefbun, Williame 
Lawder of Haltoun, Sandilandia of Calder, Gif-

VpouD the famjn daj, Mr James M'Gill of Rankelour netbir^ clerk 
of regifter, as fufpe^tit ane of the coun&louris of the conQriracie foirl^d» 
vas chai^t be oppin proclamatioun at the mercat croce of 'Bdinbui^h, 
to compeir befoir our foueranis and lordis of fecreit coun&le, vpountfae 
third day nJxt thairefter, wnder the pane of rehellioun and putting of 
bim to the home, and ful^eing tbairof> to put him to the home, and 
efcbeit, &c 

Vpoun the iaid xzj day, thair wes ane a£fc of fecreit couniall proclamit 
at the mercat croce of Edinburgh, declaring our fouerane lordis inno- 
cencie twitching the llauchter laitlie committit, confpiracie and deten- 
tioun of our fouerane ladie in the abbay of Halyrudhous in captivitie, 
and that be wes nowtber art nor pairt thiurof ; hot that be in & far 
oTirlaw himfelf, that be confentit to bring l^me my lordis of Murray, 
Rothes and Glencame, with thair complices, out of Ingland, without 
confent and fauour of our fouerane ladie. 

Vpoun the tuantie twa day of the &id monetb, thur was ane procla- 
matioun maid at the liud mercat croce of Edinburgh, chargeiqg James 
goung cuttillar, Robert Cwnynghame, Robert Watfone, Alexander 
Guthrie, Edward Hope, George Smaw, Alexander Clark, Patrik 
Cranftoun, Andro Armftrange, Thomas Broun, Williame Johneftoun, 
bui^flia of Edinburgh, and Williame Quhyte cordinar, duelland in 
the Canongat, as aflifteris and fortifearis of the Jaidis committaris of the 
flauchter foirfaid, in keping the laid palice of Halyrudhous during 
our fouerane ladies detentioun thairin, to compeir per&nally befoir our 
foueranis and lordis of hir fecreit coun&U, wpoun the third day nixt efter 
the chairge, wnder the pane of rehellioun, &c. 

Vpoun all the nyntene, twentie and twentie ane dayis rejpe^iue of 
Marche foirfiud, our foueranis caufit put of the inbabitants of Edin- 
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bargli, to die uomber of tweatie or threttie perfoniB, in wiurd, with-

Vpoun the famin day* Mr James Balfour^ perfone of Fliik, waa maid, 
be our Ibueranis, dark of thair r^fler, in the place ctf the fkai Mr James 
M'Gilli and acceptit the laid office vpoun him, in prefens of the lordis 
of fefiioun. 

Vpoim the twentie fjtt daj of the laid moneth of Merche 1566, Mr 
James M'Glll, fumtpne clerk of r^ifler, wes denuncit rebell, and put 
to the home at the mercai croce of Edinbui^ 

Vpoun the twentie nynt day of the laid moneth, James erle of Mor- 
tovn, \iniliam m^Aer of Ruthrene, with certane Ttheris thair colliggis, 
war doiundt our Ibuerane lordis rebellis, and put to the home at the 
jaid mercat croce, and all thair morabill guidis decerait to be efch^t. 

Vpoun the firft day of Aprile 1566, Thomas Scott of OunbufmicheU, 
ane of the perfoois fummondit to compeir befoir our foueraais and lordis 
of lecr^ counfall, as iaid is, wes tane of befoir } and our foueranis put 
the Imd Thomas, and Johne Mowbray and Williame Hailaw, laidler 
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burgelTis of Ediabiii^1i> to the knowl^e of ane afliyia, for the keiping 
and deteining of our foueraDe ladie within the palice of Halynidfaous, 
eA«r that feingeour Dauid was ilane> be the quhilk ai]yifs thaj wer all 
• convi6t, and decemit to be hangit, quarterit and drawin. 

Vpoun the fecund day of Aprile, the geir foirfaid, Patrik lord Ruth- 
vene, Alexander Ruthvene, Patrik Murray of Tibbermuir, with ane 
certane of his complices, wer decemit our fouerane lordia rebellis, and 
put to the home, for noncompeirance befoir thame and the lordis ot 
tluur fecreit counlall, to anfuer for the fiauchter of the laid vrnquhUe 
fein^eour Dauid. 

Vpoun the labiyn day, the ^eir foirlaid, the laid Thomas Scott 
weB hangit, quarterit and drawin for the cryme befoir reherfit, 
rpoun ane fkafialt at the mercat croce of Edinbut^h. And the laidia 
Johne Mowbray and Williame Harlaw wes brocbt thairto, to have 
fufierit ; bot our foueranis, movit with mercie, gaif thame thair lyffis^ 
bot thair guidis war confifcat, and thair peiibnis baneiA this realme 
during thiur majefUea plefour. 

Vpoun the nynt day of the fiud moneth of Aprile, the geir of God 
1566 jeris, betuix thre and foure houris in the morning, Johne Sinclare, 
he the mercie of God bifchope of Brechin and dean of Refialrig, deceiflit 
in James Molin&nis hous in Frofieris Wynd within Edinbui^h. This 
Johne wes broder germane to rmquhile Henrie,bifchope of Rols,that de- 
fo. 3s. b. ceilfit in Pareis in France. Sik twa honefl and cunning letterit men as 
thir wes, wilt be feindill or rather neuer fene to come of ane hous and 
familie of this realme } the ane for his lingular eruditioun had in die 
lawia for adminifiratioun of juftice in ane common wealth, the rther 
for his fingulare intelligence had in theologie, and in lykwife the lawis, 
and werbuth prefidentis of the coll^ of juftice the tymes of thair 
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Qeo^ «rle of Hnntlie, wea tranlportit furth of Edinbur^, north 
our eirdit [^nocbt euir ?] of befoir, to Strathbogy. 

Vpoune the fiud twBntie ane day of Aprile, the seir of God abone- 
written, Archibald erle of Er^le* James erle of Murray, Alexander 
erle of Glencarne, Thomas lord Boyd, and Andro lord Vchiltrie come 
to the bui^h of Edinburgh, and thurefter paft to the caftell of the 
&min, to our foueranis lord and ladie, and gat prefens of thame ; and 
thairefter our foueranis cau£t mak ane prodamatioun at the mercat 
croce of the iaid burgh, that nane of our &idis foueranis liegpis fuld 
mak any convocatioun with vtberis, or ony, to inrud rtheris for any 
anld feid or malice contra6lit be any perfone aganis utheris, during our 
foueranis remayning 'within the caftell of Edinburgh. And this procla- 
matioun wes maid for the inimitie that was betuix the erllis of Huntlie, 
Bothwell, and my lord of Murray. 

Wpoun the twentie fex day of Apryle foirfiud, James erle of Arrane, 
eldeft lone to James duk of Chattellaralt, wes relevit furth of waird of 
the caftell of Edinburgh, quhurintill he had remanit be the Ipace of four 
geiris of befoir, wnder cautioun and fouertie that he fould pas to Ha- 
miltoiui, and thair vfe his pdlyme be the fpace of thre myles thurabout, 
and that he fbuld mak na perturbatioun in the cuntrie, vnder the pane 
of twentie thowland pimdis ; for him wes fouertie Archib^d erl^ of 
Ergyle, James erle of Murray, and vtheris his jreindia and gentilmen 
to releif thame. 

Vpoun the thrittene day of Maij, the geir of God 1566, Patrik lord 
Rnthrene, quha wes expelit laitlie to Ingland out of Scotland, for the 
llauchter of feinjeour Dauid, as u befoir mentionet, wee depairtit in the 
new caftell in Ingland. 

Vpoun the auchtene day of Mmj the ^eir of God foirCud, Mr James 
M<GU1 of Rankellour nethir was relaxit fra the home, at the mercat 
croce of Edinhui|;^h be c^pin prodamatioun, and licence givin to him 
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to pas and repas quhair he pleiflis> prorydiDg he refort niocht within tua 
myllis towart the court. 

Vpoun the &min day, fchir Johne Bellendeae of Auchnoule, knycht, 
wes permittit to come to Edinbui^b be our foueranis, and jcome thair to 
the &id day, to pui^ himfelf of art and part counlall or afliftance of the 
flauchter of Tmquhile feingeour Dauid, in prefens of the fecreit couniall. 
And fua he did, and ves fund dene of the iamyn be the laid counJall. 

Vpoun the nyntene day of Junij, the ^eir of God foirfiiid, James 
prince of ScoUand was borne in the caftell of Edinburgh of bis moder. 
Eftir his birth, all the artail^erie of the caftell fchot, and baoefyris wer 
fett furth in all pairtis for joy of the &myn. 

Vpoun the ferint day of October 1566 seiria, our fouerane ladie* 
accumpanyit with the nobilitie of this realme, depurtit sf Edinhnrgb 
towartis Jedburgh, to hald ane juftice air thair» qubilk wes prodamit to 
be haldin thair vpoun the aucht day of the lamyn monetb. 

Vpoun the famyn day, James erle Bothwell, lord Hailis of Crych- 
touD, being fend be our foueranis to bring in certane thevia and male- 
fit^louris of Liddifdaill to the juflice air, to be pvneift for thair deme- 
ntis, and he being ferchand the feildis about the Hennitage, eftir that 
be had takin certane of the &idis thevis, and had put thame in the place 
of the fatd Hermitage in prefbun, chancit vpone ane theif callit Johne 
Eluat of the park. And efter he had takin him, the laid Johne fpdrit 
gif he wald faif his lyff i the laid erle Bothwill laid gif kne aflyifi wald 
mak him dene, he wes hertlie contentit, hot he behuTit to pas to the 
quenis grace. The laid Johne heirand thaj wordis, flipis fra his horfe 
to have rvae away ; hot in the lychling, the &id erle fiihot him with 
ane dag in the body, and lychtit donn to faaue taken him agane ; and 
followand feirfelie rpoun the laid theif, the laid erle flipit ower ane 
foudi, and tomblit doun the lame, quhair throw he was la hurt that 
he IVownit. The laid Johne perfaueand himlelf fchot, and the erle 
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fidlin, he ^eid to him qubair he lay, and gm£ him thrie woundis^ ane in 
the bodie, one in the heid, and ane in the hand ; and my lord gatf him 
tva ftrailds with ane quhingar at the paip, and the fiiid tfaeif depairtit ; 
and my hwd ky in fwoun, qufaiU his leniantJB come and carijt him to 
the Hermitage. At his cnming thairto, the laidis theris^ quhilk was in 
prdbune in the laid Hennitage, had gotUn furth thairof, and wes muf- 
teris of the &id place, and wald not let my lord Bothwill in the &id 
plac^ quhill ane callit Robert Eliot of the Schaw come and laid, that 
gif thaj wald let in my lord Bothwill, he wald laif all thair lyris, 
and let thame gang bame ; and fua tbaj leit my lord in ; and gif he 
had not gottin in at that tyme, be and all bis cumpany haid been 
flane. And the &id theif that hurt my lord Botbwill, deceiffit within 
ane myle, vpone ane bill, of the woundis gottin fra my lord Bothwill of 
befoir. 

Vpoun the fyAene day of the fitid moneth of October, our fouerane 
ladie raid fra Jedburgh to the Hermitage, quhurin my lord Bothwill 
was liand in mending of his woundis, and fpak with the laid erie, and 
retumit agane the fiimyne nycht to Jedburgh. 

Vpoun the twentie fyft day of the find monetb, tbe quenis majeflie, •>. 3«. b. 
throw fair great ryding befoir reherfit, wes fk bevilie Texit with the bet 
feveris, tbat tbur was nane that belevit that Iho fuld leire, and lay fra 
nyne houres to ane eftemone as Iho haid bein deid, hot thairefter con- 
valefcit and become better, qubairfoir was maid publi£i prayaris in all 
pairtis. All tbe tyme of our fouerane ladies being in Jedburgh, tbe 
kingis grace wes nocbt with tbe quene, bot was with bis fader, halkand 
and huntand, the weft pairtis of this realme ; fo fone as be wes adrer- 
teifi of hir infinnitie, he come to Edinbui^h rpon the twantie ferJnt day 
at evin, and raid to the quenis grace to Jedbu^h vpoun tbe twantie 
aucht day in the momyng. And efter his cuming to the laid burgh, 
he was not fo weill inter^rnjjt as neid fuld hane bene j and rpoun (he 
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twantie nyne day, he retnmit thairfra without taryingto Edinbiur^ and 
thairefter paA to Striueling. 

Vpoun the fecund day of NoTember, the geir of God 1366 seris, 
thair come ane noble man of France, calUt Counte de Bryan, accum- 
panijt with threttie twa horik of tryue, as feud fra Charles the maift 
crifliane king of France, to bapteis our foueraois foae and prince of this 
realme in his name ; quha arryvit at Halynidfaous the faid day, and wea 
honourablie conroyit he the gentilmene of Lowthiane vntill he come to 
Inchebuchlin bray, and thairefter he the proveft and burgeflia of Edin- 
burgh Tnto his cuming to his lugeing, quhilk was in Henrie Kynloches 
hous belyid the abbay. Alfua he was conToyit be Mr James Balfour, 
clerk of our foueranis roller, quha was direftit be our ibuerane lady 
to intertynie tbe faid ambaflatour vntill hir cummyng. 

Vpoun the twentie day of November, tbe geir of God abonewrittin, 
our fouerane ladie, efter that Iho had riddin fra Jedburgh throw all the 
Merfe, come to Craigmillar befyid Edinbuigh. 

And vpoun the twentie ane day of the faid moneth, the laid Counte 
raid furth of his lugeing in the Cannongat to the l^d place of Craig- 
millar, and thair gat prefens of our fouerane ladie. 

Vpoun the fevint day of December 1366, our fouerane ladie come 
furth of Crugmillar to the place of Halyrudhous, and remaynit thair 
vnto the tent day of the iamin moneth, vpon the quhilk hir hienes de> 
pairtit fra the {aid palice towart Striueling. 

Vpoun the laid tent day of December, the erie of Bedfurd, accum> 
panyit with fourty hor&men Inglifiuen, come as amballatour iht the 
quenis majeftie of Ingland, to nominat ane woman in Scotland to be 
cummar to our foueranis to the bapteiilng of our prince thair fone, to 
the burgh of Edinburgh, and wes lugeit in my lord duhis lugeing at the 
. kirk of feild. In his cuming in Edinburgh, he was honourablie con- 
voyit b.e the gentilmen of Lowthian, hot for the maiA part he thame of 
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the relig^oun, becaus the &id erle javourit the Home grittiuolie, and wes 
ane greit heipe to the lordis of this realme baneifl: in Ingland of befoir 
of the religioun. The laid erle brocht ane font fra the quenis g^race of 
IngUnd of twa flane wecht to be pre&ntit to our foueranis, in the 
qohilk thair fone and our prince fould be baptiiit in ; the iame wes of 
fyne gold ; and he brocht ane r^ne with ane flane» to be deliuerit to 
the find Tcnnan qoha fould occupj the place of the quenis grace of 
Inland in the tjme of the laid baptefing, the ralour thairof ves eftimat 
to be worth 

Vpoun the tuelf daj of the laid moneth, the iaid Counte of Bryane 
depairtit fra the Cannongait to Striueling, accumpanijt be George lord 
Sejtoun and his freindis. 

Vpoun the thrittene day of the faid moneth, the erle of Bedfurd, con- 
vojit be the conuuendatare of Abirbrotbok and his freindis, depiurtit oi 
Edinburgh, and raid to Striueling ; and vpoun the 14 day of the fiunin 
moneth, at bis cuming tbairto, he gat prefens of our fouerane ladle, 
and prefentit to bir the foimameit font of fyne gold of tua ftanes of 
weicht or thurby. 

Vpoun the fevintene day of December, qubilk was twifday, the 3eir 
of God abonewrittin, the prince was bapteifl, and nameit Charles Jamee* 
on this maner. The liud prince was borne out of bis chalmer to the 
cheppell be the Frenche amba^dour, my ladie of Ergjrle, cummer for 
the queue of Ingland be commifiioun, and Monlieur Lacrok for the 
duke of Savoy. And fua the prince being convoyit, all the barronis 
and gentilmen bure priccattis of waix» quha fluid on rank on ilk lyid, fra 
the princes chalmer dur to the iitid chappell ; and nixt the laid Frendffi 
amballatour, ane greit I'erge of walx be the erle of Athole, the lalt &tt 
be the erle of Eglingtoun, the cude be the lord Sympill, the baling and 
the lawar be the lord Rols ; and at the diappall dore the prince .was 
reSauit be my lord of San^androu^ quha was execntour officij in po&tl- 
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ficalibuB, with ftsf, mytoure, croce and tbe reft ; collatenllu to him wvt 
the bilchopis of Dunkell [and] DunbUuief with thair rockattiB and 
huidis ; and als afDftit with rockatds and huidiflt the bifchope of Roi^ 
the prjour of Quhitherne, and findrie rthen wiUi leqidaithes and huidia ; 
and the haill college of the chappell rojall* with thair habittb and rouift 
coppis. The laid prince was bapt^ in the laid font, and thir fblempni* 
Uea endit be neir fyre houris eftimone, with finging- and playing on 
organis. At this tpae my lordis Hantlie, Murray, Bothwill, nor the 
Inglia ambailatour, come nocht within the fud chappell, becaus it was 
done againfl; the poyntis of thair relig^onn. This done, thaj all paft to 
the ^reit hall to the Hipper, quhair at ane tabill fiit the quenis majeflie

carroure, the erle of Caffilis, coppar, and the erle of Athole, fewar. 
The Inglis ambaflatour, be the erle of Eglingtoun, coppar ; the erle ci 
Rothes, carroure, and the erle of CrawAird, fewar. The duke of Sa- 
Toyis ambaflatour be the msdfter Maxwell, carrour, and the lord Bc^d, 
coppar, and the lord Leringiloun fewar. The ordour of the cumii^ of 
the melt was this, efter the herauldis, maiflTeris, trump^ouns and 
fwelcheouris, being thre maifler houlhaldis in rank, viz. Fyndlater in 
the mydis, Seinjour Francifco de BuiTo at the rycht hand, and Gilbert 
Balfour at the left, thair come in George lord Seytoun, lum allane ; and 
efter him come Archibald erle of Ergile, allane ; and ilk ane of thame 
bure ane &ir quhite flaff in thair hamUs j and the lordis, barronia and 
nobilUs bure iair greit torches, quhilk wer in greit hahoundance, and 
w«ll ordourit i and efter danfing and playing in hahoundance, the bidis 
lordb that nycht depurtit to thair lugeingts. 
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Vjpouii the nyntene day, tlie qtienia majeflie maid ane bankett to the 
iaidia amboflatonriB and lordis, in ane reny diligate fidToune at erin ; 
thair wes msfiy and playing in all iortis, befoir fupper ; than ane fort 
haldin in Striueling befyid the kirk-yiurd, quhainn wes artailgerie^ 
fchote fy re ballis, fyre ^ris, and all vtheris thingis ple&nd for the Gdit 
of man ; this done, our Ibuerane ladte paft to the caflell* and thiur 
mud James prince of Scotland the duke of Rothiflay^ erie of Kyle, 
Carricfc and Cunnyi^^iame, and barroun of the barronie of Renfrenr, 
and maid certane knychtis. 

Vpoun the twantie4wa day <^ December, the fiiidu ambafladdouris 
ui IVance and Ingland depairtit of Striueling, the French ambafladour 
towart Edinburgh, and the Inglia ambaflatour towart Perth and Saa€b- 
androifk, to be bankettit with the pryour thairof. 

Vpoun the fourtene day of Januar 1^66, our fouerane ladie come 
with James prince of Scotland towart Edinburgh, togidder with the 
bail! nobilitie, except the kingts grace hir hufband, quha than wes lying 
feik in the caftell of Glaigow in the polkis. 

Vpoun the twantie day of the faid moneth> our fouerane ladie de- 
pairtit fra Edinbui^h to Glafgow, to fie how her laid hufband did, and 
rcanaynit thair be the Q>ace of ten or tuelf dayes ; and come with hir 
fiud huiband to Edinburgh vpoun the firft day of Februar. He was lb. ss.

Vpoun the nynetene day of Februar foirfud, our Ibuerane ladie, aeoum- 

panyit with certane of her nobiJitie, come fra Seytoun to Ualymdhmis. 
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Vpmm the famyn day, tne unlw0atour callit Mr Kellmg^raiJ^ ttf tbe k.M.b. 
^■enis Hu^eftie of lagland, come to Halrrudhous, imd waa li^eii in 
Johae Brownis hous in the Black Frier Wynd in Edinburgh. 

Vpoun the tuantia daj of the laid moneth, the laid ambaflatour gat 
prcfena of our fouerane ladie, and deliua-it certane writtis to hir, the 
eontentit quhairof ar racertane. 

Vpoun the fonrtene day of Mardie, the geir of God 1566 geir, the

Vpoun the nynetene day of the laid moneth, James prince of Scot-

d^Htirtit fra Edinburgh to lugland thiur to remayne for the Ipace q£ 
T ^eirie. 
' Vpoun tbe tuelf day of Apryle, the jeir of God abonewritten, Jamea 
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erle Botbwill TDderlyit the lav for the flauchter of the king foirlud ;

weiU proTin be this accompt fbirfaid. Vpoun the fiuuin d«f, it wes

At thia marriage thair 
wea nathir plefour nor paftpne vfit as rfe wea wont to be vfit quhen 
princes ves marijt. 

Vpoun the penult day of Maij, the jeir of God abonevrittm, thair 
wea ane proclamatioun mtudatEdinbui^h, chargeing- all and findrie erllia, 
lordia, barrouns and Irebalderis, to addrefi tbame to meit hir majeffie, 
and the Duk hir ^us at MelroCs, the xiij day of Julij nixtocum» Tnder 
the pane of deid. 

Vpoun the fjft Junij, the fecretare, fufpe6tand his lyS, left our foue- 
rane ladie and the court, and depurtit to the Callendar. 

Vpoun the ferint day thairof, our fouerane ladie depiurtit fra Edin- 
hui^h to Borthvik, towart the &id raid. 

Vpoun the n jnt day of the laid moneth, James Cokbume of Skarling 
wes proclamit comptrollar at the croce of Edinburgh, and maid Tpoun 
the feTint day thairof. 

Vpoun the tent day of the laid moneth of Junij 1567, Jamen erie <^ 
Mortoun, and Alexander lord Home, accumpanyit with the nomber of 
V or TJ'^ men, come to the ptdice of Borthuick, quhair the quenis majeftie 
c>. 40. b. and James duk of Orknay hir fpous wes for the tyme, and thocht thair to 
haue gottin and takin the faid duike ; hot he depairtit th^rfra quietlie the 
fiune nycht, and raid to Dunbar. The &idifi lordis knowand the ftunyn, 
come to Dalkeith, and thairefter to Edinburgh, vpoun the ellerint day 
thairof. Quhene come thair [thaj] met with Johne erle of Mar, lord

Vpoun the famyne day, Geoi^e erle of Huntlie, archbifbhope of 
Sauftandrois, Alexander bifchope of Galloway, Johne bilchope of 
Rols, Claud Hamiltoun, ^oungeft fone to James duke of Chattillaralt, 
Gavin commendatare of Kilwynning, Balfour deane of 

G]a%ow, and Mr Dauid Chalmer proveft of Crychtoun, for thair faiftie 
and reiiige paft to the caftell of Edinburgh, beleiving to haue gottin 
releif be the quenis m^eflie and hir fauiband. 

Vpoun the fourtene day of Junij 1^67, Johne erle of Athole come 
accumpanyit with ane greit number of people to Edinburgh, to tak 
pairt with the laidis lordis for prnilhment of the flauchter abonewrittin, 
quhairwith was the gouog laird of Lethingtoun, fecretar foirliud, quha 
depairtit fra the court of befoir as &id is. 
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Wpoun the ^niyne day, the queaie maje^e being in Dunbar, gart 
mak ane proclamatioun in all purtis about hir, to cum and meit hir at 
Muflilhurgh vpone the xr day of the laid moneth, at aucht in the 
mornyng, and promittit if iho bruikit hir lyif, iho fliould be vpoun the 
XT day foirliud in Leith or in Edinburgh, in contrair tiie willis and 
myndis of the lordis foirlaidis.

bardin knycht, with diuerfe rtheria barronis, as Drumlaagrig auld and 
30ung, joung CeHord, Grange and vtheria.

Vpone the fevintene day of the faid moneth, Williame Blacader capi- 
tane, fufpe6tit' in lykwife for the &id ilauchter, wes takin be ciqiitane 
Johne Clerk, fervand to the king of Denmark, quha come heir to r^e 
men of weir vpoun the fey quben he wes fleand away, and brocht to 
the burgh of Edinburgh, and put in the tolbuyth thairof. 

Vpoun the twentie third day of Junij, the jeir of God abonewrittine, 
tbair come ane ambailadar fra the King of France throw Ingland to 
Edinbu^h to our fouerane ladie, callit Monlieur Deweileroy. 
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Vpoun the {amin day, Mr Johne [Jamee^ Balfour, capitane of the laid 
caftell, gaif to the lordis foir&idia the peace of artailgerie to defend the 
toun of Edinburgh with, incaife of inuafioun, aganes the fouerane lady, 
incontrair the tennour of his promeia maid be him to hir and fair hulband 
of befoir.

and Ttheris of the nobilitie to ane greit number, purpofit to deiiuer the 
quenis grace fiirth of captivitie, or els to die; hot it wes not knowin 
quhat wes done hetuiz thame.

Vpoun the fevintene day of Julij lS&7t James erle Bothinll, Robert 
alias Hob Ormefioun, his fader broder, Adame Murray, \^illiame Mur- 
ray brother, Johne Hepbume of Boltoun, Johne Hay younger of 
TaUo> Patrik Wilfone, Pareis Frencheman, with diuerfe Ttheris thair 
complicea, for not findii^ of fouertie to compeir to vnderly ihe taw for 
urt and pairt of the kingis flauchter, wes denuncit rebellia, and put to 
the home at the mercat croce of Edinburgh. 
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Vpoun the tuentie fevin day of Jnlij 1567, the lordis of the nobilitie 
pafl; furth of Edinburgh to Stirling, and tuik with thame the cronni 
fcheptour and fword of Scotland, to croun thairirith James prince of 
Scotland.

Wpoun the fyflene day of the famin monetb, Jamea erle of Murray 
paft to Lochlevin to ipeak with tiie quenia grace ; and at his cuming 
thairto, tbe quenis nuyeftie delyrit him effe£hiouilie to rel&ue the office 
of r^ntrie of this realme rpoun him, albeit it waa £ur agania hia will. 

Wpoun the xix day of Augnft, the fiudis lordis fend four fehipia to 
tak Jamea erle of Bothwill, quhairof wer capitanes WiUiame Murray of 
TuUibardin, and Williame Kirkcaldie of Grange knycht, with iiij'^ hag- 
buteria. 

Vpoun the xxij day of Auguft foirlaid, James erle of Murray wea 
procUunit, at the mercat oroce of Kdinburgh, onlie r^ent to James be 
the grace of God king of Scottis, with great magnificence and folemp- 
nitie, according to the conuuiffioun maid to him be our foueruie ladie. 
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Vpoun the lamyn day, James Cockburne of Scarlingi Alexander 
Hepburn of Richardfone, and Williame Edmoniloun fone to TmquhUe 
Kdmonfioune perfone of Lawder, compeirit to mderly the law 
for the flauchter of Tmquhile Henrie Stevurt, fpous to the qu^iis 
majeftie, aa thaj that wer fummond thairto of befoir ; and becaue thaj 
wer clane thairof, thaj wer continawit to the xzij day of September 
nixt eftir following.

Vpoun the xziz day of the fimiin moneth, Schir Nicolas llirt^mertene 
ambaflatour to the quene of Ingland, depurtit af Edinburgh to Ingland. 

Vpoun the firft day of September 1567i thair wes ane proclamatioun 
maid at Edinbui^, commanding all and findrie our fouerane lordis 
lieges, betuix fextie and fextene, to be in readines with xx dayes Ti6hiall, 
in feir of weir, Tpoune four dayes wamyng, to pas quhair thaj lalbe 
commandit, wnder the payne of deith. 

Vpoun the liunin day, thair wes ane prodamatioun twching the new 
cuin^ee to be maid in our fouerane lordis name, that is to lay, xx fhilliDg. 
XXX Hulling, and x IhiUing peices. 

Vpoun the firft day of September lS&/> ^r James Balfour being 
capitane of the cafielt of Edinburgh, and that maid and put in be James 
erle Bothwill, Ikuld the famin to James erie of Murray regent, for v*" 
pund in hand, xxx chalderis Ti6luall in lyfrent to be deliuerit out of the 
pryourie of Sanflandrois to his fone in heritage, and the pryourie of 
Pettinweyme to himCelf ; and delyuerit the laid caftell to the faid erle, 
quha lay that nycht thairin. It was heavilie murmurit amangis the 
peopill, that the laid Mr James haid treatouroullie diflauit our fouerane 
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lady and the laid erle Bothwill, quba gaif hita He futb and trewth as to 
mak him capitane tfaairof, and then he to diilaue (hame in maner foir- 
fiud ; hot this for the matft part was done becatis it was all^t that he 
was irylt^B <>f ^^^ kingis llauchter, and to releif him thairof he did the 
famyne. 

Vpoun the tent day of September 15&7, Archibald erle of Ergyle, 
Robert lord Boyd, Williame lord Levingftoun and Gavin commenda- 
tare of Kilwynning, come to this burgh of Edinburgh to intercommoun 
with the r^ent and lordis foir&idis, tuitchiug the corronatioun of the 
king, and the redemptioun of the quenis grace furth of captivitie. 

Vpoun the famyn day, Alexander Durhame ferrand to vmquhile the 
kingis grace, as fiifpeSUt of hia death, wes hrocht to Edinburgh, and 
put in the tolbuyth thairof. 

Vpoun the iamyn day, Fairik Quhitlaw of that Ilk, knycht, capitane 
of the caftell of Dunbar, wes denuncit rebell and put to the borne at 
the mercat croce of Edinbui^h. 

Vpoun the elleviot day of the iaid moneth, John Hay younger of 
Tallo, ane of the alledgit Qayaris of the king, wes brocht to the bui^h 
of Edmburgh be the lord Lind&y, and put in the caftell thairof. This 
Johne Hay paft to Orknay with James erle Bothwill, and quhen the 
fchippis feud be the regent and lordis to Orkney and Zetland, for [to] 
inraid the liud erle and his fchippis, the did Johne, and James Rois to. 43. b. 
ane fenrant man, conducit ane fifcheing boit of Pittinweme to tranfport 
- thame to Lowthiane, quhilk bote come to Pittinweme, and cauiit ihaw 
to the lord Lind&y that lik ane man and ferrant wes come thair with 
thame, quha cauiit tak thame and bring thame to Edinburgh as laid is. 

Vpoun the thrittene day of the laid moneth, the laid Johne Hay 
^oungar of Tallo wes examinat be the laidis lordis in the fud caftell. 
. Vpoun the £imin day, the laid Patrik Quhitlaw of that Ilk, knycht, 
capitane of the laid caftell, wes duirgeit be ane herald, callit Adame 
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M< CuUocb, to delyuer to the lud regent the laid caftelli wilder the pane 
of treflbne, within rtiiij hourie, quha refiiifiit the iamyne. 

Vpotin the famin da^, Williame Hepbume, Adam Hepburne, broder 
of the laird of Wauchtoun, with diuerfe fiildereis beii^ in the fiiid 
caftell, fummond of befoir to compeir and vnderlj the law for the fidd 
flaucfater, wer denuncit rebellie and put to the home. 

In this mene tyme, all the baronis of lA)wthiane and Fytff wes writtia 
for to come to Edinburgh^ to liibfcriue the fortificatioun of the kin^ 
coronatioun, and profecutioun of wmquhile the kingis ilauditer } quha 
come all and fublcryrit, except Patrik Hepburn of Waachtoun, quha 
come to Edinburgh at the laid command and wretting, bot he wald 
onnawyils iiibfcriue, and thurfoir he wes commandit to remajne in 
Edinburgh in waird, quha remantt qubilt the fevint day^ of OAober i 
quhome my lord regent gaif licence to depairt hame, bot quhat he wn- 
derftude no man can tell ; he haiitilie eiter hia depairting^ paft to the 
caftell of Dunbar, thairin to remayne quhill better fortune chancit. 

Vpoun the xj -and tuelf dayes of the monetb of October, the &idi8 
lordis, regent and his complices, with the laidis lordis commiflionariB 
befoir reberlit, intercommounit vpone the poyntia of tfaair commifiloun 
at large i and fua it was concludit and aggreit on this maner, that all 
thingis fuld ftand in the famyn forme and effia£t without alteratioun, to 
the tyme James Duk of Chattellandt come forth of France.

Vpoun the fiun jne laft day of Junij, mj lord regent being aduerteift 
be mj lord Sympill, lieutennent in the weft cnntrie, that Archibald 
erie of Ei^le and hia aiEftaris, fauouraris <tf the quenis grace, wes gadr 
derand ane aflemble and conveinand in weirlie maner, to pas to Gist 
gow to bume and diflroy all thame that aJBftit with mj lord regsnt in 
tymes bypaft, fend ane vtiier band of men of weir with ane peice of 
jinall artailgerie to Glafgow. 

In this tyme the miuft pairt of the grett men of the north conTenit 
thamefelffis, and band thame to afiift altogidder for releiring of our 
fouerane ladie ; and als the nobilitie of the weft patrtis far the iam* 
6ffe6t. And the quenis grace wes tran^rtit fira Cairlal to Boltoun in 
Ingland ; and my lord Harreis paft in England to the court* to treat 
vpoun all thingis concemyng the quenis grace forhir Weill, and retumit 
agane. 

Ypoun the fburtene of Augoft, the geir of God abonewrittin, Patrft 
Hepbume perfone of Kynmoir, and ibne naturall to Fatrik bifchop» of 
Murray, being takin be the lordis of Ruthrene and Lindfiiy in Scone, 
and brocht to Striueling to the regent, and thair examinat vpoon the 
conlpiratieun of the laid regentis llauchter ; and thurefter brodrt to 
Edinburgh, and thoirrpone examinat diuerfe tymea } quha conjeffit and 
rereillit the haill maner of the laid confpiratKHm, and ^^uha wee his 
complicea in the lame.

Vpoun tile zxiiij day of the faii moneth, the fiud Jamea erle of Mur- 
ray r^ent, accumpanyit with the perfonia of the nolnlitie befoir reheifit, 
and in the fame maner aa is befoir mentionat, paft to the tolbuyth of 
Edinbui^h, and thair catdit call Hew erle of Eglintoun, Gilbert erle of 
Caffillia, Jdbne lord Flemyng, Johne lord Herries, Williame Maxwell 
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his fone and appeirand air, Johne Fleyming of Boighall, WiUiame lord 
3eiAer» Williame Sinclare of Rolling, James Cokbume of Scarling, 
Johne Gordoun of LochiaTar, Patrik Hepbume gounger of Wauch- 
toune, Adame Hepbume of Smetoun, Williame Hepburne of Gilmor-

and comptaintis to be givin be Marie queue of Scottis, now being fled

Roiling and Gartulie Barclay, accumpanyit with xxiij horflinen in 
tryne* as commiflionaTis cbolin be the &id quene of Scotland, come to 
the toun of York. 

Vpoun the ferd day of the laid moneth, my lord r^ent and bis cum- 
pany come to tbe laid toun of York ; vpoun the qubilk day the com- 
miflaris foiikidis for the quenis purt raid furth of the faid toun, and 
met the duk of Norfolk and the erie of SulTex, with fir Rauf Saidler 
with thame, accumpanyit with ane thowiand horflinen, quba come to 
York as ambaflatouris to the'quene of Ingland ; and fua tbe laid r^ent 
wes gentillie reflavit be the laid duik, bot tbair wes nawther ane word 
betuix the Scottia amba&touris, Ikmeikill as ane d^faird.

Vpoun the &id tent day of March, my lord regent, accumpanyit 
with his nobilitie and army foirfitidis, to cum to Ghdgow, mynding to 
haue paft to Hamiltoun to haue fubdewit the to 

the obedience of the king, quhar as tbaj wald nocht acknowlege the 
fame ; bot the matter wea committit betuix my lord r^fflit and duke 
foirfaid, that vpoun the xiij day of the SaxA moaeth of March, it was ap- 
poyntit in maner following i that is to lay, it is defirit Tpoun the pairt 
of my lord r^;ent, that the duke and hie adherentia &11 recc^ofce the 
king and his au^ritie, and acknowlege thamefelfis to be his fubje^iEit 
and confequentlie promeie mto him ferric^, obedience and fidelitie in 
all tymes cuming, as mto thur fouerane lord. 

It is defyrit vpoun the pairt of the duke, that th^ acknowl^iog the 
king, &c. as is afoirlaid, &lbe admittit euerie nobillman to haue his owne 
place in counlale and vtherwayes, as the borne couniallouris of the 
realme, and as thair prediceSburis bee bene in all tymes of vtheris 
prmces of this realme ; and that my lord regent, beirand the kingis

reis ; and incaila ony of thir nyne be dbfent throw feiknes or rther 
laufull impediment, ane vther nolnllman of that pairtie &lbe chofin to 
fiipplie hb rowm^ and tbair> in freindlie maner, treat, conclude and 
aggrie vpoun fik heidia as lalbe performit to the queue. And quhat the 
fiudis po'fimisk or maift pfurt of thame findis may redound to hir honour, 
without prejudice to the king and fecuritie foiHaid, the haill nobtlmene 
on biutfa the fydis &11 condifcend thairto. And for fuir cuming of the 
nobilmen foirlaidi my lord hea vpoun his honour promeift that thaj 
may come laiflie, without any danger to thame in thair cuming, remayn- 
ing and retumyng.

BecBua the forcis mim be prefentlie diflblnit, quhairby na iniurie be 
done to any fiibjeA of the realme be vay of deid ; and reflbuiuble it 
b. 61. b. is, that Tecuritie be maid to my lord regent for performeing of thair 
pturt of the articleB foirikidis, he performeand to thame la far thairof 
as concemis thair pairt ; thairfoir the dukis grace; the erle of CaffiUis, 
the lord Herreia &U prefentlie enter lufficient pl^feis, to remane with 
my lord r^nt quhill thair pairt of the ^dis articles be performed, that 
is to lay, ane of the dukie fonnia, the erle of Cafiillis, or his broder, and 
the fiiid lord Herreis eldeft fone. 

Vpoim the fourtene day of the ^d moneth of March, my lord regent, 
my lord duke, and the remanent lordis of t^e army foirfkid, with Johne 
an^biihope of San6iandrois, depairtit of Gla%ow [and] pafl; to Striue- 
ling, quhair my lord duke law the kingis grace, quhilk he haid nocht 
fene of befoir ; and enterit the laid bifchope of San3androis a plege for

ypoun the xxj day of March, my lord regent raid to the fouUi bor-

Vpoun the xzj, xzij and zxiij dayes of the &id moneth of March, 
George lord Sejtouni Matho fcherefe of Air, and Schir James 
Hamiltoun, with certane Ttheris heing captiue within the caflell 
of Edinburgh fen the Maij laft^ wes put to fredome and lihertie, 
Tpouu cautiouiiB to enter how fone thaj be requyrit be mj lord regent 
thfurto. 

All this tyme, my lord of Huntlie maid greit perfequutioun vpone 
thame that adherit to the kingis obedience, tuke diuerie thair placee, 
and Ipoulgeit thair goidis, and wes cummand with ane army to Brechin 
to haue inwadit the men of Angus and Fyff, war nocht this appoint- 
ment fiopit the iame. 

In this mene tyme, thur wes greit hofttlifie and crueltie vfit in France 
betuix the king and the prince of Condy about religioun, and rtheris de- 
baittis aman^ thame in the cuntrey of Schirrene,' [Cbarente] quhair the 
laid prince wes flane, with certane of his men at Schirrene be the laid 
kingis broder ; and alfe in Flanderis betuix duke de Alua, lieutennent to 
the king of Spane, and the prince of Orange, quha obtenit fupport of 
certane dukis of Almaney to obtene his landis agane in Flanderis, 
quhairfra he wes Iwiiift for the religionis caus ; bot the laid duke re- 
fi^ him in Ilk maner, that he wes conftranit to leif Flanderis and 
pas vpoun the bordaris of France, quhair he wes euill treatit be the ib. m. 
king thairof. 

Vpoun the nynt day of Aprile 1569, James erle of Murray regent, 
come to Edinburgh fra the raid abonewrittin rpoun the theris, quham 
with paft ane cumpany of IngUlinen to have apprehendit thame ; bot the 
bidis theris keipit thamefelffis in £c maner that the faid r^nt gat 
nane thurof, nor did litill vther thing thair, except he brint and reft 
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the places of Mangerftoun and Quhittak, with dinerfe Ttheris houffis 
pertening- to the faidis thevis. 

Vpoun the fkmin day, the erle of CaflilliB, my lordis Maxwell and 
Herreifi, come to Edinburgh to the conventioun. 

Vpoun the tent day of the famin moneth, James duke of Chattella- 
rault, erle of Arrane» lord Hamiltouo, accumpanyit with the abbot of 
Kylwynning, come to Edinhm^h to the laid couTentioun. 

Vpoun the fextene day of Aprile 1569> Johne lord Herr«8 wes put 
in the caflell of Edinbui^h in waird at aucht houris at erin, beoaus he 
wald nocfat acknowlege the kingis au3;oritie, nor my lord r^«nt ; and 
my lord duke retenit and haldin in captivitie within my lord r^entis 
chalmer ^1 that nycht, and all the xvij day of Apryle, quhill the 
auchtene day of Aprile at nyne hoiuis befolr none ; at the quhilk tyme 
he weB coHToyit to the laid caftell of Edinbui^h> and put in captivitie 
thturin for the cans foirfaidiB. 

Vpoun the xriij day of Maij, the geir of God abonewrittin, James 
erlfe of Murray regent pail of Edinburgh, to paa to the north pairtis 
of this realme, to dant the infolence of George erle Huntlie> quha 
with bia complices dailie and hourlie waiftit and diftroyit the guidis and 
geir of eH thame that afliflit the kingis au£fcoritie, and tuke thair 
houflis and places in the quenis name as hir lieutennent ; quha paft to 
Sanftandrois in Fyff* quhair the laid erle of Huntlie come and couTeuit 
with my lord regent for himfelf uid his freindis ; and thairefter my 
lord regent paft to Abirdene, and thair fummond all theis perfoois quha 
tuke pairt with the faidis erle of Huntlie, to compeir befoir the laid re- 
gent in the tolbuyth of Abirdene, to vnderly the law for fik crymes as 
wes be thame committit. And becaus thaj durft not mderly the law, 
thaj componit with his grace for greit fowmes of money. And tbair- 
efter he paft to Elgin and Innemes, qiihair in lyikwyie the afliftaris of

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money aa thaj wer not habill to paj, for thtur wee neuer fene nor h&rd 
in this realme in tjmea bygane that fie mene gentillmen aa thir ar that 
payit fie greit fbwmes of money as thaj did. In this mene tjme, thair 
tree nane within the boundia of the north hot thaj wer fubdewit to the & fit. b. 
Idngis aad:oritie, and wer compellit to acknowledge the famin. 

In this mene fealbne, Thomas lord Boyd come fra the quene and 
oouniale of Ingland with writtiagis, and ane commiflioun to delyre my 
lord reg«nt and hu coun&Ie that he mycht a^tioun befoir the commiT- 
ftris ol Edinbui^h, twicheing derorce betuix James erle Bothuill and 
the quenis majeftie, and to haue thair conlentis that the quenis grace 
mycht be manjt Tpon the erle of Northfolk, and that hir majeftie micht 
be reftorit to hir croun and realme, quhairof fho wes laidie di^fefi, 
ficlyk as fho wes befoir llio wes depofit of hir au£loritie royall. Off the 
quhilk demandis, the xxr day of Julij nixtocum wes afljgnit to the faid 
lord Boyd to reflaue ane anfuer in Perth ; to the whilk day the maift 
purt c^ the nobilitie wes writtin for ; and at the quhilk day it is laid, 
that it wes decreitit [be tIie]counfaIe, that ane honourable man fliould pas 
to the quene and coim&le of Ii^land with ane wreitting, declaring that 
my lord regent nor his counfiJe wald nather confent that the quenis 
grace of Scotland fould be feparated fra the fsad. erle Bothwile, nor jit 
that Iho fould marie agane, nor wald reflaue hir to hir au£toritie, 
realme nor honour, bot wald mantene and defend the au^ride of the 
king hir fone prefentlie efiabliflied agania quhatfumeuer perfonis per- 
fewaris thairfoir. 

In my lord r^entis palEi^ to the north, he caufit bume certane 
witches in San^androis, and in hie returning, he caufit bume ane Tther 
cumpanie of witches in Dundie. 

In this mene tyme, thair wes greit perfecatioua done in Flanderis be 
duke de Alua, lieutennent to thekinge of Span^e, Tpoun thejirofeJIburis 
of Chriftis religioun, and be the king of France Tpoun thame int the 
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cuntrey of France, fua that the profellburia of Goddis word wer not 
onlie banifled out of tliair cuntries, bot alfira msdft crewallie put to the 
deitb. For that cauB, thair raife ane greit diriiioun and dilcenfioun be- 
tuix ths king of France, and ane pairt of his nobilitie, quhilkis wer the 
prince of Condy, the admirall, with diuerfe rtheria ; quha being perfewit 
extremelie be the king of France efter the flauchter of the laid prince 
of Condie, wer conftranit to feik fupport at the dukia of Almune. quha 
h. S3, fupportit thame with ane certane men of weir ; of the quhilkis, thair 
capitane wes the duke de FontiB, with quhome and his aiHAarie on that 
ane pairt, and the king of France on the vther pairt, the inhabitantis 
of the laid realme ar maift grevoullie wexit prefentlie, and fua horrible 
flauchteris harand the dominioun abone the Tther, that the Ijfc tbairof 
wes neuer heirtofoir bard nor fene. 

Vpoun the fyft day of Auguft 1^69, Williame Stewart, fumtyme 
lyoun king of armes, being fulpeStit for airt uid purt of the conQ>irand 
of my lord regentis flauchter, and brocht to the cailell of Edinburgh 
out of Dunbartane, and als Fareis frencheman, being brocht out of 
Denmark, and ane of the Dayaris of our fouerane lordia iader, to the 
Giid cailell of Edinbuigh, wer baith tane owt of the laid caflell to 
San€iandrois, thair to be pimeift according to thair demerittis. 

Vpoun the famyne day, Alexander Home of Reidbrayee wes dire£lit 
be my lord regent to the quenis grace of Ingland, with ane anfuer of the 
writtingis brocht of befoir be Mr Johae Wod fra the laid quenis grace 
to my lord regent, and als be my lord Boyd, twitching the reftoring of 
our Ibuerane ladie to hir honoiu*, croun and au3;oritie royall, and de- 
fyring of derorcement as is befoir reberfit* 

Vpoun the XV day of the laid moneth, Williame Stewart being con- 
Tidit for witcherie, wes brunt, and the fud Fareis convict for ane of 
the flayaria of the king, wes hangit in San6tandroia. 

Vpoun the x:q day of Auguil, the did Aleicander Home returnk

Airth of Ingland to Edinburgh to my lord regent, with ane anfiier fra 
the quenis m^eftie of Ingland, and paft to Striueling thairwith.

In all this geir preceiding, the peft being in Edinburgh, Leith and 
Cannongait, thair wes ane verrie greit darth in this reahne, fua thatl^ 
boll of eit meill wes lauld for iij pundis xij Ihillingis, the boll of quheite 
for iiij pundia x fliillingiB, and the boll of beir for iij pundis. Vpoun the 
xxix daj <^ this find moneth, in the momyng befoir none, hot or twa 
eftenume, vpoun the lame day, the boll of ait meill wes lauld for xl 
fiuUingis, zzxriij lhillin|^ and xxxvj fhillingis ; the boll of quheit for 
L ih'l l'p g''')* and the beir for zxziii fliilling iB^ 

Vpoun the famin day, maifler Thomas flemyng, broder to Johne 
Flemyng of Boighall, come out of Ingland fra ^e quenis majefUe thair> 
of to Striueling to my lord regentis grace. 

In this mene tyme, thair wes ane conventioun in Dunkeld of thir ib. M. b. 
lordis following, viz. the erlis of Athole, Crawfiird, the lordis of Ogil- 
bie, Ruthvene, the fecretarie, my lord Seytoun, with diuerfe vdieris. 
It is laid that thaj wer at the hunting thair, hot the lamin wes hearilie 
murmurit that thaj wer dewyfing fum thingis twitdiing the quenis 
cuming hame, and the wruking of James M-le of Mortoun and his 
alOflaris. 

Vpoun the lecund day of September, Johne erle of Athole, Williune 
Maitland younger of Lethingtoun fecretare, come Airth of Dunkeld to 
Striueling to the conventioun abonewrittin ; and Tpoun the third day 
fJiairo^ my lord r^ent, the erlis of Mar, Mortoun, Athole and Glen- 
came, and vaj lord SympiU, with my lord fecretare, all being fitting in 
counlale in the cafiell of Striueling, thair come in the fiunin ane gentil- 
maa callit Thomas Crawfurd, quha fell doun vpoun his kneyis, and de- 
fyrit' juftice to be done vpoun the faid fecretare and Mr James Balfour 
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prjour of I4ttenwrane» and tnke in hand that he wald perfew thame for 
airt and purt of the llauchter of the kingis &der his maiftw. The Gud 
fecretar being thair prefent, alledging him to be innocent of the ciyme 
foirCud, offerit to find cautioun wnder quhat panes my lord regent 
pleifit, tibat he ihould compeir quhat tyme he Ibuld be lanfiiUie chai^t 
thairto, and fuld rnderly the jugement of ane uSy'dk tbairfoir. The iud 
Thomas allegit, that the crTine quhairof the laid fecretare wes to be 
accuiit of, wee trefToun, and tbairfoir he aucht nocbt to be lattin fiirth 
ypoun cautioun, bot auchi and fi)uld remajne in waird quhill he ver 
aither clengit or fylit th^rofl Vpoun the quhilk} the laidis lordia ad- 
wyiit and fiind, that the laid fecretare aucht and fould remayne in wurd 
ay and quhill he wer nuud clane or foule of the ^d crjm^ and fiia he 
wes commaudit to remayne in waird within the caftell of Striueling; at 
the quhilk commandement and chairge, Johne erle of Athole wes won- 
derous heavilie offendit and commovit, becaos the £ud Jecretare come 
with him to the laid coun&ll, &c. 



(h 64. To pas quietUe, and to tak and apprehend Mr James Balfour as fuQie^ 
of the liud flauchter, quha apprehendit the £ud Mr James in his place 
of Monymeill, and brocht htm and Geoi^ his brother to the laid callell 
of Striueling, quhair thaj ar detenit in captiritie and prefoune. 

It was laid that this wes ane drawin and devifit purpois, lang of befoir 
con&ivit be my lord r^ent, the erlis of Mortoun and thur affifiaris, 
becaus the ^d erW of Mortoun^ and the laid fecretarie, and Mr James 
Balfour haitit rtheris to the death ; and tbairfoir the laid erle Mortoun* 
fearing that the laidis fecretarie and Mr James Balfour, with the erle 
of Athole, lordis Home and Seytoun and thair alMaris, fould per> 
-forme the thing that thaj hud, at the laid counfiile be thame haldin at 
Punkeld, devyfit of befoir, or at leafi fiifpe£Ut be thame to hare bene 
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devylit ; to witt, to haue affiAit to the bamebringing of t^e quenU grace, 
and reftoiring of hir to the croun agane, qubilk wald haue bene thair 
diftru^liotuie in cace the fame 7er performed j and becaus thaj culd gett 
na vther cryme to lay to thur chaii^e, quhairby thaj mycht haue maid 
thame odious to the people, and commandit thame in waird be the cryme 
i^the hingis llauchter, thi^ derylit the faid Thomas Crawfurd to cum - 
in in counfale and delait thame as fiud is. 

Vponn the fyft day of the laid monet^ of September 1569) thur wes 
ane prodamatioun maid at Edinburgh, chaining allperfonis to convene 
at Hawik vpoun the fext day of O^ber nixtocum, to pas vpoun the 
theris for ftancheing of thame. 

Vpoun the nynt day of the laid moneth of September, my lord regent 
come to Edinburgh, and brocht to the lame with him the liud Williame 
Maitland younger of Lethiugtoun fecretarie» and put him in Dauid 
Forrefleris hous in Edinburgh in wurd, thuria to haue remanit quhill ft. u. b. 
his grace haid proTjdit fiim warding place ibr him ; bot the capitane of 
Edinbui^h tnik him thairfra, and put him within the ca&eM of Edin- 
burgh in the nycht ; howbeit the £une wes in ane pairt vnknowin to my 
lord r^ent, ftn* it wes not his mynd that he Ihould haue bene put in 
the laid caAell ; for he fufpe6Ut the laid capitane that he lu£t the faid 
lea«tare la wele, that he wald not delyuer him agane quhen he wes 
requyrit to vnderly the law, kuawing alfos the malice that the laid 
re^^ent bure to the liiid fecretare. 

As for Mr James Balfour, he wes permittit and tholit to pas to San^- 
androis, thair to remayne [in] frie waird, vnder cautioun and fouertie 
for the fowme of x"' pund, for the quhilk certane barronis in Fyf wea 
fouertie. 

Vpoun the ziij day of the laid moneth of September, my lord regent 
depairtit aff Edinburgh to Kelfo, accumpanyit onlie with ane hundreth 
men of w«r ; for it wes well judgit that all the maift pairt. of the nobili> 
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tie baid left; bim, and that thaj wer delyrous to bring hame thd quenis 
grace agane out of Ingland. 

Vpoun the firft day of October 1^69] Mr Robert Fitcame goung 
abbot of Dunfermling, paft as ambafladour diredtit fra my lord regent 
to the quenis majeftie of Ingland, with ane certane anfuer of ^eittingis 
brocht to tbe laid r^ent fra tbe quenu grace be Alexander Home of 
Northberwik. 

Jn this mens tyme, Jamea erle of Murray lord regent continwallie 
abiud in KelTo, fra the xiij day of September vnto the xrj day of 0€h> 
ber, qufaurrpoun he depairtit with his army, according to the prodama- 
tioun, rpoun the thoTis. 

In the fame feafoun, Marie quene of Scottish moder to James now 
king of Scottis, being fled in Ingland as is abonereherfit, wes (be the 
moyance and addree of tbe duk of Nortbfolk in Ingland, in feddinee to 
haue earning in Scotland, to have obtenit agane hir croun and au£tori- 
tie,) iloppit of the quenis majeftie of Ingland, and tbat pairt of the 
couniale thairof that &TO«rit our fiud king and bis regent foirlaid, mto 
the tyme the iaid quenis grace of Ingland and hir counJdle wer fortber 
advylit thairof; and becaus the £ud duk of Nortbfolk tuke pairt 
with our laid quenis grace, he wes put in waird wifiiin tbe tour of 
Londoun. 
t. Vpoun the third day of 0£lober foirfaid, thair wes ane battell flrikin 
in France betuix the king thairof and the admirall, quha wes principall 
of the proteilanis, at Loudoun befyd Poteris, qubair it wes cruellie 
fochin betuix thome, bot the king wes vi^iorious. In this conflid wer 
flane of the admirallis cumpany extending to xiiij*^ men, and tbe admi- 
rall fled to ane toun neirby witb bis horfinene ; and the king haid flane 
in his army certane Frenchmen to the nomber of iij^ or thurby. 

Vpoun the fecund day of Nouember 1569, the commendatare of 
Dunfsrmling, quha dep^rtit laitlie of befoir fra Edinburgh towartis the 
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quene of IngUnd, come to the burgh of Edinbui^h, and obteoit all his 
AefyriB at the quene of Ingland. 

Vpoun the third day of the lamyne moneth of Nouemb^, my lord 
r^ent retumit fra the rud to Edinburgh, and brocht xrith him eertane 
pl<^ for the tiieris, extending to the nomber of Is. It ia laid that 
thiur wes lik obedience maid be the laid thevis to the laid recent, as the 
lyk wes neuer done to na king in oa mans dayes of befoir. And at 
his earning to Edinbuigh, be diftributit the laidis plegis amongis eertane 
barronis of this realme, to be keipit be thame induring my lord regentis 
will and mynd, for keiping of guid reule in the cuntrie in tymes cuming. 
Vpoun the xrij day of Nouember foirGud, George lord Seatoun* fui^ 
pe^t as lauourar of the quene, wes commandit in waird within the 
cafiell of BlakneS} thairin to remayne vpoun his awne expenllis induring 
my lord r^^ntis will. 

In tlus mene tym^ V^Uiame Maitland younger of Lethingtoun wee 
to vnderly the law rpoun the x^ day of this inftant ; and becaus my 
lord r^^t fearing that the Imd fecretaris freindis wes to come &e famin 
day to him for his defence in greit nwmer, thairfoir he dUdiargit tiiame 
to cum hot with thair freindis houfhald men. 

Vpoun the xriij day of the laid moneth of Nouember, the fentence 
of foir&ltour wee pronuncit aganis Johne lord Flemyng, and Johne 
Fleyming of Boighall, for the keiping and balding of the caftell of Dun- 
bartane aganis the kingia m^efiie. 

Vpoun the x:^ daye of the &id moneth of Nouember, becaus my lord 
fecretare wes to thole the law tiie lamin day, thair wes lik ane great 
conrentioun of the people in the toun of Edinbui^h, that it wes fpoken 
that my lord r^^t wes almaift afloniD; to hald the laid day of law, be- 
caus of thame that alfiflit with the laid fecretarie, and fua dryrand owir 
the laid day quhill it wes almaifl xij houris } at the quhilk tyme, Johne 
commendatare of Coldinghame, Mr Robert Maitland dene of Abirdene, 
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and Mr Clement LiUll aduocat,paft to tfaetolbuith of Edinburgh, and tliair 
fi>. 66. b. protect in the name of the laid lecretare that he wea reddie to cum to 
vnderly the law for the crjiae laid to his chaii^, and that thair wes na 
perlbune reddie thair to perfew him, and thurfoir that the laidia lettres 
fould defert in thamefelff, and relivit lira the pane thairof. All Uua 
tyme mj lord Home remaynit in this toun of {Idinbui^h, accumpanyt 
with my lord fecretaris freindis in greit nowmer ; hot my lord of Mor- 
toun, quha Ihould haue perfewit the faid. fecretare, come nocht to Edin- 
burgh quhiU the xxij day of the laid moneth, in lik tyme of day as- my 
lord Home wes depairtit of diis laid burgfa towartis the Merfe, and then 
to cum to Edinburgh with ane greit cumpany of folkis. 

Vpoun the laid z^ day of Nouember, thair come novellis to my 
lord regent from Ingland, that thair wes ane greit tumult in EDgland* 
maid be the duke of Northfolkis freindis aganis tiie quenis majeftie of 
Ingland, and that the erlis of Northumberland and Weftcumberland, and 
my lord Danes, [jDacres^ with thur afllAaris, haid mud conventioun of 
thair freindis in armour in the north pairtis of that realme of Ingland, and 
pail to Durhame quhair thaj come ; and in all places quhair thaj come, 
detnidit the miniflarie of Goddis word, and imputt in thair places

In this mene tyme, the maifter of Ghrame wea fend diuerfe tymes to 
Johne lord ^nemyngi being within the caflell of Dunbartane and bald- 
4nd the fame, to treat with the faid lord tuicbing the deliuerance of 
the faid caftell ; and tbaj commounit tbairrpone, bot culd not a^rie to- 
gidder Tpoun the articles qubilkis my lord Flemying defyrit. 

Vpoun the famin day, the laird of Borg and bis freindls conrenit &. k. 
thamefelffis t(^Idder, and convoyit to the laid cafteU of Dumbartane in 
&e momyng certane key and laidia of meill, and tbairefter depauied, 
quhairof my lord Flemyng wea verry gUud ; bot quhen the lamin come 
to my lord regeatii earis, he wes havilie difi»)ntentit tbairwith, and wee 
Terry angry at the capitanis and men of weir being than in the toun of 
Dunbartane, that diolit the laid fiimifching to paa to the fiud caftell 

Wpoun the anditene day of December foirMd, thair wes ane procla- 
matioun maid at the mercat croce of Edinburgh, chargeing all and findrie 
our foucrane lordia li^is, betuix fextie and fextene, als wele to burgb 
as to land, regalitie as royaltie, within the fcberefdomee of Louthiane, 
HadJDgtouB, Lynlithgow, Berwik, Roxburgh and Peblis, and the owir 
ward of Cliddifdaill, to meit my lord regent in Feblis, weill bodin in 
feir of weir, with ten dayis TiSiuallls, the tuantie day of the laid monetb, 
to pas quhair tbaj lalbe commandit. 

Vponn the zx day of the faid monetb, my lord regent depairtit af 
Edinburgh to Peblis. The toun of Edinburgh fumilhit to the laid raid 
j*' men of warre. 

This raid wes maid becaus it wes reportit to my lord r^^t, that the 
lordis of Ingland quha baid maid ane infurre^oun aganis the queue 
thairof, wes fled fra the quenis folkis perfewaris of tbame, and wes of 
purpois to baue fled in Scotland } and tbairfoir my lordis regent and 
rtheris preifl thamefelfis at tlus tyme to refift thame at the weft bordarie. 
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This &me 6a,j the Erie of Ergjle departit tawartis eaflell Campbell 
fra Edinbui^h, accumpanyit with 1117 lord of Mar. 

Nots, the taking of the erle of Northumberland. 

Vpoun the xrr day of the £iid moneth of December* n^ lord r^ent 
oonrenit with Murtene Eliot, that he fould betru& Thomas erle of 
Northumberland, quha wes fled in.LiddiliiailLout of Ingland for refiige, 
in this maner ; that ia to Say, the laid Martine caidit Heckie Army- 
flrang defyre my lord of Northumberland to cum and fpeik with him 
mder tryft, and caufed the laid erle beleive that, after ipeiking-, gif my 
Iwd r^nt wald perfew him, that he and his freindis fould tak plane 
pairt with the erle of Northumberland. And whrai the Said erle come 
with the laid Hekkie Anuyfirang to fpeik the faid^Martine, be caufed 
certane licht horfinen of my lord regentis with Ttberia his freindis to ly 
at a w^t, and quben thaj fould fie the iaid erle and the laid Martine 
fo. s€. b. fpeking to^dder, that thaj fuld come and tak the ^d erle ; and fua as 
wes devylit, fua come to pas.

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\n& the laid erle of Northnmbetland, come to £dinbuif;h ; and the laid 
erle wcali^it in Alexander Clarkis hous in Edinbuigh, bui^sthairof, 
in Blaiklokia doifi. 

' in thifl mene tjme the erle of Weftcnmberland vea in TeviotduU, 
and wBs refiavit be die'laird of Phemyhirft, and wald nodit onnawayee 
Tender ham to mj lord rc^nt, albeit he wee* as it was ikid, requyrit to 
doe the lame rnder greit panis. 

Vpoun t^e fecund daj of Januar, mj lord regent tuik bis rioage, and 
come of Edinburgh to Dunbartane, onlie to obtene the Md caftell 
thurof be (q)pDintmen<^ or elie to continew the affiiige of the lame. 

Vpoun ^ lamia day, the laid erle of Northumberland ves conroyit 
be m]r lord regent fiirth of Edinburgh to I/ochlerm, thairin to re- 
majne indurii^ hia will. And thairefter the laid regent pafl to Dun- 
bartane, and maid moyane for the caftell thairof ; bot quhen thaj ver

This James Hamiltoun of Botfauilehauch lay at awut to conunit 
this flauchter, in the bifishope of San£tandroi8 ludgeing in Linlithgow ; 
and efter that the deid wes done, he depairtit at ane pofirom get and 
wes not tane, for he haid diuerfe perfonis his afliflaris awaitand rpoun 
him for his releif ; the laid lugeing incontinent thairefter wes alluterlie 
burnt with fjre. 

The deid of my lord r^nt wes the cans of great dollour to all thame 
of CfaryiliB religioun, and the caus of rdfing of great tumult and Tp- 
roare in this realme amang the nobilitie thairof, for he was the defendar 
of the weidow and fatherles, bot the vling of ane firangeris particulu 
counfale, by the nobilitie, was his diftru£tioun. 

Vpoun the xxiiij day of the laid moneth, the fouldiouris being at the 
feige of the calleU of Dunbartane, heirand of my lord regentis deceis, 
depairted irom Dunbartane towartis Striuelmg to the kin^ gntce, and 
left the laid feige. 

In this mene tyme, Johne lord flemyng reOauit the £udis li:hippis 
and men, and the Ti£hialUs thairof he caulit be put in the laid caftell, 
and thairefter put his fouldiouris in the toun of Dunbartane. 

Wpoun the third and ferd dayes of Febniar, Archibald erle of E^le, 
andtheHamiltounis, conTenit in Dunbartane with Johne lord flemying, 
and commounit tog^dder tuitching all materis, imd depairted thurfra. 

Vpoun the firll day of the fiud moneth of Februar, James erle of 
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Mortotm come to Edinburgh, and that he the foliftatioun of the bail- 
leifl of the fud burgh, for balding of tbe feflioun within the fame ; and 
thairfoir ane certane of tbe fiud toun nud fiirtb thairof, and conroyit ft. s?. t 
the bid erie thairto, quhairin he wes lugeit in my lord r^entis lugeing. 

Vpoun the aucbt iaj of the laid moneth of Februar, Johne erle of 
Mar, lord Erikin, accumpanjit with Alexander erle of Glencame, and 
rtheris his freindifi and fouldiouris, retumeing fra the Caid fege of Dun- 
bortane, come to Edinbuigh for keiping of the day of conventioun ap- 
pojnttt to be in Edinburgh the tent da;f of this inffaint, for taking ordour 
of the ilauchter of my lord r^ent, and for the gouemament of this 
rea]me> the lamyn h«ng as it war beidlea and maiflerles in this tyme. 

In all' this mene tyme, tbe lairdis of Phirnihirft and Balclewcht, with 
the erle of Weftmureland, pafl: to Ingland, and brunt, herijt and maid 
great Ilauchter thairin. 

Vpoun the nynt day of the laid moneth of Februar, mtufter Randell 
agent for the quenis nu^eflie of Ingland come to Edinburgh to this con- 
' Tentioun foirfaid. 

In this mene tyme, Archibald erle of Ei^le, Johne lord Flemyng, 
and the Hamiltouns, fend James Campbell of Ardhinglas to the fkidis 
lordis and erlis, defyring thame to acknowlege na au€toritie bot the 
quenis au6toritie} and thame as hir lieutennentia ; and as tuitching the 
bid murther, thaj fould be willing to pvneis the famyne vpone the com- 
mittaris thairof, and that they ihould not think that tbe haill Hamil- 
touns wer the committaris of the lamyne, albeit that he was of that fur- 
name that did the deid. 

Vpoun the tuelf day of the lamyne moneth, Johne erle of Athole 
come to Edinburgh to the conrentioun foirlaid. 

Vpoun the xiij day of the moneth foirGud, tbur wes ane proclama- 
tiotm maid at the mercat croce of Edinbuigh, nu^and declaratioun of 
the crwell murther committit be the Hamiltouns vpoun my lord regent ; 
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and thturfoir inhibite all and findrie : our foaeranis liegis, Uiatnane^ 
thame tak Tpoun hand to aflift, fortifie or mantene the laidia HamOtouns 
in the defenceof the liud murther, with certificatiovn gif th^ did thaj fould 
be haldin as partakeris and committaris of the Ikmyu in tyme to cum. 

Vpoim the xiiij daj of the iaid moneth, being tyiidaye, niy lord re- 
gentis corpis beii^ brocht in ane bote be fey fra Striueling to Leitb, 
quhair it wee keipit in Johne Wdrdlaw his hous, and thairefter caryit 
to the place of Halyrudhous, wes tranfportit fra the fitid palace of Ha^* 
rudhoua to the coll^ kirk of San£t:geiU in thia maner y that is to Sky, 
William Kircaldie of Grange knycht, raid fra the Cudpalice in duie 
weid, beirand ane pen&ll quhairin wes contenit ane reid Ijoun ; efter 
him followit Coluill of Cleifebe> matter houfliald to the laid 

regent, with ane -vther penfell quhairin wes contenit my lord regentis 
fi). 98. armes and bage ^ efter thame wes the erlis of Athole, Mar, Glencamei 
lordis of Ruthrene, Methvena, maifter of Grahame, lord lindfay, with 
diuerfe vtheris barronis, beirand the fitidis corpis to the faii cbUege kirk of 
San6lgeiII, quhairin the &myne wes placeit bdbir the pulpett i and thair- 
efter Johne Knox minifler maid ane lamentable fermond tuitching the 
faid murther ; the &.miu being done, the laid oorpis wes burijt in fanSt 
Anthoneis yle within the iaid college kirk. 

Vpoun the lamin day> William Maitland younger of Lethingtoun 
fecretare wes brocht furth of the cafiell of Edinburgh, quhairin he wes 
captiue, to the iolbuyth thairo^ to the counfall be the defyre of the lordis 
thairof. Efter his cuming, he maid ane perfite orrationei quhairintill 
he lamentit the death and murther of my lord r^ent, and maid his 
purgatioun of the horrible cryme, quhairlbir he wes (as he all^t) put 
in captiritie, in flc fort and maner that all the confdences tif -the lordis 
foirfaidis, ge of his rerrye innemeis, judgit him to be innoo«itlhairof j 
qubairvpone thaj maid ane a£t of fecreit connCde, uid fiia daylie tiiur- 
efter he come to the counlale. 
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SehOTiUe efter mj lordia of lecreit coanialeB conrentioun in Edin- 
bui^b, maiiier Randell fchewhiswrittingis to the counlsll foirlajd ; the 
coutaiitiB quhairof war, that gif thaj fould tak diligence rpoim the keip* 
ing of th^ kingis grace in fiiritie, and to keip the coBditiouis. maid he 
my lord regent to the quenis grace of Ingland in all pointis, the fmd 
qnenis majeftie wald caufe retene and Iiald the quenis grace of Scotland 
in furer firraance land keiping nor Ami :wee keipit of befoir> and ala fould 
mantene the Said, kingis 8u£tontie vith men of weir and money, vnto 
the tjme his grace foidd be miuerlallie obeyit throuchout all this realme ; 
quhairto thaj all condi&endit. 

Vpoon the ikmin daj of Fehruar, the geir of God foirfud, the lordis 
of lecreit couniall oontinewit thair conrentioun vnto the ferd day of 
March oixtooum, quhairat ihe haill nobilitie of this realme is ordanit to 
conrein, and thair to relK>un on all materia als wele concerning the 
commounwele as the fiauchter of my lord r^ent, bot.principallie tuitch- 
ing the r^ment of this realme ; and fua .Tpoun the xriij day of the 
laid moneth, thaj depairtit af Edii:d)ui|fb to thair places. The haill 
nobilitie that convenit to this conTentioun wer James erle of Mortoun, 
Johne erle of Athole, Jofane erle of Mar, Alexander erle of Glencame, 
the maifler of Grahame, the erle of Buchane, the lordis <^ LindJay, my 
lord Ruthvene, my lord Methreue, my lord Cathcart, my lord Glam- 
mis, my lord Someruill, my lord Vchiltrie, the lairdis of Tullibardin, 
Bowgony, Blairquhan, Lochlevin, the laird of Grange, capitane of the 
caftell of Edinbuigh, with diuerfe Ttheris finall harronis, and iinall gen- 
tilmene, to ane fmall nowmer ; and hecaus thaj wer not of that validitie 
and flrength as thaj helevit to h«ie bene or thiur cuming to Edinbui^h, 
thaj maid the continewatloim foirfaid } for it is laid that the laid now- 
mer being conTenit, wea drawin in fyndrie jugementis and Ja&ionis ; 
aue pturt, to cheis certane regentia to goueme this realme, and to fi>. sb. b. 
j^en^ the re^entis. fiauchter ; ane rther pairt wes myndit to haue 
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the quale hame agane, and to hare thia realme reulit be hir and bir 
counJall. 

Vpoun the xrij da^ of the laid moneth, thair conuenit in the dtde at 
Glalgow, Archibald erle of Et^le, Johne commendatar of Abirj)roth(^ 
Claud Hamiltoun fonia to James duke of Chattellarault, erle of Arraae« 
Hew erle of Eg^toun, Robert lord Bojd, Johne lord Flempig, the 
maifier of Hereis, the lairdis of LochiuTar, Phamihirfl> Buckclewche, 
Scarling, with diuerfe Tthem barroniB and g^ntjlmene, to fbe nowmer 
of and thair held coun&le and purpoi£e tuitching* the fetting 

ftirth of the quenis au£toritie, and obeying of hir lieutennenUs rnto hir 
hamecuming within thia realme. 

Vpoun the XX day of the laid moneth, thair wes ane prodamatioun 
maid at the mercat croce of Edinbui^h, chaigeing all and findrie our 
fouerane lordis liegis betuix fextie and fextene, alllieill regalitie as rojr.

Vpoun the iamyne 69.J, thair wes ane rther prodamatioun, inhibiting 
all and findrie our Ibueranis liegis, that nane of thame tak vpoun band 
to aflift, fortifie, mantene or ryd with the lairdis of Pharnihirfl, Buck- 
bleucb, and thair partakeris and aiDftaris, in Ii^land, for making of de- 
pridatiounis thairin, Tnder the pane of deith. 

Vpoun the xxr day of the &id moneth, Archibald erle of Ergyle 
and Robert lord Boyd come to Dalkeith, quhair thaj commounit with 
James erle of Mortoun and Williame Maitland younger of I<ething- 
toun, tuitdiing all debaittia quhilk wer in contrareHie amangis the no- 
bilitie of this realme, and Qieciallie anents the hambringing of the quenis 
majeftie furth of Ingland, and reflaueing of hir in hir au6loritie and 
place agane ; bot quhat wes concludlt tharin, few or nane wes pairtioi- 
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pant thairof. And in tbe treating; of thir thingu, the Cudia perfonis re- 
manit bidder be the fpace of tua dayes or thairby. At the qubilk con- 
Tentioun and meiting, Mr Randell the quenis agent of Ingland, being 
than in Edinburgh, heirand and knowand the laid conventioun, be quhat 
menia I knaw nocht, wes conroyit of Edinburgh be Mr Archibald Dou- 
glas, ane man that haid the haill goyerment and gjding of the iaid erie 
of MortouQ, to the place of Dalkeith foiriaid, quha wes at hia cuming 
reflavit be the laid erle of Mortoun ; bot how fone the Itud erle of £r- 
gfle iaw him, he and his colliges foirfudis wea naway contentit thair- 
with, bot maift vehementlie reprotchit him, ^jing, it ires not for the 
wele of the cuntrie that fie ane perfonage as he foidd be permittit and 
tholit to remayne thairin, to mak tumult and difcord amangis the nobi- fo. os. 
litie of this realme, and to be the inftmment to cans euerie ane of thame 
hut Ttheria to the death, for the plefour of the queue of Ingland, and 
Teil&re of hir realme : Bot it fould nocht ly in hir power to doe the 
fiune : Theirfoir be beleivit in God, that the lud aobilitie wald nocht 
heir to hir Mr wordis and fein^eat, bot wald aggrie all debaittis amang 
thamefelfis, and tbairefter procure the deliuerance of the quenis grace 
of Scotland, at the qnene of Inglands bandis with plefour ; and gif 
010 wald not let hir d^airt of Ingland with plefour, tbe laid nobilitie 
fiild obtoie help, gif the fiunio wer to [be] fundin within the empyr, to 
caus the {aid qnene of Scotland to be delyuerit, aganie the quene of Ing- 
landia will. And tlus endit, the Cud mufter Randell depairted to Edin- 
burgh agane. 

Vpoun the third day of March, ^e haill Hamiltonis, accumpanijt wil^ 
Archibald erle of Eigyle, Robert lord Boyd, and vtberis tbair freindis, 
come to Lynlithqw, quhur thaj lay vnto the ferd day of the lamin ; at 
the qubilk tyme, James duke of Chattellarault, erle of Arrane, being 
than in captivitie within the caftell of Edinburgh, heiring of tbe laid 
aflemblie, wreat to the bids freindis to remoTe fira the laid toun of lin- 
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lithqw till HamiltouD, quhUl Jolme erle of Mar be paft to EdinJbu^h ; 
for it waa reportit to the laid duke^ gif the laidis HamiUouiiB wald re> 
mayne in the faid toun of Linljthqw, it wald haue bene the caus of 
fchediDg' of bloodi and thairthrow flopping; of the conrentioun laitUe to 
be maid in Edinburgh ; at the requeA of the quhilk wreitting-, the 
iaidis Hamiltonis depairtit to Hamiltoun. Ypoun the firft day of Aa 
fitid moneth, Archibald erle of Ei^le departit towartia Striueling to 
fpeik with the laid earle of Mar, and to conroy him to Edinburgh to the 
£ud conventioun. In this mene tyme, the erle of Weftmoreland come 
to the fud burgh of lanlithqw. and exponit in prefena of the faidis erlis 
of Ei^le> lord Boyd, Hamiltonis and lairdia of Lochinrer, how that 
it wes nocht rnknowin to thame that he wes bannifl and oqwllit Anih 
of die realme of Ingland, with his freindis and pairtakeris, for the quene 
of Scotlandis caus, and that tbair wes na greit man in the realme of 
Ingland (thrie being excepted) bot thaj lubfcTTrit that Uung that he fub- 
Icriuit } and thairfoir he exhortit thame to be frenk and fordwart in the 
mantenance of the fitid quenis au3;oritie of Scotland ; and gif thig wald 
doe the fiunjne, it is laid that he promtttit to tluune that he and his af- 
fiflaria in Ingland fould fumeis to thame T^ men of weir for geir and 
day, and fould lend to thame fiuueikill filuer as wald fiiflene vtheris t^ 
men during the laid Q>ace ; for he affiired thame, that or witfonday 
nixtocum, thair wald be few or nane greit men in Ingland* bot thaj wald 
I. H. b. be in Scotland for thmr refuge. Attour he promeifl^ that he fould find 
the moyane to caus Northumberland, Cumberland and Weifanureland 
to cum vnder the dominioun of Scotland, gif thaj wald be ftiff in thair 
maifteris opinioune ; and that the marches betuix Ingland [and} Scot- 
land fould be at Newcaftell ; and gif thaj wald not credit this, he wes con- 
tent to remayne in prefone vnto the tyme they Ibid performe &e fiuuyn. 
And this endit«.the Hamiltonis tuik him to Hamiltoun, and depairtit fra 
liinlythqw ; bot this tuik no effect.

Vpoun the Tij daj of tbe iaid moneth of March, George erle of 
Uimtlie, Johne erle of Athole. Dauid erle of Crawfurd, the lord C^luy, 
the lord Home, the lord SeTtoun, the maifter of Forbes, the laird of 
TnllUwrdin and mj lord fecretare, being all of ane fa&ioun mjnd and 
will to haue the queniB grace rignand, oome all togidder to Edinburgh 
to this coaTentiouD. 

Vpoun the aucht day of the faid moneth, Johne erle of Mar, Alex- 
ander erle of Glencame, Robot lord Sympill, Patrick lord Lindlaj, 
aocumpanijt with thair freindis, come fra Striaeling towartis LinlHh- 
qw i and at thair cuming thairtoj the men of weir and thaj brint the 
laid tonn and lugeing pertenyng to capitane James Mure, with ane 
doifi and faame ^aird fiill of couus i at the quhilk, mj lord of Ergyle 
and fiojd, being then in the iaid toun, and liand thair for the aflbrance 
of the Hamiltonis, wes gretnmlie offendit. And fua this being done, the 
laidis erlia of Mar, Glencame, lord Sjmple, Lind&y, and thair psdrta- 
karis, to the nowmer tii iij'^ horfe, come to Edinbui^ at vij houris at 
evin. 

Vpoun the nynt day of the faid moneth, thair wes ane proclamatioun 
maid at the croce of Edinburgh, difchargeing and inhibiting all manev 
of perTonis (the toun of Edinburgh being alwayis ezceptit), that nsne 
of thame tak vpoun hand to weir jak, culrering, dag or rther wapymus, 
or to inraid any perlbnis thairwitfa, Tuder the pane of deith. 

In this mene tyme, the erlia of Huntlie, Athole, Crawfurd, the lordis 
of Home, Ogiluy and Seytoun, the capitane of the caflell of Edinbui^h, 
Mr James Balfour, the lairdis of TuUibardin, Lochinver and rtheris 
thair poirtakeris, held thair coun&le in my lord fecretaris lug^ng, and 
the Tther lordis and erUs in my lord of Mortouns lugeing. The laid 
capitane of the foirlkid caftell labourit gretumlie amangis thame for ane 
appointment, hot it come not to pas. 

Vpoun the lamin aucht day of March, my lord of Ergyle, and my 
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lord Boyd, knowing that my lord of Mar had brokin promeia, in that 
he raifit fyre in Lanlithqw, as thaj all^t^ iaoontroir the promeis nuid 
be him of befoir, wald onnawayee come to the CaiA conrentioun, bot de- 
pairtit from Linlithqw towart Keir. The l^rd of Lochinvar and the 
fik M. fcherefe of Air, being thane with the laid erlet come to Edinbui^. 
This depairting of my lord Ergyle wes the cans of ane great anger to 
the lordJB aOembland for the pairt of the quenis majeftie, and als wea 
the mene that the laidie lordis never creditit ane word that wes aither 
promittit or fpokin be the lordis afliftaris of the kingia au3:oritie thair- 
efter. 

In this mene tyme* James erle of Mortoun, Johne erle of Mar» and 
the remanent thair afliftaris, wer confultand with Mr Randell, tuitching 
the obten)iig of fupport at the quene of Inglandis handis for mantenance 
of the kingis au^toritie, and to cans him report to his raaiftres the mater 
muft convenient and plaufible for hir eiris to thair eSe&. ; and one the 
Tther fyid, the laid Mr Randell dilTuadit the laidis erllis to appoint or 
aggrie with thur compeditouris, promeifing, if thaj wald nocht a^^e, 
that the quenis majeftie fould fumeis thame baith men and money at 
thair awne plefoure, &e. 

Vpoun the xj day of the laid moneth of March, George erle of 
Huntlie, Dauid erle of Crawfiird, and James lord Ogilwy, raid of £din> 
burgh to Archibald erle of Ergyle in Linlithqw, to pacifie him of the 
wraith confauit be him for the burning of the lugeing in Linlithqw, as 
is befoir mentionate ; bot the laid erle of Ergyle, or thair cuming to 
Linlithqw, wes depairtit towartes Ergyle, and wald on nawayee come 
to this l^d conventioun ; quhilkis erlis and lordia retumit agane to 
Edinburgh vpouo the xij day of Uke moneth foirfiud at erin. 

Vpoun the xiij day of the moneth abonewrittin, Alexander lord 
Home, wardane of the eift merchis anentis Ingland, fearing the man- 
nalfing and bofting of my lord HinlUaiU gouemour of Berwick, quha 
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gaif Tp peace to the laird of Ph^^yliirft, wardsne of the midill mardiis 
of Scotland foinnents Ingland, and denuacit to him weir of befoir, de- 
purtit of Edinburgh towartia the iaidis eift marchis, to refift the MA 
lord HuDnifdaillk invafioun, if he oaj fould mak. 

Vpoun the xiiij day of the laid monethi George erle of Huntlie, 
Dauid erle of Crawfiird, James lord Ogilwj, depairtit af Edinburgh 
fira the laid conrentioun towartis Linli^qir. 

Vpoun the zr day thairof, Johne erle of Athole depairted of the laid 
boighe. 

la this conventioun abonereherlit thair wes nathing condudit, becaue 
of the diuerfitie of oppiniouns of baith the faidia pairties ; hot thaj de- 
purted thairfra appeirandlie aa euerie man to the king, in the boundis 
quhairin he regnit. Bot mj lord fecretare, as it ia laid, bad fubftra£);it 
himfelf, my lord Athole, my lord Home, and the capitane of the caftell, 
£ra the lordis fauouraria of the king, fua that thaj wer all bent for the 
brin^g hame of the quenis majefiie } and becaus the erlis of Mortoun, 
Mar, Glencame, and my lordis Lindlay and Symple with thair aQift> 
aria, wald not afleot thurto, the conrentiouu depurtit aa did ia. Efter to. eo. b. 
the depair^g of the quhilk conventioun, the fiudia erlis of Mortoun, 
Mar and Glencame, with thair afiillaris, convenit in the tolbuith .of 
Edinburgh, willing to cheife ane regent or ma ; and to that effefit dif- 
putit Tpone the validitie of the commiflloun grantit be the quenis grace 
in Lochlevin thairrpon. It wes fiind be thame fufficient and good i 
bot efter lang refibning, the mater wes left as the lame wes begune. 

In this mene tyme, the Iaidis erllis and lordis for the quenis pairte 
held thair conventioun in Dunkeldi devyfing beft to bring hame the 
quenis grace rpoun the xx day of the Ctid moneth. The men of weir 
gat fra the iaidis lordis, euerie fouldiour xl flulUogis, in pairt of payment 
of aucht monethifl wages awand to thame ; the &idis lordis behovit to 
doe the lamin, becaus it is fiud that my lordis of Glencame and Symple 
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durft on nawajis pas hame for feir of the HanuUonis* and thairfoir the 
fkidis lordis condudt the laidis m«i of weir to pas weft throw with 
thame, for prelerring of the HamiltomuB foiriaidis for .the regentis 
flauchter. 

Vpoun the fiimin day, Johne [erle of Mar,] lord Erikin, Alexander 
erle of Glencame, and Robert Lord Sjmpill, depairtit a£ Edinhui^h 
fra the laid conventioun. 

Vpoun the xxj da^ of the laid moneth, ana ambaflatour come'fra the 
king of France callit Monfieur Berack, [Verac] ane of the verlottia of hii 
chamber, at Dunbartane, with certane gentilmen, and brocht fra the laid 
king to euerie greit man of the nobilitie, ane wretting fiibfirryuit with 
his hand, for mantenance of the allia betiux the laid king and thame, 
and aU for the mantenance of the quenis audoritie, being at this tyme 
captire in Ingland. 

Vpoun the xxij day of the find moneth, Mr Randell accumpanyit 
with the men of weir depairted af Edinburgh towartis Striueling, be 
the Quenis Ferie, to the counlale thur to be haldin Tpoun the xxr day 
of this inftant nixtocum ; for la it wea convenit amangis the fiud erllis 
and lordis fauouraris of the kingis au6toiitie, to conrene thame for 
pining as is laid vpoun ihe Hamiltouns, for rerenging of my lord re- 
gentis flauchter. 

In this mene tyme, it wes devylit be the fiudis erllis and lordis &- 
uouraris of his au^oriti^ that Mr Michell Elphinfioun fuld pas with 
diligence to the quene of Ingland, for obteining of ane laulf condu3: 
to ane wyfe man of the ludis lordis pairtakeris with the laid au&o- 
ritie, to come to the fiiid queuie grace of Ingland, to intercommoun 
vpoun certane conditionis and bandis to be made betuiz hir m^eftie 
and the laidis lordis, for mantenance of the kingis au3;oritie, and de- 
tentioun of the quenis grace his moder in Ingland ; hot the fame come 
not to pas. 
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Wpoun the xxv dmy oS&»faii moneth, 1570, the laird of GairtulUe ^-oi- 
come from Inland, fra the qoenis grace of Scotland, to mj lord of Mar 
and Ttheris lordia, for reteining and keiping of hir fone in ScoUand, and 
to adhejir to hir and hir affiftaris within this realme ; and afitirit thame 
gif thaj wald nocht, that the king of France and hir freindis wald re- 
venge hir cauB, and put hir in hir awne 8u£loritie incontrair thair mjndis 
and willis, and that foner nor thaj belevit.

Vpouti the famin daj^, WiUiame MaiUand younger of Lethin^oun, 
fecretare, depurted from the caftell of Eldinburgh towartis Dunkeld to 
ane conrentioun. 

Vpoun the ^ day of Maij, the £udia lordie, with the Inglis armjf pafi 
fra Linlithqw to die police of Kjnneill, and thair brunt the fitme widi 
fjre, and als the places of P&rdorane, hymang, Kircabell,[KiiicaTeI13 the 
Feill of Leringftotin, my lord dukis lug^ng in Linlithqw, with Ttheris 
gentilmens houfiiB, and thairefter come to Edinburgh the bme njcht. 

Vpoun the lamyne day, Robert lord Sympill wes takin prefonar'be 
Arthour Hamiltoun of Myretoun in the place of Myltoun, and takin 
thairfra to Drafl^e. The iaid lord Symple wes ane greit innemy to the 
Hamiltonis, and tuik rp wrangouflie and be force the hail) dewties of 
the abbay of Failay, tbir diuerfe seiris bigane, fira the abbot thairof ; 
quhairfoir the faid Hamiltonig hud great cans to be blyth at his taking ; 
and thairefter he was delyuerit to the erle of Ergyle to be keipit in Er- 
gile, &c. 

Vpoun the penult day of Maij, Patrik lord Lindiay, Williame lord 
Ruthrene, and Williame Dowglas of Lochlerin, depturted of Edinbnigh 
to Stromiglo, and tuik Alexander Hamiltoun of Innerweik, and Johne 
Hamiltoun, callit Johne of Cumnok> and led thame away prefonaris 
with thame. 

Vpoun the firfl day of Junij, the Inglis army depairted fra Edinburgh 
towart Berwick, and tuke Charlea Drummond, proreft of Linlithqw, 
away with thame to Berwick, becaus he wald nocht giue plegis to thame 
that the burgh of Linlithqw fuld nocht refiaue the Hamiltonis in the 
faid toun ; and fii^lyk tuke the proveft of Haddingtoun ; hot thaj wer 
all delyuerit agane thurefter. 

Vpoun the fourt day oi the fiiid moneth of Jmi^, the pledgis qululk 
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WW ^cbUuerit in Ingland for falfiUiiig of oertane condiUonniB to the 
qtMUB gT&ce of lagland, com to Edinburgh from Berwick. 

VpouD the foTini day of Junij foirCad, Robert [Fitcaime] ^oung' 
GommendatarB of Duaienhliiig-, •mbailiidoiir &r the lordis affifiaria to 
the kingv aufiiDritiet retuniitfrom the queais majeitie of Inglandto Dal- 
keithi accmnpenyit with Mr Randell, agent to the quenii grace fbirfud ; 
qnhilk ambaOadour depairied from Edinburgh toworta Lundoun rpone 
the 7 day of Maij laftbTpaO. 

Vpoun the 16 day of the Cud moneth of Junij, James ^le of Mor- 
tonu and Mr Randell, accmnpanjit with thair men of weare, pail frt>m 
Edinburgh to Striueling to ane conventioun. It wes prefumtt that the 
conueaatioun wea to e\e& and cheia Matho erle of Levinox, r^ent to 
the kingia grace, his reabne and I^ps. 

In this coDTentioun thair wea nadiing done, bot onlie the laidis lordis 
nwid Matho erle of Lennox the kingis lieutennent Tnto the 13 day of 
Julij nixtooum. Thia wea done at the eommandement of the quene of 
Tngland, qnha defyrit the ikidia lordtB to continew the lame Tnto the 
bid day. Thia being don^ the iudis lordis dire£Ut thair writtin^ to 
Hhs iaid quene, to know hir mynd tuitching the eleAioun of the iaid 
regent at the did day, quha wald doe nathing in that behalf without fair 
aiprea conlent thairto. 

Vpoun the penult day of the laid mon^, Creoige auld commenda- 
tare of Dunfermfing, landit in fyif fiirth of France, quha haid remanit 
thairin ten setria befoir. 

Vpoun the ferd day of the moneth of Julij, at 10 houris at nyoht, 1^7^, 
thair wes sne earth quaik iu the cittie of Gla%ow, and laftit bot ane 
firhort ^aee, bot itcanfit the inhalritantis of the laid dttie to be in great 
terrour and feir. 

In tfaia tyme, thair wai ane monftrotw fifche fene in Locl^rne, havand 
grett ene in the faea^ duurof, and at linn tpne» vald ftand abone the 
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waiter as heich as the mail of a fchippe ; and the lud haici rpoun the 
heid thairof [twa crounis, the ane ?] aboDe Utill, and the doua maift croun 
meikill ; quhilk wee reportit be vyfe men that the lame wes ane figne, 
and tabling- of ane fuddane alteratioun within this realms. 

Vpoufa the xvlj day of Julij 1570 foir^d, Matho erie of Lrarnox, lord 
Demlie, wes eledHt and chofin tutoiir, govemour and r^ant of James 
king of Scottis, vnto the tjme he may be hable to goveme his realme 
himfelff, and thairfoir commandit all and lindrie our foueranis li^is to 
obey to his faid regent during the laid fpace. The eleftouris of the laid 
Matho in r^ent, wer James erle of Mortoun, Archibald erle of Angus, 
Johne erle of Mar, Alexander erle of Glencame* erle of Men- 

teith, erle of Buchane, Patrik lord Lind&y, John lord Glam- 

mis, Williame lord Kuthrene, lord MethTene, the lord Cairlele. with 
diuerfe certane haronie, with the commiflionaris of burrowis* with cer- 
tane prelattis, abbottis and pryouris, togidder with the haill minifleris 
and fuperintendentis ; and the proclamatioun and pubUca^tm thairof 
wes maid at the mercat croce of Edinburgh at tbre houris at eftemone, 
be found of trumpet, be the lyoun king at armes. heralcUs, purlevantiB 
and maiSeris to ane great nowmer. This ele^Uoun wes maid he adwyle 
of the queue of Ingland. 

Vpoun the 19 Julij, thair wes ane proclamatioun mud at the mercat 
croce of Edinbui^b, commanding and chargeing, in our foueranis name, 
all and findrie our fouerane liegis betuix feztie and fextene, als wele to 
burgh as to land, regalitie as royaltie, to addres thame in feir of weir, 
to meit my lord r^nt at Linlithqw rpoun the fecund day oi Auguft 
niittocum, vnder the payne of tinlall of lyfe, landis and guidis. 

In this mene tyme, Johne Cunnyghame of Drumquhaflell wes maid 

half thefaurer, with Mr Robert Ritchartfone that wea thefiturer of befoir. 

Vpoun the 25 day of the &id moneth of Julij 1^0» Matho erle of 

Lennox, r^ent, depairted from Edinburgh to Striueling, accumpanyit 
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with ane fmall nowmer of men, to mat preparatioun for the conventioun 
abonewritten ; becaus he wes fuirlie infoirmit that the erle of HuntUe, 
E^yle, mj lord duk, and rtheris feTOuraris of the quenia auaoritie, 
purpo0t to be in Unlithqw. thair to hald conTentioun vpoun the 7 day 
of Auguft nixtocuiD ; and thairfoir my lord regentis intentioun Ib to ftope 
the laid conrentioune g'lf he may. The HamiltoniB, heiring that my 
lord r^;ent wee to cum to Striueling, conTenit thamefelflfe vpoun the 
3d day of the laid moneth in Drafl^ne, and depairted thairfrato Kallan- 
dar trood> to the nowmer of 80 horlmen and fyftie hagbuttaris, and lay 
thair in a wait all the 14 day of Julij inflant, to haue tane or ilane my 
lord regent, or my lord of Mar, ^ thaj had refortit in thaj pairtis ; bot 
the mater fucceidit nocht as thaj belevit, for my lord r^ent depiurted 
not from Edinburgh to Striuelii^ Tnto the 35 day of the laid moneth, 
and fua thaj wer Ihiftrat of thair opinioune. The knawledge of this 
conlpirade cumand to my lord r^^ntis earis, he caulit apprehend tua of 
the laidis con^iratouria ; the ane of thame callit Barclay, the &■ «• 

Tther Dow ; and efter tryell tane thairin, the kiA Bar- 

clay wes haogit in Striueling, and the vther wes (auffit rpoun cautioun. 
In this mene tyme, thair wes ane finall peace betuix Charles king of 
France and hia counfale, and the king of Naveme, the quene his mo- 
der, the admirall, and all thair affifiarie, tuitching the contrarerfie of 
religioun vnder certane conditionis. 

.Vpoun the 3 day of the moneth of Auguft, Matbo erle of Lennox, 
r^ent, James erle of Mortoun, Johue erle of Mar, Alexander erle of 
Glencame, with diuerfe vtheris lordis and barronis, according to the 
produnatiouD, conTenit in Linlithqw, quhair he thair conrenyng, cer- 
tane aittis and pels growand thoirabout wes in fum pairt diflroyit and 
eittin be thair horfe. In this mene tyme, thair come word to my lord 
r^ent, that the erle of Uuntlie wes cumand with all his forces to win 
the abbay of Abirbrotbok, quhilk wes thane haldin be George Dowglas, 
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baftsrd lone to the erle of Ai^ous, fra my lord of Abirbrothak, qulm 
wes fone to duke Hamiltoun ; and that the fmd erle of Huntlie wes to 
cum to Liolithqw with the remanent of tJie erlliB and lordis, affiffauis 
to the queue, gif he wer nocht ftopit. 

Vpoun the fyft daj of the fiune moneth, James erle of Mortoun, with 
ane certane of chofin horflmen, depairtit fra Liolithqw to SteiueUng, 
and thairfra to Fearth ; and he accumpanjH with the burrowis of Perth 
and Dundie, togidder with mj lordia of Ruthvene, Olammis, Methrens, 
LJndlaj, and rtheris thair fstTourarist paft fra the laid bui^h of Perth to 
Brechin quieUie, beleiving to haue apprehendit thsir the erle of Craw- 
fiird, and lord Ogilvy, and certane men of weare, horlmen and fiite- 
men, quhilkis wer thair remayuing and ^byding the ctuning of the laid 
erle of Huntlie, to haue paft with him^to the remanent lordig &norarifl 
of the quene foirfaid. Or thair cuming to the fiud toun of Brechin, the 
erle of Craw&rd, ^andj lord Ogilvy, being aduertoifl thairof^ paft fra the 
&id toun of Brechin towartis Abirdene ; bot thaj left thair men of weir 
in the laid toun in the fiepill and caftell thmro( quha at the cuming of 
the laid erle of Mortoun thairto, Tpon monondaj the vij day of thia in- 
flant, fdibtt furth of the laidis fiepill and caftell, and flew and hurt fome 
of his men. Notwithfiandiog the &min, the liud earle remanit thairin, 
purpofing not to depurt thairfra vnto the tyme the laidis places wer 
wone } and for that effect fend to Striueling for amunitioun to ding 
the fame with, becaus the capitane of the caftell of Ediubui^h haid re- 
fufed to lend them artailaerie. 

Vpoun the laid 7 day of the &id monetfa, Matho erle of Lennox re- 
gent, paft from Liolithqw to Striueling, with the remaneot of the army 
that conrenit at Linlithqw. 
t>- Vpoun the &myne day, thaii wea ane parliament in the kingb name, 
proclamit to be baldin in Edinburgh Tpoun the tent of Odober oixto- 
cum. Vpoun the 8 day of the ^d moneth, thair wee ane proclamatioim 
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in Edinlnu^fa, inhibitiI^f all peribnis, that mme of thame prefume to 
£^te Tpoun the kingis sn^ritie vnder the pane of confifbatioun <^ 
dl thair guidis moweable, and pmeifching of thair peHbnis ; and the 
delaiteris thairof fiill baue the third pairt of the perfoniB gmdia that com- 
mittis the crjme forlaid, the lame bein^ cleirlie prorine. 

Vpoim the fkmjne day, mj lord regent paft fra Striueling to Perth, 
to helpe the fud erle of Mortoun in his progres, and thairfra to Dundie ; 
■ad fra Dtmdie to the laid toan of Brechin, becaule it wes murmtrrit 
that the erle of Huntlie was to cnm for refkewing of the fiiidis places 
haiftily. 

Nota, the rud of Brechin. 

Vpoun the tuelt daj of the &id moneth of Auguft, the laid caftell of 
Brechin wes randerit to my lord regent, becaus the erle of Huntlie and 
▼thmg eriis and lordis come not to re&ew the fiudis fuddartis being 
thair, according to tbur promeis maid to thame, and thaj become in 
his will ; quha canQt tak the haill capitaniB and fuddartie being thairin, 
extendii^ to j*' and 1. perfonis. And tbairefter Tpoun the xij day of 
the fiuDyne moneth, being Sattirdaj, he caofit juftifie in Brechin 31 
perfonis, off the quhilkis the names foUowis } riz. Aleiander Couttis, 
capitane James Mure, capitan Adame Dudotp, ferjand Walter Darg, 
feijant Patrtk Mylne, Johne Reid elder cordtnar in the Kowgait, Ro- 
bert Ciibfone cordiner thair, Andro Bojd in Dunbartane, George 
Maxwell, Johne Norwell, Alexander Hamiltoun, Johne Hamiltoun 
elder, Johne Rannald, Charles Broun, Robert Dickfone, Alexander 
Moiifoune, Andro Denis, Matho Baird, Johne George, Johne Ken- 
n^ie, Williame Geoige, Thomas Wobflar, Johne Langmnre, WiUiame 
Bryce, Johne Cant, Thomas Hamiltoun goonger. Downy Mercbell, 
Dauid Ixx:h, Johne Gordoun. Alexander Gordoun fumtyme lerrand 
to Mr Dauid Chalmer, was laulf* for hinging of the reft. Bartfailmo 
Henderfoun efcapit that nycht that the caftell wes randerit, and tbsir- 
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efter wes apprehendit and takin in Dundie, quhair he w'es juflifiit to 
the death rpoun the xiilj day of Auguft inAant ; and capitane Wemia 
gatt his liffe, be paying of certane Cawmee of money, and hia haill fud- 
dartis ; and this being done, my lord regent returnit to Striueliog. The 
deathis of thir perfonis wer grittumlie bevalit be mony. 

In this mene tyme, Williame Kirkcaldie of Grange knycht, capitane 
of the caftell of Edinburgh, heiiand that at this tyme thair wee ane 
army of Ingland to cum in Scotland haiftilie, and als that duke Aluaia 
army wea rpoun the fey, incertane quhairto he wald pas thairwitb, and 
als that the king of France wes makand ane vther army, and he fearing 
the cuming of thais armyis in Scotlsind, maid fiunifluDg and preparatioun 
in the laid cailell for the defence thairof> in fie maner that the lyk in 
our dayis wes not hard nor fene. 

Vpoun the 31 day of Augufl foir&id, my lord r^ent paft fra Striue- 
ling to lege the caftell of Doun in Menteith, perteining to James 
Stewart commendatare of Sandi Colmes Inche in heritage, and gat the 
famyne randerit to him rpoun appointment, vpoun the 25 day of the laid 
moneth. 

In this mene tyme^ the erle of Suflez, lieutennent to the quene of 
Ingland^ accumpaniit with ane army of 4000 men, come to Annand, 
and thairfra to Drumfreis ; and in thair cuming in ihaj brint and call 
doun the places and toure of Hoddum, Annand, Kowhill, Carlauerok, 
Cloilburne, Tynwell, Boynefchaw, and brint certane houfliB in the toun 
of DrumlreiB, and ran the forray 14 myUs from Drumfreis, and reft 
and fpoulgeit all that thaj mycht gett, and thmrefter returnit in Ing- 
land. Attour in this lame tyme, thair arryrit in Abirdene ane pynnage, 
quhurin wer twa Spanseardis, ferrandis of the duke de Alua, lieuten- 
nent to the king of Spayne, dire^it with Mr Johne Hamiltoun perfone 
of Dunbar fra the fud duke to Geoi^ erle of Huntlie, and the rema- 
nent erlis and lordis aflillaris of the quene. It is laid that the faidis 
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perfoms haid brocbt to the &idia erilis 600 faagbuttis, 600 heidpeices and 
GorfiottiB, aad 3000 pikkia, tt^dder vith vij peice of ordinance, 

to remade and abyd tliair vnto the tjme the laid dukis army wer cum- 
ing, quhilk wes as thaj alleg^t in readinee to imbark at thiur depairttng 
of Handeris ; and efler thaj haid ipokin with the laidis earlis, thaj de- 
pgirted to Flanders agane. Vpoun the 24 daj of Auguft, George lord 
■Seytoim, Bccnoipanyit with the countes of Northumberland and rther 
gentilmene, embarkit at Abirdene and pall to flanderis, to obtene fup- 
port at duke de Alua aganis the lord r^ent. 

Vpoun the S4 daj of the laid moneth, ane feirand of my lord re- 
gentis callit Maiiler Mwn, being dire£tit fra my lord regent to paa to 
Ingland to his wyf^ with certane writtinglB* reflauit writtingis pririlie 
fra certane perfonis (auouraris of the kingia moder, to convoy the lame 
to hir in Ingland i and my lord r^ent being aduertelft thairof. caufit 
tak his &id ferrand betuix Edinburgh and Muflilburgh, qiihom with 
thaj fiind writ^ngis to the number of 74, direct fra findrie great mene 
to the &id quene, hot the maiA pairt ihurof wer all written in fypheris ; 
and hurdler cau£,t put the laid Mr Mwn in captivitie in the caftell of 
Doun> and remanit thair vnto the penult day of the laid moneth, vpoun 
the quhilk he wes conroyit in cumpany with my lord- r^ent to Edin' 
buighu 

Vpoun the S9 day of the laid moneth^ dame Marie [Fieris], auld ft>- n.b. 
lady Seytoun, and Robert Seytoun hir fbne, wes brocht to Edinburgh 
to be accu£t vpoun the writting foirfiud, lend to the quene and hir 
dauchter with Mr Mwn. 

Vpoun the lafl day of Auguft 1570, Robert soux^ conuaendatare of 
Dunfermling, wes maid fecretare in the place of Williame Mtutland 
younger of Lethingtoun, and ohtenit the %nettis deliuerit to him. 

Vpoun the firft day of September 1570, thair wer tua perfonis brint 
in the caftell hill of Edinburgh for the committing of the horrible finne 

«A 
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of fodame ; the ane thoirof weB callit Joline Swan alias Reidpeth, the 
rther of tfae &me, Johne Litftar bli^ fniTth. In no ^rme faeirtofoir wes 
it hard that any perfonia in this cuntrie wes fundin ^Itieof this ciTme. 

Vpoun the fourt day^ of the &id moneth of September, the iaid auld 
ladie Seytoun and Robert hir fone wes put. to the knowlege of ane aflile, 
in the tolbujth of Edinburgh, for the writting and conlaving of the fiiid 
writting, calling thairin the kin^ au3:oritie ane vfurpit auAoritie, and 
the manteoaris of the kingis audioritie Tfarparis of au3:oritie, with fic- 
lyk Ttheris Mafphemoua wordis; quha became in the kingis and var 
lord r^entis will thdrfoir ; quha declarit his will* that thaj fould find 
cautioun and fouertie, that thaj in no tjme thairefter fould wreat to tfae 
kin^ moder, vnto the tyme my lord r^nt and his counlall wer ad- 
uerteift thairof ; and fua wes lattin frie. 

In all this tjme fen my lord r^entie returning from Brechin, the 
hull lordia and erlis affiflaris to the queue, wer at ane counfidl in the 
Balloch abone Dunketd ; hot quhat wes concludit amangis thame 
in that coun&U, the famin as git is not revelit ; bot it is {aid thaj liib> 
fcryvit ane lettre tuitching the fulfilling and oliferving of certMie 
artides to thame be the quene of Ingland, for the deliverance of the 
quene the kingis- moder. 

Vpoim the fevint day of the faid moneth, Robert Hepburne fecund fone 
to Patrik Hepburne of Wauchtoun, wes in Bachat [Bathcat] cumand to 
vifie his freindis in Louthiane i and the joung Ifurdis of Apilgirtb and 
Carmichaell, accumpanyit with certane of my lord of Mortonis ferrandis, 
havand knowlege thairof, and lyand in await at the kirk of Badiat for 
apprehending of him, fett vpone him thair } he being alone with ane 
boy fled, and thaj chalit him continwalUe fra the £ud place quhill he 
come to the caftell of Edinbui^h, quhairin he wes reflauit with great 
di£Scu]tie ; for quhen the faid Robert wes pafland in at the laid caflell 
sett, his aduer&ries wer at Patrik Edgar his hotu end : Ane thing to 
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be wounderit at that lie culd efcape the faandis of the feidia perlbnis, 
coii0dderiiig thur multitude and ala weill horfit as he wes ; and he being 
lydiog Tpoun ane broun nug, cuM neuer haue fpace to change of the 
famyn vpoun his led hor(e, hot coniinwallie raid quUIl he come to the 
caftell foirfaid ; bot his perfewaria not onlie changit horfe, bot alfua did 
caft from thame &iddelis and vther geir, to mak licht for perfeving of 
bim. My lord regent and my lord Mortoun ver rerzy difcontent at 
die capitane of the caflell for reflaring of him thairin. It ia fpokan that 
the Aid Robert vea betrayit be ane James Hering his compangeoun. 

Vpoun the lamyne day, thair anyrit at Dunbartane ane pynnage out 
ofFrance, andmon(ieurBerar[VeTac]ambaflatourto the'kiog of France, 
quha wes in Scotland in the moneth of Aprile of befoir, as is befoir 
reherfit, and brocht certane fiimeilching and munitioun to the caflell 
thairof. 

Vpoun the nynt day of the faid moneth, the faid Robert Hepburne 
wee deliuerit be the capitane of the c^ell to my lord regent, vnder 
conditioun that nathing fould be laid to his chairge, bot that the ciymes 
of the kingis flauchter, and the lying in await laitlie for my lord regentis 
ilauchter betiux linlithqw and the full^irk [Falkirk] ; quhilk Robert wes 
hartlie contentit to be deliuerit rpoun tbat conditioun. 

Vpoun the tent day of the laid moneth, fchir Johne Ballendene of 
Audmoule knycht, Juflice Clerk, and Mr Archibald Dowglas, paft of 
Edinbur^ as commifGonaris to commoun with the erie of Southfez in 
Anweik, lieutennent to the quene of Ingland, tuitching diuerfe materis 
anent the mantenance of the kingis audoritie, and to obtene ane faulf- 
condudfc to Jamea erle of Mortoun, to pas in Ingland for treating of fie 
effsires as the quenis m^eflie tfaocht to be done. 

In this mene tyme, all the barronis, erlis and lordis within Louthiane, 
Fyff and Angus* and ale in mony Tther pairtis of this realme, wer char- 
git to come in and obey to the kingis au£toritie, vnder Gc great panis 
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as 18 conteoit in the lettres dire€tit thairvpone» hot (ew or name com- 
peirit ; bot the hurdis of Buckcleuch, Pharaibirft and JohnAoune, come 
this fame tyme to Edinburgh, to appoint with mj lord regent for feir 
of Ingland ; bot thaj depairtit agane vna^reit with the laid r^ent. 

ypoun the 1 U day of the Haid moneth, Robert Hepbume wes deli- 
uerit be my lord regent to James erle of Mortoun, to be put in capti- 
Titie quhair he plealit ; quhan he wes put in Dalheith caflell, and de- 
tenit captive thairin. The lame day Johne erle of Mar and Alexander 
erle of Glencarne come to Edinbui^h, for treating of certane materis 
concemyng the anfuer to diuerfe writtingis fent be the faid queue of 
Ingland to the r^ent. 

Vpoun the laid xriij day of September, thair wes ane decreit of foir- 
laultouT givin aganis the archbtfchope of Glalgow, decernyng him to 
haue foir&ltit his ftud benefice far not compeirance befoir my lord re- 
gentis grace, and als becaus he wes ane fauourar of the queue and hir 
lb. 68. b. aud»ritie. This decreit wes pronuncit and givin in the chekker hous, 
at the lalt trone callit Robiibnis Land, the laid day. 

In this mene ^rme, it wes finallie appointit and aggreit betuix the 
queue of Ingland and Johne hifchope of Rofs, in name and behalf of 
the Kingia moder, tuitching all debuttis and contraverlies betuix thamOt 
and that vpoun certane conditionis and articles ; quhilkis conditionia and 
article wes fend, as wes fpohin, to my lord regent, and als to that purt 
of the nobilitie afliftaria to the quenia grace of this realme, to advyfe 
thairwith ; and certane of baith the laidis pairtiea defyrit to come to 
Londoun, to treat finallie in the fiudis materia, and baith the &tdi8 
pairties to defift and ceis fra hurting and harming of vtheria vnto thair 
returning ; quhairat the laid regent wes na way content i bot this wes 
done to dryve tyme with France, as wes alledgit. 

Vpoun the 24 day of September, msifler Johne Kello, minifter at

of Edinburgh,

put to the home at the mercat croce of Edinburgh, for not .compeirance 
befoir my lord regent and lordis of fecreit coun&ll, to anfuer 0c thingis 
aa fuld haue bene hud to his chairge. 

In this mene tjme, my lord regent dire£lit miffires to all gentillmen 
his &uouraris, to addres thame with thair freindis and houihaldis in feir 
of weir, to cum to Edinbuigh vpoun the aucht day of Odober nixto- 
cum, for balding of the parliament for&idTpoun the tent thairof. 

In this fame tyme, thur wes ane conventioun in Strabogy of the maift 
pairt of the nobilitio favouraris and alfifiaris of the queue the kingis 
moder, coofulUng vpoun materis concerning hir delyuerie. 

Vpoun the fecund day of O^ber 157Q> the fud Mr Johne Kello, &. « 
minifler foirlaid, vacompellit or coa£tit be ony manor of perfbne, bot of 
his awne bie will, come to Edinbuigh willinglie, to thoill and fuffer the 
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death for the find cryme ; quhair he TpouD the fourt daj of the £ud mo* 
neth, efter hiB notable confeflione thairof, and wounderfoll conueifioniie 
efter fa greit temptatioun, Tnderlyit the jugement of ane affjfe, and 
thairby wm condempiut to be haogit to the death, and his bodie adjnd- 
git to be brint ; as he wee the iame day at the lalttrone of the burgh of 
Edinbur^.

Vpoun tha famtn day, capitane Dauid Home paft, at command of ane 
commiiBoun of my lord r^ent, with his cumpauy of men of weir, to 
Lethingtoun, to thracbe out the comes, and intromett with the guidis 
and geir pertaining to Wtlliama Maitlaud gounger of Lethingtoun, be. 
to. 70. C8U8 he was ane of the principallis that haid &llin and declynit fra the 
kingis audtoritie, and ane of the mantanarts of the quenis au3»ritie. 
All this was done incontrair the tennour of the appointment and heidis

Vpoun 1^ 6rSt day of the laid mooeth, tfaair wea ane prodamstioan 
maid at die crooe of Ediaburgh, chai^eing aO and lindrie our ibuanniB 
legeis betuix fextie and fextene, and rtkeris £enlkble perfimia, alfueill 
regalitie as royahie, to borgli as to land, to addres tbanw in feir of 
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& 71. b. weir, with xr dayea Tiftnallis, to meit my lord regent in Glaigow vponn 
the 14 daj tbairof, Tnder the pane of tinfell of Ijif, lancUa and guidis. 
This raid wea mud to win Pailaj agane. 

Nota, the taking of Paiilajr. 

Vpoun the fext day of the faid moneth of Februar, mf lord r^entis 
fuddartiB, accumpanyit with my lord Sympillia frein^s and Ttheris thair 
afliftariB, paft to Paflay and laj^ about the lamin ; and efter fiun afliirance 
tane betuix. the laid place and thame, the famin place wes randerit vpoun 
the xrij day of the fiunyne moneth to my lord r^ent, and all the per- 
fonis being tluuriDtill, extending to 30 perfontSi become in his will 
and mercie. And fua my lord r^nt» accumpanyit with the haill army, 
come to Glaigow agane, and brocht thelaidis perfonis with him thairto, 
rpone the 18 day thurof ; and ane pairt thairof put in the caftell of 
Gla%ow, and ane Tther pairt retumit with the fuddartis, abyding the 
will and mercie of my lord regent foirlaid. 

Vpoun the iamyn auchtene day of Februar, Claud Hamiltoun^ accum" 
panyit with fome of his freindis, tuik and apprehendit certane gentilmen 
that wes pa&nd to the raid, and put thame in Craignathane, purpofing 
gif my lord regent difponit rpoun the perfonis being in Paflay, to diipone 
lykwayes vpoun the laidis gentilmene ; hot thaj wer demittit tbairefter. 

In all this tyme, the king of Frances ambafladour wea lying in Ing- 
laad, for obtening deliuerance of the kin^ moder. 

Vpoim the 1 9 day of the faid moneth, thair come gentilmen ira the quene 
of Ing^and, to flay my lord r^ent af ony forder proceiding agania the Ha- 
miltonia during the abfl«nance,quhtlk wes mtothefirft of Merchnixtocum. 

Vpoun the ferint day of March 157S, [1570] thir perfonia following, 
being fuddartts in the place of Paflay the tyme the lame wea randerit, wer 
hangit on the eifter Burrow Mure of Gla%ow, for thair balding of the 
laid place agania the king and his hienes r^ent incontrair thdr promeiq 
maid to hhn of bdbir ; th^ ^r to fay, Johne Hamiltoun furiour, Pariq 
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Hamiltoun. William ScUrrilaw, William DonaldTone, Johne Arbukill, 
George Nafinyth, Johne Huftie* Thomas Tovcht, and Donald Scberar; 
Schir Thomas Dikfone granter of Pafiay, Michael Hamiltoim and Johne 
Walker being* in lykwjia convi^iit, wea tane to the gallowea and gat 
tfaair lyreBt and thaireller dtmittit and put to libertie with the remanent 
pover perlbnis that wea in the Cud place, except Andro Hamiltonis 
lonnis of the Cochtnach, quha wee put in waird thairefter. 

Vpoun the aucht day of the laid monetb, thair come writtingiB from 
the quene of Xngland to the capitane of Edinburgh cafiell, and to my 
lord r^ent, to contineir the abftenence vnto the fii^ day of Apryle 
luxtocum, in the lame maner as it wes of befoir. 

Vpoun the nynt day of tbe laid moneth, Matfao erle of Lennox regent a>. 7a. 
depurted fra Glaigow towart Carrik, with hia freindis and men of weare. 
This pafljng of my lord regentis wes, becaus Gilbert erle of CalOUis wes 
to perlew the laird of Bargany for hia hous of Dummnre, [DuDure] 
tane be the laid laird fra tbe faid earle of befoir j and the &id r^^nt, 
myn^t to affift the laid laird of Bargany, paft to Air, and thair re- 
manit quhill thair wes ane afliirance takin betuix the laidia pairtiea, and 
thairefter retumit to Glaigow on the 16 day of this inflant. 

In all this tyme, the capitane of the callell of Edinburgli maid greit ' 
fiimelBng and preparatioune for the keiping of the laid caftell. 

And ficlyk in this tyme, thair wer certane reprehenfionis lett vp in 
direrfe places in Edinbui^h vpoun Johne Knox, makand mentioun that 
it is ane minifteris dewtie to pray for all thame that wer fallin, and re- 
quyrit him to pray for the quene bis fouerane, with certificatioun and 
he feilgeit, at the nixt aflemblie thair Ihould be fie ordour tane 
thairin aa thaj Ihould nodit be thairwith content } quba maid anfuer 
thairto publi£tlie in pulpett> that Iho wes neuer, nor fall neuer be 
his fouerane, and thairfoir he wes nocht addeitit to pray for hir, nor 
wald nocht pray for hir ; qubairat the maifi pairt of the peopill grudgit 
2c 
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Wpoun the nTntene day. of March foirfaid, thair wes ane proclamar 
tioim moid be Williame Lc^ane meflar, at the mercat croce of £dia- 
burg'hi makaQd mentioun that the kingis majeftie and hie r^eat, being 
aduerteiil that the laird of Grange, capitane of Edinburgh caflell, haid 
conducit ane certane mea of weare, tending tbairthro7 to fubrert the 
kix^iB au3:oritie, commanding thairfoir all and iindrie the &idis men of 
weare to leif the laid capitane within thrie dayes nixt elter this proclam- 
atiouo, vnder the pane of death ; and als inhibiting all vtheris perfonia, 
that nane of thame alHil nor ferve the laid capitane in onj tjrme to cum, 
vnder the laid pane. And vpoun the lamyne day, at four eftemone, 
the laid capitane canfit bis dnini to pas throw Edinburgh, defyring all 
naner of fuddartis that wald tak wages vnder capitane Meluile, to be 
with thur annes at the caftell hill the mome, thair to reilaue th^ vages, 
notwithfiandtng of the former proclamatioun ; and vpoun the SO day- of 
the laid moneth^ the laid capittuie of the £ud caftell caulit ane certane of 
his fuddartis to watche the palice of Halyrudhouai and ly nichtlie thairin. 

Vpoun the xxriij day of the laid moneth, 1 J71» the capitane of the laid 
cafiell cadit tak the flepul of San^tGeiUis kirk and man thelamyne, incon* 
tr^ the mynd and will of the inhabitantis of Edinbui^h* in}itding thair* 
>■ 73. h. throw that my lord r^%nt Ihould baue entrie in the lame. In the nycht 
befoir, Danid Lautie writtar to the fignet in Edinburgh was inuadit be 
Thomas Douglas, and the maiA pairt of hia formeft fingar flrukin fra him. 

Nota, the taking of Dunbartane. 

Vpoun the fecund day of Aprile It^l, Johne Cunyie^iame of Drum- 
quhainil, accumpanijt with capitanis Thomas Crawfurd and Danid 
Home, and thair men of weare, in the dawing of the lame day paA to 
the imd caftell of Dunbartane, and thair pat ledderis to the wallia thairo^ 
and pall owir the &me, and or euer any of the keiparia thurof wer ad- 
uerteift, thaj wer in the middis of the laid caftell, and tuke the lamyne. 
In this mene tyme, Jobne lord Flemyng, ct^itana of the fiud caficdl. 
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with vtheris fyre perfonis, efcapit in ane boit fuith of the laid ca&e\\ ; 
Johne archbifcfaope of Sau6lAndraii, moofieur Berac [Venc] ambofiatour 
to the king of France, and Johne Flemjng of Boighall, being- in the laid 
place and nocht hable to refift thair enenues, fled to Wallace tour, quhair 
thaj remanit ane certane Q>ac6, andthairefler randerit thamefetfia. This 
fiiid caftell wes fiollin be treafoun of ane Robifone, quha wee watchman 
thairin of befoir, and knew all the fecreit pa^gea thairof of befoir, and 
of his gude fone, be the perfualioun of the Ikidis lairdis of DrumquhoC- 
fill and Thomas Crawfiird, quha conducit the &idiB watches for money. 
In the tjme of the taking of the find place, thur wer thrie or four per- 
fonis flane of thame that wer thairin, bot neuer ane flane of the per- 
fewarie. At ten houris of the famyne day, my lord regent crane to the 
fud place and dynit thairin, for the fame wes weill fnmeift in all thingis.

Vpoun the foort day of the laid moneth, Johne archlafbhope of San^ 
androis, and Johne Flemyng in Boighall, wer brocfat fra the laid caAell 
to Striueling caftell, quhair thaj wer imprefonit. 

Vpoun the fyftday of Apryle foirfaid, Geoi^ erle of Himdie, accum- 
panyit with fex perlbnis, come to the caftell of Edinburgh, and wes 
reflauit thairin j the tyme of his incnming thairto, thair wes findrie laid 
for his taking, bot he efchewit as faid is. 

Vpoun the lezt day of the lame moneth, Claud Hamiltoun come to 
Ricbartftoun, and thair tuik and apprehendtt Henrie Dromond of Rich- 
artft»un to Drafian, and toik ane ferrand of Mr George Buchannandu 
keiper of the privie feill, and his beft horle, quhairrpone the laid Claud 
gat as is Cud certane money, and tuik him in lykwayis to Hamiltoun ; 
bot the laid Henrie Drumond wes thaircAer dimittit, at the requeft of 
the erle of Huntlie and the ciq>itane of Edinburgh caftell. 
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Nota, the bifchope of San^iandrois death. 

Vpoun the Setterday, the fevint day of the laid moneth of Apryle, 
the bifchope of San3:androiB being accuiit be my lord Ruthvene, my 
lord Juflice Clai^ and Mr Geoi^e Buchannan, of four heidis } to wit, 
the kingis murthour ; the murthour of vmqulitle my lord regent ; the 
confpiracie of the taking of the caftell of Striueling with the king the 
tyme of my lord r^entis murthour foirliud ; and for lying in watche for 
my lord regent now prefent at the Callandar wod befyde the Falkirk : 
His anfuer to the firll held was, that he knew nathing of the kingis 
murther, and that he wes fa innocent thairof that he wald not aik God 
mercie thairfoir. And albeit thair wes ane preift brocht befoir him, 
callit fchir Thomas Robefone> lumtyme maifter of the icule of Failay, 
fchawand that he wes defyrit to cum and heir the confeflioun of ane 
Johne HamiItoun> callit blak Jofane, leruand for the tyme to the faid 
bifchope, and that the laid Johne fould haue faid in his confeflioun, that 
the thing that maift trublit his confcience qohen he diet wes that he 
wee prefent at the executioun of the king^ murther, at the command 
of hia maifter the bifchope ; and bowbeit this preifl deponit not onlie 
bis conicience Tpoun this without the bifchopis prefens, and alfwa in his 
prefens affirmet the Same, ^it the bifchope denyit the &me plan^e, that 
the preift fynnit deadlie, alledgeand that he nather knew any thing of 
the man departand, that he offendit in reveilling his confeflioun ; and 
iiia he continowit to the death in his denyall that he haid na knowl^« 
of the kingis murthour. As for thir vther twa heidis, anentis the con- 
fpiracie aganis the king in the caftell of the totm of Striueling, and lying 
in wait for the regent now prefent, he denyit the fitme ; bot as to the 
lord regentis, albeit he denyit the &me in the begining, sit Tpoun the 
flcaffidd, betuix fyve and fex houris efternone, he confeflit that he knew 
not onlie the regentis murthour and ftopit it nocht, (as he mycht haue 
done gif he hud pleafed,) bot alfo that he ftirtherit the committing of 
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the bme, off the quhilk he repentit and afldt God merde. And being- 
farder accufiti gif any of hiB fumame or freindis wes vpoun the counfall 
thairof, he anfuerit that he wald accufe na man at that tyme hot himfelf. 
As tuitching hia religioun, I reaflbnit with him, and culd find nathing hot 
that he wee ane papyfl, and ezhortit flk as wer neir hand Tpoun the 
Icafibld to abyd at the catholick fiuth, fua he termit the papiftrie. And 
in the caftell he defyrit fome papift preift to quhom he mjcfat confes 
him, and of quhome he mycht reflane confulatioun [abfolutioun ?] of his 
fjnnis, according to the ordour of the kirk, (as he fpak ;) and fua he 
continowit to the death in his p^iftrie as he leviL As the bell ftruik 
at 6 houris at evin, he wes hangit at the mercat croce of Striueling vpoun ib. 74. b. 
the jebat, on the quhilk wes writtin thir tua rerles following :

IfVondibtu, vt nobit talia potna.^at. 

Vpoun the ancht day of the £iid moneth, Alexander M*CuIlo purfe- 
vant paft to the mercat croce of Edinbui^f thair to haue proclamit ane 
letter, makaod menttoun that thair wes ane proclamatioun maid at the 
fikid croce of befoir, inhibiting all our fouenuuB liegis that nane of thame 
Ihould adheir, pas in wage, mantene aither or fupplie Williame Kir- 
oaldie of Grange knycht, capitane of Edinburgh caftell, vnder the 
paine of deid : Nochtheles the laid fchir Williame hes not onlie feit 
diuerfe men of weir fince fyne, bot als conrenit diuerfe perfonis of the 
nobilitie the kingia rebellis within the ^d caftell, for dounthringing of 
the kingis au£toritie ; chargeing thairfoir all his majefties U^es, that 
oane of thame ayd, fupplie, fortifie or .mantene the laid capitane in mo- 
ney or vi^uelis, rnder the &id pane. Bot or he culd cry his oyefliB, he 
wes tane be the (aidis capitanis fuddartis, the laidis lettres tane fra him, 
^nd he tane to the laid cafteU. 
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Vpoun the tent 6a.y of the laid moneth of Apryle, Williame Mait- 
laad gouoger of Letbingtoun, fumtyme &cr6tare, arryvit funk of Abir- 
dene in the raid of Leith in ane fchipe, accumpanyit with capitane Cul- 
lane and fum men of weare of the erie of Huntliea, and ires brocht in 
ane ch^ from I^ith to the caftell of Edinburgh vpone the xj day of the 
famyn j he wes conropt fra the faid toun of Leitb to the faid cafidi be 
the capitanifl fouldiouriB. 

Vpoun the tent day of the faid monetb, my lord regeut maid procla* 
mationis, chaining all perfonis of this realme to meit him at linlitbgov, 
to pas with him quhair tiiaj lalbe commandite ruder the pane of deith. 

Vpoun the third [xiij ?] day of the laid moneth, £:hir Williame KircaJdie 
of Grange knycht, capitane of the caftell of Edinburgh, caufit Thomas 
gouug meflar pas to the mercat croce of the i^d burgh, and thair pro- 
clamit this lettre following : 

Till all and findrie nobilmen, barronis, gentilmen and vtberis liegis 
out throuch all Scotland, I fchir William Kircaldie of Grange knycht, 
capitane of the caftell of Edinbuigh, matis manifeft and declaris, that 
forlamekle as Matho erle of Lennox having TnlauchtfuUie intrufit him 
felff in the regiment of this realme, he lutlie caufit publeis findrie let- 
fi). 70. tres at diuerfe burrowis of the fiune, lull of calumneia, injuria and 
Tntrew reportis aganis me, be perfuafioun of certane fii6tiouB perfonis, 
enymies to thair native cuntrie, uid to all fie as tendis to the libertie 
thairof J and in effe£1: commanding and chaig«ing, on bis pretendit 
maner, all men, and Ipeciallie my frdndis, ferrandis and men of weare, 
quhom I haid conducit for preferratioun of the fud caftell, till abandoun 
and leif me and my fervice ; to the end, as cleirlie may appeir, that be 
mycht mair eafilie betray and fuppres the famyne, tkurby to continew 
in his detefiable tyramiie, to the rter fubrerfioun of the eftate, lawis 
and libertie of this onr natiue cuntrie ; for qnhat crueltie, reiff beR*- 
fcbippis, oppreffioune, diftru€Houne of policie he and hia fit6tioune hea 
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T0t and done tyme bygane, I leif to be judgit be gour ^domee, as 
aae thiog mair nor notourlie knowin. And albeit I am provoUdt be 
the Giidis lettres to mak plane demonfiratioune of all my proceidiogis in 
tyme hjfaSt, and that for defence of mj bonour, git I will defer the 
famyne to tyme mair convenient ; at quhat tyme I intend, God willing, 
to mak knawin to the warld my trew and honeft mynd, firA towart my 
God and libertie of this realme -, git culd I not omit in the mene tyme 
to mak ane fummar anfuer to fome heidis mentioned in the &idiB lettres, 
and namelie, qubair he alledgis that I haue deuifit mifcheif, treafoune 
and confpirade aganis this my natiue cuntrey, as lettres of myne ap- 
prehendit in Dunbartane beans ; I am ailurit that neuer he or na vther 
man is bable to lait fee any iic lettres of myne, for I am content to allowe 
all lettres writtin be me befolr the baill warld, quhilk falbe fund honefl 
and profitable for this tniblit cimtrie ; and fidbe at all tymes anfuerable 
to the lawB, at the command of lawfiill msgifirates, for ony treflbune that 
can or may be laid to my chairge be him or ony of his adherentis ; for I 
bane ha&rid iny felf lyfe for the defence of Scotland quhen he wes aganis 
it. And if any gentilman rndefamit, of my qualitie and degrie, of his iac- 
tiouD, or pertoning to him, will &y the contrare heirof bott I am ane 
trew fcotldiman, I wilt fay he will fyeik vntrewlie, and leis lalilie in 
his Uiroat, and denunds be thir prefentis to quhatfumeuer perfone wiU 
tak the querrell on hand, that I lalbe readie to fecht with him on horf- 
bak or on fate, at ^me and place to be ^ipointit, according to the law 
of armes. Forther accompt of my doii^is I will not giue to the fud to. 76. b. 
erle of Lenno^ quhas vliirpit r^imnit I newir did at^owlege, nor git 
iutendis to doe, hot rathv oppofit myfelf from the begyning, and euer 
lenfyne to the lamin. How I haue behavit mylelf in keiping and vfe- 
mg of the laid caftell, without Tiolmce and injurie, and how oprycbtlie 
I meanitanent this realme, and padficatioun of the prefenttroublis, I call 
God to witnesmuft eameftlie, and all vtber^de mene within Edinburgh, 
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and vtheris within the riche of this hous. [Warning]] heirfotr all guid 
ScottiGnen, and tfaame that trewlie feiris God without hepocrilie, as 
thaj tender the libertie and weil&ir of this thair native cuntrie, to con- 
cure and aflift me in keiping and defending of the laid hous, ^ania 
quhatfumevir perfonis that lall happin to invaid me, my fretndis and 
pairtakariB, or the faid cafiell ; as I lall be readie to mantene and defend 
euerie ane of thame, incaife thaj be invadit be any vnlawfull meanis for 
that cauB, or ony Tther cauB mder cullour thairof ; certifeing all iic as 
will not concur with me in the cans and querrell foirftud, that I will be 
thair vnfreind at my power. Difchargeing my felf to thame be thir 
prefentisj.quhilk I thocht guid to notifie to all the good fubjeSis of this 
realme ; protefling befoir God and the warld, I mene nothing bot to be 
readie to mantene the trew religioun eflablilhed in this realme> with the 
commounwele and libertie of my cuntrie, without oay kynd of particu- 
laritie of my owne. 

Vpoun the xiiij day of the laid moneth, my lord Maxrell, my lord 
Hereis, and the laird of Lochinrar, come to Ediubuif^h caftell to the 
conventioun foirfaid. 

Vpoun the lamyne day, thair paft ane proclamatioun throw Edinbui^h 
be found of trumpet, defyring all perfonis that will tak fie wnder capi- 
tane Sinclar, to cum andVeilaue thair wages in -the cardinallis jaird, 
and give Tp thair names. 

Vpoun the xviij day of the fud moneth, the faidia lord Herreis, and tiie 
laird of Lochinvar, depairtit af Edinburgh to meit Alexander bifchope of 
[ Athenis,] ambaflatour for the pairt of the nobilitie afliftaris to the quene, 
quha wee remayningat Carlile vato the tyme thaj come to convoy him. 

Vpoun the nyntene day of the laid moneth, James erle of Mortoun, 
Robert comjnendatare of DunfermUng, and Mr James M'Gill, amb^- 
latour for the kingis pairt, come af Ingland to Xemptalloune. 

Vpoun the tuantie ane day of the laid moneth, Patrik OgShy wes 
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taae and put in captiville in the caftell of Edinburgh for confpynng of 
the c^itanis flauchter, and betraying of the faid place. 

Vpoun the xiiij day of Apryle foirfaid, ane cumpany of the bullies 
uid counlale of Edinburgh pi^ to Dalkeith to fpeik with the proweft, 
Mr James M'gill, tuitching the eftait of Edinbui^h. 

Wpoun the (kmyne day, Gawin commendatare of Kilwynning come 
to Edinbui^h, and fpak with the capitane of Edinbui^ caftell. 

Vpoun the S2 day of the faid moneth, James erie of Mortoun, ac- 
cumpanyit with his freinds, paft fra Dalkeith to Striueling, to fpeik with 
my lord r^nt tuitching the proceidings of logland. 

Wpoun the 26 day of the Uud moneth, thair wes ane proclamatioun 
maid at Striueling croce, chargeing all and iindrie our fouerane lordis 
li^is betuix fextie and fextene, alfwele to bui^h as land, regalitie as 
royaltie, in feir of weir, to meit my locd regent in Linltthqw the njn- 
tene day of Maij nixtocum, with fyftene dayea vidhiall, to pas qutuur 
thaj lalbe commandit, ruder the pane of tinfell of lyff, landis and guidis. 

Vpoun the tuantie fevint day thairof, the faid erle of Mortoune come 
to Dalkeith, accumpanyit with the haill men of weir. 

Vpoun the lamyne day, the erlis of Cafllllis and Eglingtoun wer put 
in waird, the ^d erle of CaflUlis in Dunbartane, and the laid erle of 
Eglingtoun in Doun caftell, be my lord r^ent. 

Wpoun the lamyne nycht, the capitane of Edinburgh caftell caufittak 
idl the artailjerie perteneiog to Edinbui^h, and put ttiame in the laid 
caftell, and als ane certane of pikkis in likwyife pertenying to thefud toun. 

Wpoun the penult day of the &id moneth, at tua houris Id the mor- 
nyug, capitanes Melvile and CuUane come to Andro Henryfonis hous, 
and thair apprehendit the faid Androw, capitane Johne Adamefone, 
Dauid Adamfone and rtheris perfonis being in the faid hous, to the 
nowmer of aucht perlbnis, quhome the faidis capitanis fand all in ar- 
mour. The caus of ihia mater wes, becaus it wes jugit that the fud An- 
2d 
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dro haid lugeit Heir Tod, feruitour to the thefaurer, quha wes enemie 
to the capitane of Edinburgh caftell. £ft«r thair taking thaj wer put 
in the faid caftell, and detenit in ftrait captiritie thairtn. 

WpouQ the famyne day, at elevin houris befoir none, being fonday, 
the capitaois Home and Ramfay, accumpaneit with certane horflmen, to 
the nowmer of xl in the hull, come to [fra] Dalkeith towartis Leith ; and 
in thair palling thairto, thaj mud ane aSray at the nather bow, and thair- 
efter thaj paft to Leith, and maid ane prodamatioun to all perfonis to cum 
to Dalkeith, and reiTaue wages of mj lord Mortoun. And that done that 
returnit agane to Dalkeith, [ Edinburgh] F and at thair cuming thairto, pail 
Tp Leith wynd and come to the faid nethir boll, and fcbot in bagbuttis 
at the fame be the fpace of half ane hour or thairby, quhairby certane 
fb. 76. b. perfonis of the laid toun wer hurt, quhilk caufit ane terrour to the peo- 
ple ; and this endit, tbaj paft doun San£l Marie wynd towart Dalkeith, 
quhill thaj come neir the Folburne at the end of the Burrow Mure. ' 

In this mene tjme, the capitane of Edinburgh caftell caufit his men 
of weare to convene, and paft iurth and followit thame, accumpanyit 
with George erle of Huntlie, Alexander lord Home, Johne commen- 
datare of Coldinghame, and Gawin commendatare of Kilwynnyng, 
being all the nowmer of borfimen, and twa hundreth fute- 

men or thairby, and thairefter paft furth of the faid toun at the Kirk of

In this fldnniih were 
llane diuerle fiiddartis and faorfis on my lord regentis pairtie, and diuerfe 
on the c^itane of Edinbarghis pairt, and mony hurt on baitb, hot nerir 
ane worthie man on ather fyid ather flane or hurt. This done, my lord 
regentia capitania paft to Dalkeith. 
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Vpoun the laft day of the fud moneth, the erle of Mortoun, accum- 
panyit with his freindis, raid to Glencarne [Glencorfe ?] kirk, and met 
with Robert lord Boyid, and commouoit with him conceniTng aae con- 
cord and a^rement to he maid betuix the nobilitie. 

Vpoun the lamyne day, the capitane of Edinburgh caftell caufit 
mak ane proclamatioun at the mercat croce of Edinburgh be Alex- 
ander Forrefter purferant, makand meatioun, that qnhat perJbune duel- 
land in the lamyu dedarit nocfat his mynd and g^dwill towartis htm 
and his, and that tbaj Ihould depairt of Edinburgh within lex houris 
nixt thairefler ; bet the laid csf itane wes mit^ted in this the fame 
nycht 

Vpoun tJie firft of Maij, the Ikid Robert lord Boyd come to the laid 
caftell, and fpak with the capitane thurof as is &id, tuitching the ^- 
pointment, and depairted ^^e Tpoun the fecund tbairof to the Cud erle 
of Mortoun. 

Vpoun the iaid day, the ftud capitane caulit mak abone the butter 
trone ane baftalgie With ane port, at BelEe Beatles houe, in the paflage 
to the over boll. 

Wpoun the fkmjne daj, the laird of Gairtullie come owt of Ingland, 
and brocht with him certane gold lira the quene, the kingis moder, as 
is iaid. 

Vpoun the ferd day of the faid moneth, James duke of Cbattellarault 
come to Edinburgh to the ci4>itane thairof, accumpanyit with iij'= horf- 
mene, and ane hundreth hagbutaris, to keip the parliament foir&id. It 
is heir to be nottit, that the Hamiltonis come not in Edinburgh fen my 
lord regentis Ilauchter Tnto this tyme. 

Wpoun this ikid day, the men of wears of the fieipill flappit all the ib. 77. 
pendis of the kirk, for keiping thairof aganis my lord r^;«nt. 

Wpoun the iyft day thairof, Johne Knox, miniiler at Edinburgh, de- 
pEurtit thairira, for feir of the iaidis Hamiltonis.

Nota, tbe inbringing of the money to the capitane of the caftell. 

Wpoun the aucht day of the laid moneth, Mr James Kirkcaldie, bro- 
ther to the capitane of Edinburgh caftell, arryvit out of France in the 
raid of Leith in ane pink, and brocbt with him 10"^ crownis of the fone, 
with ane greit number of hagbittis, corQattis and mirriounis, togidder 
with fum vyne, extending in the haill to vij dracbtis* fira the king tfaairof ^ 
quhilk money and munitioun wes brocbt to the fitid cafiell tbia lame day. 

And becaus James erie of Mortoun wes in Dalkeith, accumpanyit 
with the regentis bagbuttaris, the baill men of weare, baith horBmen 
uid futemen, pall af Edinbui^b to Leith, and remanit tbair rnto the 
tyme the faidia haill gold and munitione wer tranlportit to the laid caflell. 
The cuming of this cauGt the laid capitania fa^tioun to be verry glaid. 

Vpoun the nynt day of the faid monetfa, Matho erle of ^Lennox re- 
gent, come fra Striueling to Linlithqw, to keipe the day of tbe proda- 
matioun for balding of the parliament folloving. 

Vpoun the lamyne day, Archibald erle of Ergyle, Johne commendatare 
of Abirbrothok and Robert lord Boyd, accumpanyit with Ix horfmene 
or thairby, come to Edinburgh at 10 houria at nycht for defence thairof. 

In all this tyme, the feidis lordis and capitane being in Edinburgh, 
maid greit preparatioun for the defence of the laidis toun and caflell fra 
the invafioun of my lord regent and bis adherentis ; and ordanyit the 
lamyn to be keipit in thia maner ; capitane Melvile to keip fra Halker- 
ftonis wynd to Lreith wynd, and thairfra to Sao61; Marie wynd to the 
Kowgait port, and all the wallis ; capitane Cullane to keipe thairfra 
vnto the Gray Freir port ; and capitane fra the Weft port. 

Wpoun the tent day of the famyne moneth, tbair wes ane prodama- 
tioun maid at Edinburgh croce, makand mentioun that the lords of the 
nobilitie ar informit that thair ar fum perfonis iuduellars in this burgh, 
and thair leruands, that revellis the fecreitis of the nobilitie to the erle 
of Lennox and Mortoune and thur fadioun, to thair havie dampnage 
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and ikaith ; tbairfoir commandit all the ftuds peifonis to remowe furth 
of the &id toun within thrie houris, voder the pane of incarceratioune 
and punilBng-, according to the will and plelTour of the fudis lordis ; and 
als, that no induellar within this burgh prefume to cum to vifie the 
wallis thairof the tytne of the perfute of the fame, mder the iaid pane. 

Memorandum, to note in this tyme of Johne Scott, Williame Val- e 
lace and Johne Gibfone, fcrybes of the Seflioun, wer compellit be the 
lordis in Edinburgh to deliuer to thame all the buikis of Parliament 
and rollis thairof. 

Nota, the felge of Edinburghe. 

Vpoun the fewint day of the laid month, Matho erie of Lennox re- 
gent, accumpanyit with the haill his a0iftaris and Ttheris perfonis ad- 
debttt to keip this proclamatioun foirfaid, come to Leith. In his cuming 
thairto, James erIe of Mortoun met with him with mony folkis, and this 
proclamatioun wes maid to bald this Parliament following ; and gif he 
fould be floppit to come thairto, he wald afleige the burgh of Edinburgh. 

Vpoun the siij day of May 1571, the laird of Pbamihirft come to 
Edinbui^h with Ixxx horflmen to fupport the capitane thairof, albeit 
thair wer diuerle laid to flopp him in the way. 

Wpoun the lamyne nicht, my lord regentis men of weare come in 
the nycfat to the dow craig abone the Trinitie college befyid Edinburgh, 
and thair keifi ane forth, and placit thair thrie peice of ordinance thairin, 
to ding and feige the north eill quarter of the ftud burghe. 

Vpoun the famyne nycht, thair come certane fuddartis of my lord 
r^ntts to Williame Lawfonis hous belyid the nether boll, and fchot 
in at the famin ; quhilk wee the cans of the flauditer of lindrie perfonis, 
aUwele of men of weare as of lindrie vther povir perfonis of Edinburgh. 

Vpoun the fud xiij day of the laid moneth, the lordis of the nobilitie 
caufit tak fiodrie burgeflls of Edinbui^h, fearing thame to be partakaris 
wiUi my lord regent, and held thame in captivitie during the laid lege. 
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Vpoun the idiij ds^ of the fiud moneth, the capitane caufit big vp 
the port of the nethir boll with fiane and faill. And thairefter mj 
lord regent come to the Caaoc^it, quhilk caufit the capitane fchoot 
in the famin, to the great terrour and flauchter of fum people thairof ; 
and efter his cuming thairto, he paft to WilliEuae Oikis hous in the 
Cannogat, within the fredome of Edinbui^h, and thair fenfit the Par- 
liament ; and thaireller returnit to Leith, meaniog thairhy that and the 
faid Parliament wer haldin within the freidom of Edinburgh, albeit 
the Jamyne wes nocht within the portis thairof, it Ibuld be valiable 
faeirefter. 

Vpoun the famyne day, the prefonaris fummond of befoir to compeir 
in this Parliament, paft to the tolbuyth of Edinburgh, and thair tuik in- 
llrumentis that thaj wer readdie to anTuer tbairin as accordit of the law. 
t. Wpoun the XT day of the faid moneth, the faid capitane and lords 
brocht ane double cannone to the Blak Freir gaird, and thair ftellit the 
I'amyne, and fchot at the l^d WilUame Lawfonis hous, and did greit 
{kaith in the heid of the Ctuinogait to the houfiiB thurof. 

Vpoun the XTJ day thairof, the i^d r^ent come to the faid Canno- 
gait, accumpanyit with James Erie of MortouD, Johne erle of Mar, 
Alexander erle of Glencairne, Dauid erle of CrawAird, the erle of 
Menteitb, the maifter Merfchall, the erle Buchan, the lords of Ruth- 
vene and Lindlay, with diuerfe vtheris thair af&fleris, and thair paft to 
the Cud Williame Coikyis hous, fituat in the laid Cannogait and within 
the freidome of Edinburgh foirfaid, and thair pronuncit the dome of 
foifaltour aganis Williame Maitland of Lethingtoun gonnger, Johne 
commendatare of Coldinghame, smd Mr Thomas Maitland his brother, 
Gawin commendatare of Kilwynning, William Hamiltoun fone naturall 
to Tmquhile the archbifchope of Sanftandroia ; and tbairefter continewit 
the laid Parliament vnto the third day of Auguft nixtocum, to be 
haldin in Striueling, and thairefler paft to the Cannocroce aqd maid 
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proclamatioun thturof» and raif thair armes; and this done tfaaj de- 
pairted to Leith. In all this tyme the g^eat ordinance fchot out of 
Edinhui^h and the cafiell thairof, that the fkmjae did greit Ikaith to 
the Cannogut, and flew diuerfe perfoais being in cumpanj with the 
&id regent. 

Vpoun the iamyne day, my lordis MaxweU and Herreis and the laird 
of Lochinrer come to Edtnbui^h, accnmpanyit with xij** of good faorfl*- 
men> to the fupport of the lords being thairin, and difcuraging of my 
lord regentia cumpany. 

Vpoun the 17 day of the famyne monethi the men of weare in Edin- 
burgh brint ane barne in Ple&ntis pertenying to Johne Wilfone ; and 
in the lamyne nycht thaj brint ane tenement of land in San£);marie 
wynd, apperteining to Tm<[uhile D Dalgleis, and that becaus 

my lord re^ntis fuddartts enterit thairin, and flew and hurt diuerfe 
perU>niB owt of the famin. 

Vpoun the lamin day, Archibald erle of Ergyle and Robert lord 
Boyd depairted of Edtnbui^h to thair places. 

Vpoun the 19 day of the £ud moneth, my lord regent and Mortoun 
depairted fra Halyrudhous with thair men of weare and artailgerie to 
Xteith, and left the laid fege, and left certane woll and fksais behind 
diame, qubilk thaj caulit bring fra the faid toun of Leith to the Ginno- 
gait} to ramforce thair trinfcbes ; quhilkis woll and flcenis the fuddartis 
of the ttobilitie apprehendit, and allegit the famin to appertene to thame 
juftlie be the law of armeia ; and thairefter wer redemit be money fra 
thame be the awnaris of the (kme. 

Vpoun the zx day of the laid moneth, the faidis regent and erle of 
Mortoun, with thair affiftaris and men of weare, depairtit fra Leith to- 
wartis Corflorpbin craigis ; and quhen thaj come thairto, my lord regent n 
accttmpanyit with the erle of Mar and xl horflmen depairtit thairfra to 
Striueling ; and my lord Mortoun accumpanyit with all the remanent 
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army and haill fuddartis, paft to Dalkeith ; quhair in thair paffing to 
the fame, the haill lords of the nobilit'ie being in Edinburgh, paft with 
thair cumpanyls and fuddartis furth of the ffud burgh, and followit efter 
the faid regent and his aJfiftariB quhill thaj come to Corftorpfain ; bot 
or thaj come thairto, the faids regent and the erle of Mar wer depiuited 
thairfra ; and my lord of Mortoun paft of Corftorphin to Dalkeith be 
Langhirdmeftoune, quhome on the faids lords of the nobilitie followit, 
and offerit thair to faaue fochtin with thame, and lichtit doun from thur 
horlfis for the fame effe£t, and put thame fra thame ', bot roy lord of 
Mortoun on nawayis wald tarie, bot paft away throw Braidis craigis to 
Dalkeith, It is laid that the caus of this haiftie paflage wes, becaus his 
fuddartis wantit baith powder and bullatis. 

Vpoun the lamyne day> the burgeflla of Edinburgh quhilk wer takin 
of befoir for fufpitioun, wer dimittit and put to Ubertie. 

Vpoun the 2i day of the laid moneth, mj lordis of Maxrell, 
Herreis, and the laird of Lochinvar, depairtit from Edinburgh to thtur 
places. 

In this tyrae, thair wes conventioun ordanit to be in Edinbui^h be 
the lordis of the nobilitie, vpoun the viij day of Junij nixtocum. 

Vpoun the xxiij day of the laid moneth, Claud Hamiltoun accum- 
panyit with bis fadaris fuddartis depairtit fra Edinburgh to Hamiltoun. 

Vpeun the famyne day, my lord of Mortoun maid ane proclamatioun 
in Dalkeith, inhibiting all perfonis to bring any yi£tuallia or fumeifling 
to Edinburgh, vnder the pane of efcheiting of the ikme ; and becaus thaj 
wer diuerfe pover perfonis, fum with fifche, fum with coillis and fum ' 
with aill refortand towartis the faid bui^bi the laid erlis horfmen and 
futemene reft thur horftia and guidis fra thame, and continewaltie ftop- 
pit the fame. 

Vpoun the lamyne day, Johne Hamiltoun, Hamiltoun, and 

Hamiltoun, Ibnnts to Andro Hamiltoun of Cochnoch, being 
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in captivitie within the caftell of Gialgow, for halding of Pafls^* and 
haring" licence and libertie freilie to pas within the famin, maid ane 
trane ; and quhen the capitane of the ^d caftell wes pafi furth thairof 
with his haill feniandls, tfarie onlie except> the laids Hamiltonis pur- 
poilng to betrajr and tak the &\d caftell, wjitt the finds thrie (entands 
furth of the famTne, alledging- that thaj wald gang to play in the clofe 
thairof, as thair accuftumate vfe wes ; and quhen thaj wer pafland 
thairto, the laidis Hamiltonis come abak agane, and ane enterit in the 
dungeoune, and held the lamin fra twa houris till aucht houris at erin. 
In this mene tjme, the laird of Mynto conTenit the hull toun of Glaf- *>■ ?•- 
gow and afTeigit the laid caftell ; and becaus the faids HamiltonlB wer 
but thrie perfonis in the fmd caftell, wi^ ane vther man that haid ftane 
his wyffis lifter and thair imprifonit thairfoir, the famin wes takin 
agane, and the perlbnia put in lickar firmance and prefoun agane. 
In the taking agane of the laid hous, thair wes tua perfonis flane. 
The lamin nicht Claud Hamiltoun come to Glafgow at xj houris in the 
nicht, to haue fupportit the iaidia Hamiltonis, hot or his cumii^ thurto 
the faid place wes takin, as laid is. 

Vpounthetwentie feTintday of thefiiid moneth,WilliamDurie[Drur7] 
mericheall of Berweik, come fra Dalk^th to Edinburgh as commillionar 
fend be the quene of Ingland, and efter his cuming, commonit with 
the capitane of the caftell thairof. It is ftud that his cuming wes to fie 
gif the fiiid capitane wald hald the laid caftell on the kingis name uid 
my lord regentis, quhilk gif he wald nocht doe, the quenis forces of Ing- 
iand wald afliiritlie aflay him. Quha anf iierit that he wald acknowledge 
the king as prince of Scotland, hot as for Matfao erle of Xiennox, he 
neuir acknowlegit him, nor ^it wald neuir acknowlege him, as his re- 
gent and his, and that becaus he wes fwome Inglifinan ; and that, al- 
heit the find quene of Ingland wald owirhiuU for ane tyme ane pairt of 
this cuntrie, he doutit nocht bot God and thair confederatis wald re- 
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uen^ Uie &min as thaj haue done in tjines paft. And tbairefter the 
laid Williame Dourie paft efter fuppar to the iaid callell, and tbair re- 
manit quhill ten houris at erin. And vpoun the xxviij day tfaairo^ the 
faid Williame Dowrie paft to Striueling, and tfaair fpak with mjr lord 
regent and the erle of Mar concernyng the eSaria of the faid quene ; and 
thairefter retumit to Edinburgh vpoun the xzix day of the lamin moneth ; 
and eftir his cuming he Ibupit in the caftell, and depairtit to Dalkeith 
vponn the penult day of the moneth foirlaid, quhair he dynit, and fyne 
depairtit to Quhittinghame, and from thence to Berweik.

b. Vpoun the fecund day of Junij 1571, all the horfmen and futemen 
of the nobilitie being in Edinburgh depairtit from the fame towartis Dal- 
keith, with twa peice of linall cairtit ordinance, quhill thf^ come to the 
Schirefhalmure, quhair tbaj remonit ane certane fpace, abyding the erle 
of Mortonis fiirthcuming, quha wea than in Dalkeith with my lord* 
regentis men of weare. And at his fiirth cuming, it wes crwellie Ikir- 
miilit betuix the ^ids pairties ; and the day being fa ranye that fcantlie 
hagbutis mycht fchute for rainyn, the faida horfmen and futemen of the 
nobilitie quha come furth of the &id burgh of Edinburgh wer conftranit 
to reteir towartis the fame. In thair reteiring, it chancit that the fud- 
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dartis of the nobilitie wanting pulder, come to c^itane Melvill defyr- 
ing him to git thune poulder ; quha brak rp aoe barrell thairof, and ia 
the deljuering to tbame the famin, the laid barrell of pouder tuik in 
fyrO} qubtlk brint the faid capitane Meluile with diuerfe fuddartis thair 
being for the tyme, that it wes ane lamentable thing to behold. This 
fuddane duuice brocbt ane greit feir vpoun the iaids fuddartis of the 
itobilitie, that had nocht bene the better goverment, the &min had bene 
the cana of the diftruSJoun of the haill cumpanjia ; bot in thair re* 
tnmeiDg thaj keipit tbamfelffis fk clois, that almoft ttu^ did no Ikaith 
nor reflauit no Ikaith, rnto the tpae thaj come to the brig end quhilk 
merchis with the burrow mure of Edinburgh, quhair thair vay lord of 
Mortonis fuddartis following crewallie and owir (uilochUe orir the 
bume of the laid brig, vpoun the &ids horlmen and fiitemen of the faid 
nobilitie, and than thaj feing thair aduantage retumit agane, and brak 
abak vpoun thame with iik violence, that the faids fuddartis of my lord 
Mortouu culd nocht refift the iamin. In this haill ikyirmifs, tbair wes

Wponn the vj day of Junij foirlaid, capitane James Meluile, brint iu 
maner foirfaid with pouder, wes burijt according to the rait of armes, 
and capitane Dauid Meluile furrogat in his place. And vpoun the 
Skmya day thair wes ane commandement gevin be the lordis of the no- 
bilitie in Edinburgh, to tir and tak doun all the tymmer werk of all 
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houffis in Leith Wynd and SanSmarie Wynd, Imrtfull or mjcht hurt 
the keip'iDg of this bui^be. 
). In this mene tyme, the inbabitantis of Edinburgh left nathing in the 
lamyn vntranQwrtit that mjcht be iran(portit thturfra. 

Vpoun the aucht day of the laid tnonetb, the lords and capitane f<[»r- 
laid, caufit all the durris and windois of all the tenements and lands of 
the weft fyid of San£hnarie Wynd to be biggit vp and clofit, and maid 
Tther greit preparatioun for defence of the &id bui^h of Edinburgfae. 

Wpoun the fiunin day, my lord Maxwell, . Johne lord Herreia and 
Johne Gordoun of Lochinrar come to Edinburgh to this conventioun, 
with Alexander bifchope of Galloway. 

Vponn the tent day of the moneth abonewrittin, Walter Scott of 
Buckcleuche, Ker of Phamyhirft come to this laid conventione. * 

Vpoun the ellevint day thairof, the lord Somerrile come in lykwyife 
thairto ; hot the remanent nocht bot paft hame. 
Nota* the Parliament faaldin be tiie nobilitie. 

Vpoun the tuelt day of the laid moneth, James duke of Chattellarault, 
George erle of Huntlie, Gawin archbifchope of San£tandroB, Geoige 
bifchope of Dunkell, Alexander bifchope of Galloway, the commilfion- 
aris for the bifchopis of Abirdene and Murray, Claud HainiltouQ abbot 
of Faflay, the commiffiooar of the abbot of Abirbrothok, Johne com- 
mendatare of Coldinghame, the commendatore of the Newabbay, the 
commiOionar of Halyrudhous, the pryour of Pettinweme, the lords 
Home, Maxwell and Someruile, the commilfionaris of the burrowis of 
Jedburgh, Dumfres, Abirdene, Elgin* Forres and Innemes, paft irom 
the cafiell of Edinburgh to the tolbuyth thairof; and thur the parlia-

Nota, the quenis au€loritie proclamit. 

Vpoun the famyn day, the lords of the nobilide being in Edinburgh, 
caufit publeiB the laid fupplicatioun, and a£t of parliament mud thair- 
Tpone, at the mercat croce of the lud burgh, and ordanit all lettres heir- 
efter to pas in hir name, and all proclamationis in lyikwyile to be direct 
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in hir name in tyme to cum ; and als it wee ftatute and ordanit, that 
the religioune and preitching of Goddia word now rfit amangs the Hegis 
of this realme, be inmouablie obferuit in all tymes to cum, and that the mi- 
nifleria of the lamyne mak daylie prayars in thar fermonds for the quene, 
the prince hir ibne, and the haill nobilitie ; and this done, the caftell 
fchote greit ordinance. 

YpDun the ikmjn day, the lords of the nobilitie being aduerteift that 
capitane Michaell Wemis having on hia chairge Ixxx liiddartia or thair< 
by, wes cum fro Dundie to Kirkcaldie, to haue cumm to Jamea erle of 
Mortoun, incontrair the fkids lords, to the toun of Dalkeith, the iaida 
lords caulit man ane fchipe callit barkwindance, with foure boittia with 
men of weare, to the nowmer of aucht fcoir of fuddarlis, with capitane 
CuUane and Mr Jamea Kirkcaldie, brother to Schir William Kirkcaldie 
of Grange knycht, capitane of Edinbuigh caftell, to await rptfun the 
owircuming of the laid capitane Michaell Wemis and hia fuddartis, for 
taking thairof, and paft fiirth of the havin of Letth for the fame efie£i the 
famin day at viij houris at evin. The &id James erle of Mortoun heir- 
ing of this proceiding, and being in Dalkyth, came this lame nycht to 
the toun of Leith, accumpanyit with his hail] fuddartis and freindls in 
the boundis of Loutfaane, Merfe, and fouth pairts round about him that 
wald atfift to him ; and efter his cuming thairto, he purpolit to bane 
apprehendit and tane the Ikidis fuddartis and men that wer in the fchipe 
and boittis. And about nyne or ten bouria of the xiiij day of the laid 
moneth befoir none, the liuds capitane Michaell Wemis and his men 
come in twa crayaris irom Kirkcaldie.

efter, paft to the fej and failit thair quhill the lamyne nycht at midnjchti 
quhair thaj landit neir Crawmound ; and thairefler come Tpone the xr 
day thairof to Corllorpbin cragis, and thairfra to Edinburgh, without 
any danger done to thame be the laid erle of Mortoun or his folkis, liand 
in wait for the fame purpofe. And the capitane of Edinbui^h caftell, at 
thair cuming to the iamin, caufit fchute iiij peice of greit ordinance, and 
thairefier put thtur faids prefonaris in the tolbuyth of Edinburgh, with 
greit mirth and pleifour of thair alfiftaris. It is alFua of veritie, that the

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It is alfua to be notit, that the miniftaris of Edinburgh maid nather 
prayars nor preitching fra the nij day of Juntj rnto the becaus it 

wes injojnit to thame to praj for the quene in the &min, be the lord?, 
of the nobilitie. 

In this mene tyme, my lord regent caufit fummond findrie perfonis, 
nobilmen and barronis, axillaris to the quene, to compeir in parliament 
to be haldin in Striueling the xviij [xxviij] day of Augufl; nistocum, to 
heir thame foir&ltit for certane crymes of treflbne contenit in the liud 
lummondis. 

Nota, the difconfutoure done at the querrell hollis belyd Halyrudhous. 

Vpoun the xvj day of the &id moneth, being Sattirday, James erle of 
Mortoun being in I«ith> and accumpanyit vith the maift pairt of his 
freinds and cuntriemen, with the regentls haill men of wearre, come 
fiirth of Leith to the Hatkhill, and thair put thair men in array ;

lieutennentis and lordis continewit tbe &id mater Tnto the mome thair- 
efter, to adwyfe quhidder thaj wald tak the laids per&nis in will or 
nocht, and thairfoir ordanjit the laid a%fe to convene the laid morue. 

Vpoim the lamin zix daj, Johne Dowglas of the Sdieill wes put to

Vpoun the tent day lliairo^ Gaorge erle of Huntlie lieutament to 
the quene» with the faaill horfmen and futemen, fouldiouris and bar- 
gefliB, inhabitaria in Edinburgh, pail towartia Mercbingftoun with ane 
cannoun, to baTS afieigit the fame, at tua bouris eftemone, quJiairat 
thaj remanit quhill four bouris thurefter, and difcfaargit tbe faid can- 
none oft tfmes thairat, and maid greit flappis in the wall ; qnbairattJie 
keipu'iB of tbe laid place, being bot men, and &e prindpall c<nn- 

mander abfent, Tnbetbocbt tbame felffis that tb^ wer oocht of po£^i- 
litie to detene it fra tbair iaids aduerlaris. Ane of tbame nameit Alex- 
ander Felde fouldiour, be adwjce of tbe remanent, feing antf of bis 
broder flane, paft to the wall heid, benevolentlie to haue randerit ibe 
laid place, fiia that the laid lieutennent wald giue thair lyree and bag^ 
gage fuf. Nochttbeles he perbwit ay^d approching fra Leitb, and fiud 
vnto tbe remanent, be of good confort, for belpe is at hand ; Tpoun tbe 
qubilk fpeaking, everie of tbame incuragit Ttheris ; and fna the ikid 
lieutennent per&uand his 'aduerfareis camand throw the Wjndiegoll, 
Haying of &rder perfewing of tbe faid place, paft to tbame and the 
faids inbabitaria with him. Nocbttiielea the iaids burgeffis of Edinburgk 
being verijt and irkit of tbair trubill preceiding, having na fpace to 
efcbew from tbair aduer&ries, gaif bakkis, and fiia being rafltlie fol- 
lowit vpoun, thair wes takin xxz and llane lex perfonia or tbairby ; the 
laid cannoun e&apit and brocbt faiflie to the Weft Fort of Edinbuigb. 
Tbia day the faid lieutennentia borfe wes fcbot wnder him, qubilk wes 
ane great terrour to tbe remanent beii^ with bim at that prefent. 

Vpoun tbe xiij day thair come xl leid of meill to tbe burgb of Edin- 
bui^h vnder filence of nycht, fra the &id lord Seytoun be Corftorphin 
bot impediment, convoyit be tbrittie horlinen, to the greit greif of tbame 
in Leitb. 
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Wpoun the xiiij day, thur wee fyretene of tiie inhabitaris of Edin- 
bui^h put to the knawl^^e of ane aflyfe, foralliflaiice of thelieutennent, 
within the tolbuyfit of Ldifh, of the quhilk thair weB £ex juflifeit, viz. 
hangit, quhairof the names ar, Hiomaa MitcheUbne merchand, James 
Daljell burgee, fcfair Williame Makkie fooolemaifter, Alexander Soufie 
cramer, Muttok fouldiour and cordonar, and 

BoT Peter ane fouldiour. This wes done to giue terrour to the re- 
manent that efcapit, nocht to afifift the faids lieutennentia in the lyk in- 
terpryfiU, albeit the fiudb pezfonis wer coadit to doe Ihe lame ; the ib> m. b. 
reft wer continewit. It is heir to be notit, that thaj quha efchewit out 
of Edinburgbt wer Uie priucipalliB occafiouns of the foirfaidis peribniB 
diftru^onis. 

Vpoun the xv day, Uie caryaiis of the Tiduall afoir namit wea taikin 
be Boyd kdpar of the Reidhall, paffiuid to hamewartis agane, and thar 
nages alfua, about xij hours at none or tfaairby, the number sj ^oung 
boyes, and caft in prefoun thairintill, quhairat the lord Seyioun wee 
heichtlie merit. 

Wpoun the xx day of the laid moneth, thair wes proclamatioun maid 
in Leith, chargeand all maner of perfonie to meit his r^^t at Cam- 
wmth the xxiiij day of the lame. Vpoun the quhilk day ihe laid regent 
pafl thairto, and fua tuik forder jornay vpoun Cliddildull, traiftand to 
haue gottin obedience t^ the HamiltoiuB. &c. &c. &c. 
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Wpoun die tudf day of Aprjde» the gw of God J™ v^ liiij seins, 
Marie quene drowriare of Scotland, moder to Marie quene of ScottH, 
wes inaug^urst in the andoritie, and maid r^ent in this realme be the 
thrie eAaittis of parliament haldin at Edinbuigh die lamTne day, be 
demiOiovn of James duke of ChatellBiault, erle of Airane, lord Hamil- 
toun, proteSiour and g'oyemour to the faid Marie quene of Scottis be 
tbe. fpaoe of zij ^ins of befoir. This inuignraUoun of the faid qnene 
regent wee maid be the J^d haill. thrie eftaittis, rather defyreing ane 
llranger to ring and empire over thame, than ane native ibottilman. 
For the qnlitlk diraiffioun maid be the laid dnik, hewvs difebai^t of all 
maner of thh^ intromettit wi& be him pertening to James the firfi [fifiii} 
king of the Scottii^ &der to Ae find Maria quene of Scottis, the tyme of 
his deceis } and alfe of alt maner of thingis vptane and intromettit with 
be the faid duke, pertenyng to the fiiid quene of Scottis induriiig hir 
niinoritie and les aiger afoir the day of the iud ronunciationn and di- 
miffioun. Efter the quhilk luauguratioun, die laid qnane regent maid 
Geoige erle of Huntlie ehancellar^ Gilbert erle of CMillis tbe&urar; con- 
tinewit Williams commendatare of Culrofs in the office of comptrollarie; 
Donald abbot of Cowpar wes maid keipar of the pririe £eil), and Danid 
bifchope of Roia continewit in the office of fecretarie. 

Wpoun the day of , the jeir of God foirlaid, George 

erle of Huntlie chancellar, wes be the procuratioun of Gilbert erle of 
CaOilliB thefaurar, for the flauchter of rmquhile M'Intofchie, com- 
mandit and put in captivitie and warde within the caftell of Edinburgh, 
quhurin he remanit ane certane Qiace, and wes delyuerit iiirtfa of the 
&id caftell be delyuerance of greit fowmes of money to the Jaid quene 
r^ent, and renunceing of his takkia quhilkis he hade of the erldome of 
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Murray, Rolls, Orknay, and tiie lordlchipe of Ardmanoch, in forouris 
of the cronn. 

In the moneth of Julij 1556* the Saii quene r^ent held jufUce airii 
in Innemes, and thairfra in Elgine, and thurfra in Ban^ and tbair- 
efter in Abirdene. 

In this fune tyme, Geoi^ erle (tf Catiinea heang dehdt in ihe fiud 
juftice air of Innemea, for committiDg- of diuerfe and maiufold foule and 
odious crymes, and accufit tfauribir, beeaus the ^d r^^^nt cnld not g«t 
ane rnfiifpeft affile to bim, he wts pnt in captiritie in the cafiell of In- 
nemee, and thairefter tran^rtit to Edinburgh cafiell, quhairin he r«- 
manit ane certane ^>ece, and thairefter vea put to friedome and librartie 
be ane great compofitioun of money. 

In all the tyme of thir airis, John maifler of Maxvell wes commandit 
in waird, Inmtymes in caflell Dingmll, fiimtym in Innemes, in Elg^n, 
and quhilii in Abirdene, quhlU he wes put to libertie vpoim cuttioun. 

In tihe moneth of O^ober, the aeir of God abonewrittin, Patrik erle 
of Bothuile, Ueutennent at Annand for danting of the thevia, deo^t. 

Vpoun the fecund day of OAober 1557, tfaair wet [ane]] anny orda- 
nit and preparit to couTene at Maxwelheueh, and to pas in lagland. 
And quhen the fud quene regent and the haill nofailitie conrenit, and 
nathing fufpe^t hot that Werk or Norhame fiild haue bene demolifled 
and caftin doun, and the great ordinance tranlportit owir Tweid for 
doing tburof, and mon&eur Doflell with ane certane Prenfche men 
of wearr reddie to execute the fud interpryfe, the laids haill nobilitie 
wo* repugnant thairto, and fliaUt thair jiud army, to the great dilplefonr 
of the £ud regoat, and Ifaame of this cuntrie. 

Vpoun the laft day of December, the ^eir of God ab(«ewrittin, the 
toun and fortalice of Calice wea win be tiie duke of Guyle, quhill^ haid 
bein baldin be the kingis of Ingland (com France be the fpace of ij^ 
geiris and mair. 
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u Vpoon the aucbt day of Februar, ihe getr of God abonereherfit, thair 
wes certane commiffionaria chofin be the thrie eftaittis of this realme, for 
treating and fetting furth of our fouerane ladieis manage in France with 
Francos dulphin thsirof, tuko fchipeburd, and b« great tempellifl purt 
of their fiJfaippiB perifcfaed in thair pailage. Off the quhilkis commiffion- 
aris thir ar the names, James archhifchope of Glafgow, Robert bifchope 
of Orknay, Gilbert erle of CaflUlis the&urar, George erie of Rothes, 
James commendatare of SanSandroia, James lord Fleming of Cummar- 
nald, George lord Seytoun, and Johne Erfkin of Dm ; and thairefter 
landit at Calice, and paft to Fareis. 

Vpoun the zxv day of Apryle 1558, Marie quene of Scotland wes 
marijt Tpoun Francis dulphin of Viennoyia, eldefl fone and air to Henrie 
king of France, with great magnificence, in the cttie of Pareis. 

Vpoun the penult day of September, the geir foiriaid, ane pairt of 
the commiiEonaris quhilk paft in fVance for treating of the quenis ma- 
nage, retumit and arryrit in Scotland, off the quhilkis the names fol- 
lowes, ym James archbifchope of Glalgow, James commendatare of 
San^androis, George lord Seytoun, and Johne Erikin of Drn ; hot Ro- 
bert .bifchope of Orknay, Gilbert erle of CaOUlis, George erle of Rothes 
and James lord Flemyng, deceilfit in France. It wes hevilie murmurit 
in this cuntrie, that the laids nobilmen wer poifonit in the faida purtis. 

Vponn the penult of Nouember, in the jeir abonewrittin, Marie 
quene r^ent ordanit ane parliament to be haldin in Edinburgh, quhair- 
intill it wes aggreit fullie amangis the thrie efiaitts of Uiis realme, that the 
croun of the (amyne fuld pas to France, harand this name, to be ane 
matiimoniall croun, and the dauphin to be crownit tfaairwith ; rnder 
conditioun gif the quenis grace deoeiffit without lawAiII airia of hir 
bodie, that he fould claim na fiirther richt tiuirto, but immediatelj dier 
hir deceis, &11 renunce all rycht quhilk be haid to th'e ^d matrimoniall 
croun, without any Airder impediment. 
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Vpoun the xiij daj of Aprjle I559i peace vea proclamit betuix Ing*- 
land aod Scotland, aod the forth of Ef mouth ordanit to be caffin doun. 

Vpouothefourtenedayof Juiiij,th63eirofGodabonereheHit,the6Iack 
and Graj Freris of Ediobui^h wer demoliiTed and caftin douD aluterlie, 
and all the chepellis and colitis about the laid burgh with thur sairda 
wer in lykwyiTe diftrojit ; and the images and altaris of San^eilia kirk 
dlilrojit and brint, bot [be] the erlie of Ergjle and Glencame, the pr jour a. » 
of Sanftandrois and lord Ruthven^ callit the congregatioun ; and the 
quene regent, not content of thir proceidingis, depairtit to Dunbar. 

In all this tyme, all kirkmennia goodis and geir wer fpoulgeit and 
reft fra thame, in euerie place qubair the lamjne cidd be apprehendit ; 
for euerie man for the maifk pairt that culd get any thing pertenyng to 
any kirkmen, thocht the fiune as wele won geir. 

Vpoun the 21 daj of Julij, the seir abonereherfi^ Jamee commen- 
datare of SanSandrois and Alexander erle of Glencame, with thair 
afldfiarts callit the congregatloun, pf£ from Edinburgh to Halyrudhous, 
and thair tuik and intrometdt with the imia of the cungehouB, and 
brocht the fame to the faid burgh of Edinburgh* to the laid priour of 
Sandandrois lugelng being thairin ; the faid quene re^nt being in Dun? 
har, accumpanjit with Jamea duke of Chattellaralt, George erle of 
Huntlie, James erle of Bothuile, my lordia of Home> g^ifier, Borthwick 
and Leringftoun, with diuerfe Ttheria barronia, heiring of the ^da pro- 
ceedinga, wes gretumlie annoyit thairat. 

And thairfoir vpoan the xxiiij day of the fiiid moneth, the erilia and 
lords foirfuds, accumpviyit with monlleur Doflell and certane Frenche- 
men his foul^ourist and Ttheria barronie and gentilmen, to the nowmer 
of J^ men or thurby, come from Dunbar to X«ith, quhair it fuld 
haoe bene fouchin betuiz thame and the Ihids lords of the congrega- 
tioun, war not thait wes ane appointment mud betuix thame, that the 
tuda lori^ of the congre^tioun fould incontinent dilpatch thame of 
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Edinburgh. And fua thaj did ; and the iaid quene come to Eldinbut^ 
vpoun the xxviij day of the faid moneth tbairefter. 

Vpoun the nyntene day of September, in the geir of God foirfaid, 
the quenis grace regent and monfieur Doflel), fearing the fude hsrda of 
the congr^atioun, oauiit caft and forth Leitii to ane greit flrenth, and 
vi6luall the famin to ane greit derth. 

Vpoun the zxiiij daj of the faid moneth, Uie geir of God «bone- 
writtin, the bifchope of Amiaace and Monfieur La Brofche, accumpa- 
nyit with Tiij*^ men of weare, come furth of France, and landit in lirith. 

Vpoun the xxviij day of the faid moneth, James Hamiltoun, eld^ 
fone to James duke of Chattellaralt, come furth of France, throw 
Ingland to Scotland. EfUr his cuming, my lord duke his &ther af^ 
fiflit to the &idB lords of Qtbe] congT^;atioun, and lefl the quene re^nt. 
fb. 9S. b. Vpoun the zviij day of the moneth of October, in the geir foirfaid, 
the lordis of the congr^atioun come to the burgh of Edinburgh, ae- 
cumpanijt with vij"' men, purpofing to feige LeiA. And the ^d 
quene Regent, accumpanyit with Monfieur Doflell, the bifchope of 
Amianee, Monfieur La Brofche, Johne archbiTchope of San^ndros, 
James archbifchope of Glafgow, George bifchope of Duukeld and 
George Lord Seytouu, paft the fiunyne day from Halyrudbous to Leitb. 

And Tpoun the lall day of 06tober io the faid jeir, the laird of Or- 
mefloun in Louthian being in Berwik, with certane gold to faawe fiimeift 
the lordis of the congregatioun thairwith, wea tane be Junes Erie <^ 
Bothuile, and in bis taking was ewill hurt, and the faid gold tane from him. 

Vpoun the firft day of November, the ^eir of God foirfaid, the Frenche 
men of weare being in Leitb, ifchit furdi of the fiune to haue tane tic- 
tuallis. And the lor^s of the congregatioun i&hit furth of Edin- 
burgh with their men of weare and artuljerie,' and fiellit the fame abone 
the querrell hoilis at the abbey, and fchote thairwith fra the momyng 
quhill none at the faid toun of Leitb. At none, the faid FrendluuMi 
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come Airth of Leith to die nowmer of ij^ men, and cam maifterfiiUie 
on the fiuds lords of the congregatioun, quhar thaj ver flandaDd at 
the {aid wtulgerie» quha at thair cumlng fled to EdiDburgh, quha fol- 
lowit on thame quhill thaj come to Edinhur^h portis i and thurefter 
returnit agane» and tuik the faid aitailgerie to the laid toun of Leith, to 
thair aduer&nes grdt rebuik. In the fud FreDchemens cuming vp the 
Canno^it, thej fpoulseit and flev all maner of perfonis that thaj cnld 
apprehend. 

ypoun the &myne day, James lord Arrane, willing to haue ane 
amendu rpoun James erle Bothuile for the taking of the gold foirlaid 
fra the faid laird Ormeftoun in maner foiriaid, paft from Edinburgh to 
Crichtoun; and at thair euming thairto, James erle Bothuile being 
afoir aduerteifi efchewit ; and becaus thaj culd not ^prehend him, thaj 
ipouljeit the faid place of Crychtouu of the innumerable fubftance being 
thairintiU. Itua done, thaj returnit to Edinburgh. 

Vpoun the iext day of the laid rooneth, the laid Frenchmen ifdut iiirth 
of Leith to haue berijt Bruntftoun. The lor^ of the congregatioun 
being aduertift tbairof, come fhrth of Edinburgh vpoun thame, and 
met thame at Reftalrig. It' was crwellie IktrmiOit be the fpace of thrie 
houiis continwalljr, quhill at the laft the futemen of the laid congr^;a> 
tbun, nocht fnpporUt be thair horiinen as thaj fuld haue bene, wercon- 
ftrainit to flie to EdJiUmrgb. In this flurmeis was flane xxv perfonis of fi>- m. 
the congregatioun, and of thame tane j^ xvj perfonia, and led captives 
to Leith i and on the vther fyid, few or nane flane or tane. 

In the lame nycht» the iaids lordis <^ Uie congr^^tioun departit 
from Edinburgh to Linlithqw, and left thur artailgerie ftandand woid 
vpoun Edinburgh caUay, and the fud toun in ppint of defini£Hon. 
Johne lord Erfkin, ci^tane of the cafiell of the Jaid burgh, cauGt im- 
bring Uke fiud artailserie in the faid caftell. 

Vppun the fevint day of the faid moneth of October, the laid queue 
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r^ent and FrencbmeD, thiukand be the depairtonr of Uiair enemies na 
les Ti£iorie fallen to thame as if thaj haid win the laid burgh be force, 
enterit in the famyne, and ludgeit lex anfensiea thEurina to the grett in- 
quietnes of the inhabitantis thairof. 

It is heir to be notit, that befoir this tyme thair wes oeuer ane ftrao- 
ger men of weare lugeit in the laid burgh. 

Vpoun the xxiilj day of December, the ^eir of God ahonewntten, 
quhilk wes ^ule evin, the ftuds Frcnche men paft IVom Edinbur^ to 
Striueling be land ; and thaireder come on the north fyid of Forth to 
Bruntyland and Kingorne, fpoul^eing the lamjne, pnrpofing to haue 
gone to Sao^androis. 

Vpoun the ig of Januar, the ^eir foiriaid} ane gentill man caUit Mar- 
teia, crownar of the haill Frenchemen, arryrit in Leith faavin. 

In the nixt nicht thairefter, certane perfonis in Leith of the congre* 
gatioun paft to the raid of Leith, and thair reft away the Ichipe that the 
liud crownar arryrit in, quhairin wes the laid crownans haill deithing*, 
hor& and armour. The principall taker of this fchippe wes Andro 
Sandes, than induellar in Leith. 

Vpoun the xziiij day of Januar foirlaid^ thair arryrit in the mornyng 
aucht greit fchippeB of Ingland in the raid of Leith, and in thair arryr- 
ing thaj tuik capitaue James CuUane and capitane Famy* lieutennent to 
capitane Firroit, being in ane pink ; and alfe ane rther Ichipe calUt the 
Hoy, quhilkia wer to pas in Fyff with mviutioun to fumds the Frenche 
campt, being thair, as is befoir writtin. And the famyne day the 
Frenchmen feand the fudis Inglls Iiifaippes anyvand in the ftud nud, 
left thair firft purpois, and retumit agane to Striueling } and in thair 
retumeing thairto, the congregatioun paft befoir them all the way, and 
left na ri^tuallis to thame be the fame, quhilk cau&t the faids FVenche- 
men to fufiene greit hungar and penuritie of ri^uallia ; and alfe the 
fitid coDgr^atioun cuttit the brig of Tillibodie to the effeS that the laid 
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fVendie camp fltould haue na paffiige throw the lame. And tbe laid 
Prenchemen, to get one waj to pas orir the laid watter, tuik doim. the 
timber of the TulUbodie kirk, and ane fure paffage owir the laid brig; 
and fua thaj come to Striueling Tpoun the xxriij ds^ of the laid monetfa* 
at evin. ■ , ■ , '. , ..^ 

Vpoun the xxiij d^ of Februar in the gMr foirfaid, ' the pr^our of 
San^bandroiB, Fatrik Lord Rnthvene* William Maitland younger of Le> 
thingtoun, Schir Johne Wifchart of Httarro knycht and Mr Henrie BaU ■ 
naret of Hal^airdia, as commiffionaris for the congregatioiui« fchipit at 
Httinweme, accumpanyit with rij IngUfcbe firbippis, and paft thairfra to 
the toun of Berwik, and quhair tliaj landit vpoun the xxiiij daj of the laid 
moneth. Johne maifter of Maxwell come thair to thame to mak ane 
band and confiderationn with the quene of Ingland and her peipill, ac. 
o(»xling to the bond maid betuix France and ScotUnd. The malung of 
this band waa to obtene armj out of Ingland to put away the Frenche- 
men out of duB reahne, quhilkis wer than doand greit harme in the 
lame* and for cauB of religioun. It wes almoft done. 

Vpoun the xr day of March, the geir of Ood abonewrittinj the hull 
Frenchemen quhilk wer in Striueling paft to Gla%ow, and thur chacit 
the congregatioun fiirth of the lame, and remaynit thair tua nichti^ 
and then come to Linlithqw, qubur thaj lay wufiand and deftroyand 
the porer peopill thairabout^ Tnto tiie zxrij day of the £ud moneth. 
In thur paffing to Glaigow, and retumeing thurfra, tfaaj herijt and 
^oulgrat all the cuntrey quhair thair paflage lay. It wee alliia deryfit 
anungiB thame to pas to Hamiltoun for diftru£ttoun thairof ; but the 
rumour raile of the fuddane incuming of the Inglis army, quhilk llayit 
thair purpois. 

Vpoon the fiud xxrij day of March 1£60, the French army being in 
Ijnltthqw, rud ane forray about the lame be the fpace. ctf t mylifl, and 
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brocht to Luth all the cattell, horfis and rther gwt that thaj mjcht 
apprehend** to the great diilrudtioun of the cuntrej. 
. Vpoun the penult day of the Dud moneth in the laid geir, the IngliB 
army come in Scottis grouad for iupport of the lordis of the coo* 
gregatioun, to the nowmer t^ fiitemen, and ij^ licht horlken and 
demilancee. The lieutennent generall to thame wee the Lord Gray of 
England i die capitane of the demilances wes Schir George Howard ; 
1. 100. the capitane of the licht horfmen, Schir Harie Fiurlay, and the capitane 
of the haill fiitemen wes fchir James Croftis capitane of Berwick ; thig 
come thairfra to Frefloun. 

Vpoun the firft day of Apryle the jeir of God abonementionat, Marie 
queue regent paft from Halynidhous to the caftell of Edinbur^ thair 
to remayne induring the feige following, accnnqianyit with Johne 
archbifchope of San^androis, the bifchopes of Dunkell and Dunblane. 
The commendatare of Halynidhous, the archbifchope of Glalgor and 
George lord Seytoun> pafi to Leith with monfieur Dofiellf La- 
brofche, the compt Martis and the bifchope of Amiance, and thair re- 
manit the haill tyme of the feige thairof. 

Vpoun the rj day of Apryte foirfaid, in the ^eir afoir writtin, the 
Inglifinen raifit thair army uid camp fra Frefioun, and came in ordonr 
of weir to Reftalrig ; quhair at thair ciuDisg, with die Scottis arii^t 
quhilkis wer of the nowmer of iij"^ horfmen, it wes crwellie Jkiimiffit 
betuix the hagbutaris of the French and Inglifmen. The laid Frenchmen 
were flandand or the Inglifmen cuming, at the Halkhill in four arraytt 
cumpanyis ; and thair made great debait be the fpace of ane hour> quhifl 
at laft the fiiid Frenfchemen, owerfett with the Inglis and Scottis hozf- 
men^ reteirit to Leith, quhiur in thair paffing thairto thair wer ilane of 
thame xl, and of thame tane j*^ or thairby ; and of Ingliimen twa ilane 
and jindrie hxat. And this done the Inglifmen campit about the kirk 
of Refialrig and place thairof, and caft thair trinfchis. 
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Vpoun tite Tij daj of tbe MA monetfa, the {aids Inglifinen landit

Vpoun the Dmiyne day at 
nidiU the caflell of Blaknes wea tane he the fchireff of Linlithqw.

Inperintendante commiflionara of cuntriea, mlniftaris and eldaris, fall call 
befoir tjiame at appoitttit dayes all notorious offendaris within thair jurif- a. 117. 
di6ttotti8, fie as murthoreris and aflifiariB of murthoreri^ adulteraris, 
fumicatouris, roberis of the patrimonie of the kirk or Tther menis pof- 
Teffionns, and ficlyk Tthens [criminal] perfonis in all eftaitts, beginand 
at the minifterie and nobilitie, and la procwdiog to all rtheria, that 
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wkkitnea and fnch hjnoiu crpiea tiut offsudii the niAJ^ta of God 
may be purgit fiirth of this cuntrie. Aad fpedsUi^ that it nwj be 
knowin that miniftaris quha aucht be good exempeU alfoeill be doGtntM 
as Ijfi, to proTok Ttherii to godiie ooaverlatiouii be not exetmit, hot 
rrtfaer firft tayit, it is thocht neceflar that all fuperintendanti and com- 
nuffio&aro of cuntries tak diligent inquifitioun of the Ijfs of all mtnif- 
taris* exh<HrtaTi8, and reidaris, quhat &ltis iaibe fimd, fereur oorroftione 
to follow thairvpone, according to die natur of the crpne. And incaioe 
miniflaris fould conceall thair awin imperfedionis, that all men be re- 
qnyrit to declair ^to^ the fuperintendantia and the commiffionaiis tbv 
Tjces that thaj knaw to be in tfaame. And in lykwBjes, becaus ia the 
reibrmatioun of the nobilitie conlifiia the cheiff exampiU of the haiU 
ctintrie, we craTe nocht onlie [a generaT] rrforautioiui <^ fuch in^wr- 
ft^ouna as ar in thame> but bIb that [fucbj it<m as in particular jSilbe 
gerin to thsme be amendit ; fie a« that thaj be reformit in the wrangons 
vfing of the patrimonie of the kirk, ^>pljing the fame to their particular 
rfe, to the hurt of the minifierie, the icullia, and poore. And that 
the Gommonis [may be eafed] be thame, baith in paying of their teisds 
and Ttheris dewties, in refpe^ of thair great pooertie } and that tlug 
may amend thair great negligence in tymes pa% in puneilfing of rycee 
throchout this haiU realme, ficlyk as infefi, adulterie, bloodfchedii^ 
and forcerie» &c. ; and that thair may be notabill perlbnis deput with 
oommiffionaris for that eSe€t to execute the tame ; and that fie as haue 
reflauit [coDUDifii<m] alreadie^ to be chai^t to proceid thairin, and th^ 
the aStis of parliament and coun&illia maid agania the brekaris of the 
Sabbath day [may be likewife] execute. Onto the quhilk heids coiUenit 
in thiB article* we defyre my lord regents grace [and counfell] to aggnot 
and to authorife the &me. Secundlie, aa concemyng the papiflk that 
be in this ctmtrie sit remanyng, that thaj without all exceptionia of 
peribnis grit or finall CJbe chargit, aliueill be the conlall as minifierie. 
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fo oompeir at eertane dayes, «s &U>e sppoyntk, [before foch u the HA 
and couuli^ fliaU appoint] to giue conieilioua of tiiair &itli, acoordmg 
to the v&a of parliamait, and [fiich as hare] nodit reoantit, to mak 
thair publi6l; recaatationia j and tiiaj hat ar ezeommunicat £or that 
cans, to raderlj 6e iDJimd:iouns as iaibe lud to thair diui^e ; and gif 
any of tiiame feilSiea hMrin, their haill gmis and geir to be confifcat, a. 117. b- 
Kod thame MfBa bawft off the cnntrie ; and thaj that ar [beneficed] 
peifoaiei thair benefioea to waik and to be difponit to qualifeit pea-ibnis ; 
and if thaj (being' deoemit to be banifl) be fundin IteireAer in the con- 
trie, it &lbe hfam to all At fuhjeAis in tiiia realme to invaid tlmme, 
and euerie aue of tham^ to the deith, as enemies to Grod, the king, the 
kirk, and the eominoun vcill of the realme ; and that fie as be convid 
be the law alreadie. or ma^ be eonriit, be execute with all rigvur j 
and all Ttheris Uut be excoaimunicat ior onj rther crjme or o£^ioe, 
mbe aa^it lykwajes to particular djatis, to latiffie the kirk* or cdi to 
iucure the lyk pania and punifinent as is befoir fpecifeit ; and that thi^ 
^t refHts and manteius tiume^ [if after due admonition thej defift not 
from their company] ialbe haldin partakaris with &ame, and be eomptit 
in the rai^ of papifKe to be punift in fonblable maner. 

And Atrder, we defyre .[ths^] the a£fc <^ parliam«it be piit to execK- 
tioun, that nane be admittit to public offices of counlaU, feffioun> or 
Ttherwayis, that ar knawin to be papiftis, or mantenearis or &uorari8 
of papiffis. AUb, becaus thair is mels [faid] in c«:iaiie jdaoes of tlus 
ountrie, as in auld Abirdene, Z>unkeld« Fafiay, Eiglingtoune, that thair 
be a fpeciall day affignit, to afiemble all the proft^niris of the rali- 
g^one In pleoes nhtt adjacent to the [Iraiuidis] quhair the fiiid ntflin ar 
tS^ for appffeb«iding of the me& layaria ; and alio the heiraria to 
vuderly the law. Lykwayea, incailB this p^eat {diuifionne] tak fiun 
aggrementand conoord» Aat n^ie be comprebendit thurin hot £c aifidbe 
obleift for the mantenance of tbe EcAigioun agaius the enenMaa thunrf'. 
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Attour, that all fuch perfonis, a« haue (fen the refonuatioun b^an) 
foclit from the paip biUia or benefices, falbe haJdin as papiftis, and 
pvnift thairfoir, conforme to the ajSt of parliament ; and that all pro* 
feflburia of the religioun baring benefices, and able to preitcb, may be 
chuipt to [to do] tfaur office, feing that it is not reflbnable that thaj 
tak Tp the leiving, and remayne ydill. Thirdly, for refifttng of the 
papiitis of forane cuntriea, alfweill within [as vithout] that my lord 
r^ents grace and nobilitie fall cans luch ordour, that ane 1^ and 
confederacie be maid with our nychtbouris of logland, and vther ciin- 
tries reformit and profellihg the trew reltpoun, that we and thi^ be 
joynit togidder in mutuall amitie, and focietie, to fupport euerie ane 
vther, quhenfoeuer tyme or occafioim Ikll feme for mantenance of 
religioun, and relating of the enemies thairof. Lykas, that ane foleiup- 
nit band and aith may be maid be aUJ,hame that be profeiTouris of the 
erangell within this realme, to joine thamefelffis togidder, and be reddie 
at [all occafions] for refilling the enemies foirCtids. And gif any beis 
f . 118. ^d negligent thairin, he fidbe baldin for ane falfe.broder, and excom> 
municatioun to proceid agans him. 

Wpoun the 19, SO, 21, 2i, and S3 dayes of Nouember, the nobOitie 
wnderwrittin convenit in Edinburgh, and chefit and elegit James erle 
«f Mortoun r^ent. Thay ar to lay, the erllis Angus, Glencame, Caf- 
Jillis, Crawfurd, Buchane, Montrois, lordis Ruthven, Glammis, lindlay, 
Maxrell, Simpill, Borthuik, Louitt, ^efter, Cathcart, prelattis, bifchopis, 
Mr Johne Dowglas of Sandhindrois, abbot of Arhrothe, Geoi^ Dow- 
glas, Orknay, abbot of Dunfermling. 

Wpoun the zxiiij day, the faid erle of Mortoun wes be oppin [procla- 
matioun] at the mercat croce of Edinbui^h, publid; ri^ent of this realme. 
: The fame day, Johne Knox minifter deceiffit in Edinburgh, quha hu^ 
as wes allegit, the maift pairt of the wyt of all &e cummeris in Scotland 
&n the flauchter of viiiqulule the cardinalK 
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In tliis mene tpue wee ane grtAt fetrlie in Montrois. Be the fpace of 
lex hoiiria, tiie waiter thairof wes dry in the fey, and during the quhilk 
Ipace the peopill paft within the laid fey, and got findrie fifcbes ; and 
efter the quhilk fpace, the peopill on the &ads perfewand the wattir as 
ane popill pitt, fra the quhilk thaj fled to land, and fyne it wes fey 
agane fiiddenlie, and neuer nane pereift heirinto. Als thair wes ane 
hill callit quhilk brint be the laid fpace ; men rydaad be the 

way, the menis and coillis [taiUs ?] of thair horffis brunt, ^e the wands of 
thair hands brint } pure men palTand on the way, the flalfis in thair hands 
brint, and quhen thaj wald dicht of the fyre thairof, it wald entres agane. 

Vpoun the firil day of Nouember, anie parliament proclamit at the 
mercat croce of Edinburgh, to be haldin in the tolbuith of the &id burgh 
tJie XT day of Januar nixtocum. 

Wpoun the fyft day, ane new abftinenee proclamit at the mercat croce 
oS Edinbui^h, to indure quhill Monday nizt at xij houris, quhill the 
nobilitie wer better confultit on ane langer abftinenee. 

Wpoun the riij day> ane new abftinenee proclamit at the mercat croce 
of Edinburght to indure in the lame force and effe^ as the firft, quhill 
the firft day of Januar nixtocum, at fex bouris in the momyng. 

Vpoun the zj day, Mr Killingrawe, Inglifman, ambaflatour [^fra] the 
queue of Ingland, paft of Edinburgh to Berwik towartis Londoun. 

Wpone the xx day, Mr Killingrave come out of Ingland to the buigh 
of Edinburgh. 

; In this mene tyme, James erle of Mortoun regent lay deidlie feik of 
rumburflanes, and,war nocht he wes cuttit he haid loft the lyff ; his grace 
wes lugett in Williame Craikis IiJ^ing, on the fouth fyid of the trone 
in Edinbuigh. 

Wpoun the xxij day, thair n^ee ane prpclamatioun at the mercat croce 
of Edinburgh, makand mentioun of the great truhles that haid incurrit 
jn tymes bygane on the inhabltaris in Edinburgh, and .of greit fknith 
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fo. H8. b. thaj haid fullenit tliairthrow, 017 lord regents grace nather willing him- 
felf to be inftrumeDt of weir, bot rather the flopper and doun thrower 
of iniquitte *, thairfoir chargeiog alt and findrie our fouerane lords \ie^, 
alfueill men of weir as anj rtfaer, that nane tuik vpoun hand nather befoir 
the fiirtb palling of the abftinence, [nor] thairefter, to moleft, truble or in- 
vaid be any maner of xny, the burgeflis and craftifmen or any vther that 
remanit in the toun of Edinburgh induring the foirfaid trublis, aitber in 
body or gooda, mder the pane of deid, quhilk fuld be execute with all 
rigour on the contemnarls heirof. It wes lud that my lord Lindlay, 
being chofin proreft of Edinburgh, wes the inftrument of this proclama- 
tioun, and wald onnawayis accept the fame office without thaj quha 
remanit in Edinburgh wer re^uit in fauouris, to the effe^ be may 
obtene all thiur farouria. 

Wpoun the xxviij day, Mr Killingraw paft of Edinburgh, to Qieik 
the erllis of Huntlie and lords of the quenis a^tioun for maJr abftinence, 
quhilk tbaj ratifeit, bot the r^ent wald nodit without the delyverance 
oftbecaftell. 

Induring the tyme of the abftinence, the burgefiiB and craftis quha 
remanit in Edinburgh fen Uie b^yning of the cummerts, alfueill tbaj 
that paft out of lait to Leith or ony vther peurt, as thaj quha remanit 
all the tyme, wer compellit to recant oppinlie in the kirk in the tyme 
of preitching, and find fouertie to mderly the law. 

Wpoun 3ule day, the xzr day of December, the toun of Edinburg^i 
begane to big thair fortreflis of diffet and mik, betuix the thevis hoill 
and Bella wynd tua eln thick, and on the gait betnix the auld tolbuyth 
and the vther fyid <tf the gait tua fpeir heicht, and of the lame tbidknes, 
for ftoping of the caftell. 

Wpoun &e xxrij day, Mr KUlingraw come to Edinburgh out of 



Wpoun the zzix day ef Deoember, a^itaas Home aod Aikman, with 
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thair bands of fiiddurtia, changit thair gairdhoiu fira the kirk of Saii&- 
geill to the caflell htU, capitanis Crawfiird and Lambie to the Weft 
Port, to that effe£i the fuddartis of the caftell fuld nocht ifche to get 
anj" neceflaris. It wes fatd the caftell wes verie fcant of waiter. 

Wpoun the firft day of Januaf, at fez hourie in the mornyng, thair 
veB ane peice of ordinance fchot of the cafl«ll wall, in warning that 
trewis wes outrune and gevin vp. 

Wpoun the lecund day, being Fryday, thair wes aoe greit fifche 
mercat, fra the Freir wynd heid to Nydries wynd heid, on baith fyda 
of the gait ; off the qufailk the caftell got ane licht, and fchot fex fchot 
of cannoun doun the gait, be the quhilk as god wald thair wes nane 
-flane hot ane, and mony hurt ; bot throw the fur of the faid bullats the 
fifchee wes blawin athort the gait, and fklaittis in lie abundance as wes 
merrelous to fie. 

The lamyn day Mr KiUingraw paft of Edinbur^ to Beniik. 

Wpoun the tent day, the liud Mr KiUingraw couie fra Beniik, and ta. U9. 
brocht with him L."' lib. to fie men of weir for fort^eying of the 
kings gracis a6Uoun. 

Wpoun the &id day, Mr James Balfour perfoun of Flilk and pryour 
of Pettinvene, wes be oppiu proclamatioun at the mercat croce of Edin- 
burgh relazit fra the home, and reftorit to all hU rowmes and bounds, 
t<^dder with findrie vtheris his freinds ; quha efter the fame come out 
of the callelt, and depurtit ovir the watter without any impediment. 

Wpoun the xij day, ane proclamatioun ovir the caflell wall be ane 
herauld ; firft, commandand all and findrie the quenis gracia trew fub- 
jeStie, wyffis and bamis, to pas out of the toun, or als to hald thame 
by the gait ; ficlyk commandand and chai^eand hir gracis rebellis and 
tratouris, to depas thame out of the toun betuix this and the xv of 
this inflant, wnder the hieft pane and chairge that efter may follow ; 
ficlyk commandand and ohargeand James erle of Mortoun, as thaj al- 
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legit pretendit regent, Mr James Balfour, Gilbert Balibor, to compeir 
in tbe caftell of Edinbui^h the xr day, Tnder the pane of rebelUoun 
and putting* of thame to the home. 

Wpoun the xiij day, Archibald erle of AngUB, Archibald erie of 
Ergyle, erllis Caili]lie, Glencame, Montroifs, the lords Boyd, Maxwell, 
Simpill, Ruthvene and Lome, and fcbir James Hamiltoun, come to 
Edinburgh to tbe parliament. 

Wpoun the zrij day, the nobilitie with my lord regent paft throw 
San£lgeillis kirk, at ane entres maid throw the tolbuyih wall, to the 
laigh counfall houa of the toun on the weft fyid of the tolbuyth, and 
thair cbeifi tbe lordia of the articles, uid retumit tbe fame way ; the 
erle of Angus bure the croun, the erle of Ergjle the fceptour, and 
the erle of Mortoun the fword of honour; tfair jewallis wer maid 
of brace, and doubiU oui^lt with gold, becaus the principall jewellia 
wer in the caftell of Edinburgh and mycbt not be haid. 

The famin day, it wes comatandit be oppin proclamatioun, that nane 
fould moleft nor invaid ane Tther induring the parliament, vnder the 
pane of deid ; bot in the mene tyme tbe caflell Icbot continewallie. 

Wpoun the xxTJ, Mr James Kirkcaldie, brother to the capitane of 
' the caftell of Edinburgh, come out of France and landit at the Blaknes, 
quha bTocht with htm L"^ double douccattis, quhilk wes the quenis 
gracis drowarie in France. 

The laid day, the faid lord r^^t and nobilitie pafl the fame way- 
throw the kirk to the tolbuyUi, without herauld or trampetour ; the 
erle of Angus bure the croun, the erle of Ergyle the fceptour, and the 
erle of Montroils the fword of honour ; and remanit in the laid coun- 
lall hous the Ipace of thrie houris, and ratifeit all thingis fen the corro- 
natioun of the king be his regentis and nobilitie in bis name. 

Wpoun the xxrij day, the laird of Carmichall, togidder with capitane 
XAmbie, togidder with Ix horfmen and als mony fiitemen, paft of Ediir- 
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bai^ to the Blaknes ; quhilk fuld haue bene randerit to thame efter 
thair cuming, bot throw chance the defendaris wer rigilant and gaif 
nocfat credit to the watchmen. It wee all^t that Gilbert Balfour, bro- fb. lis. b. 
der to the perfoun of Flifk, liild haue diflauit the fame. 

In this mene t^e wea greit diftru&ioun of all biging^ neirefl the 
caflelU in all purtis, and mair Ikaith done to the bigingiB thurabout nor 
any ikaith that wes done the tyme Qf the troubBs. 

Wpone the third day of Februar, being fidterinfevin, the caflell of 
Blaknes wes randerit, and the monj foirlkidi to the regent, and all die 
writting the laid Mr James brocht out of France, on this conditioun ; the 
iaid Mr James to remajne thairin in wiurd quhill the r^ent wer farther 
adwyfit ; the capitane to remayne c^itane thairof, finding fouertie to 
be ane trew fubje£l to the king. 

This mony ^eir befoir, fafterinfevin wes fendill fene fidl on this day 
efter CandUmes day» and it fail not abill be &ne in our dayes. 

Wpoune the £erin day> the men of the caftell ilchit and brunt the 
mane bame and Sandlgeillis kii^ and fi^ot continwallie enduring die 
fyre, that nane fuld red nor flope the lamin. 

Wpoun the viij day, the capitane of Blaknes come to Edinbui^ to 
find hU fouertie to the recent ; and he being thair, Mr James Kirk- 
caldie tryftit fex fuddartia to tak his pairt in defending of him and the 
laid hous, and thaj fuld want nathing quha alTentit ; and armit thame 
incontinent and come to the hall, qutudr thaj tuik Mr James Stewart, 
brother to the lUd capitane* and all the laif his partakaris, .and pat 
thame all in ijrmes ; and ala tuik the haill wemen in ane places and pat 
thame in ane lockit houfl» to the effed na fcry fould arryle -, thairefter 
thaj lap on horls, and paft Tp and doun the cuntrie, and requirit vi£tti- 
allis to capitane Lambie for payment, or els he wald come and tak the 
liune perforce. The pure of the cuntrie wes feirit at his delyre, becaus 
the faid o^itane wes ane tirrane, and come to the caftell with xriij beid 
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of nolt, and tijne pokkis meill and malt. Bot quhen tliaj come tbaj 
•vfer not fnfferit' to pas furth, bot keiptt quiet for feiriog. At eria, 
Archibald Stewart, capitane, come out of Edinburgh to the laid caftell, 
knawing- natbing ; and quhen he wes enteiit, he wes tane and laid 
In the iymes. Then the trarellaris foirfaids and wemen wes put out 
of the place. 

The fame nycbt come out of Ha4ingtoun to the faid caftell xviij fud- 
dartii to thair defence. This being done, the faid Mr James gawe 
amanga the luddartis ij'" pundis. 

Wpoun the xj day, the laid Mr James his wyff come to him out of 
ft. 120. Edmbur^, and efter lang talking, tuik hir letf ; and defyrit bim with 
his luddmtis to convoy hir, becaus capitane Lambie wes ane attending 
hir, and wald ipoul^ie hir ; quhilk he did, and returning agane, culd 
haue na entres, bot wes fteikit to the doore be him in quhome he lip- 
pinit maift in. And incontinent the faid capitane Lambie come, and tuik 
the faid Mr James and all his fuddartis to Linlithgow. It is faid that 
this wes done throw the policie of his {aid wyff. 

Wpoun the xij day, the laid Mr James Kirkcaldie wes tranfportit out 
of Linlithgow to Edinburgh with fyre fuddartis, to the regentia lugeing 
at the trone. 

The laid day, the fiiddartis of the caftell of Edinburgh ilchit, and fet 
in fyre fum bouilia vnder the wall, quhilk bappitfra bous to bous throw 
the miufierie of ane grit wynd, and come eift the gait to Befs wynd at 
the kirk end of San£):geill ; quhilk laftit qnhill [fra] viij houris qubill tua 
in the mornyng, throw the quhilk wes meikill malt and heir dlllroyit in 
killis and bamis. Thair wca nane that preift to red the famyne bot the 
toun men. The fuddartis left thair trinfches, and fpoul^eit the houflia, 
and pure folk that wes carijt fra hous to bous for iaifgard of the fame. 

Wpoun the xiij day of Fehruar, the fuddartis of the laid caftell ifchit 
and come throw the trinfches to the butter trone, neuer ane fuddart 
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being tbairin» and fyrit baith the fyddis of the gait ; bot throw the grace 
of god the ikme wes lone red, and thiy chailit to the &id cafleU. F«r 
this calls wea ane proclamatioun maid, that ^1 thak houiliBfuldbetirrit, 
and all hedder ftakis to be tranfportit at thair avrine bounds and brunt ; 
imd ilk man in Edinburgh to haue hii lumes full of watter in the njnt 
[nycht,^ wnder the pane of deid. 

Wpoun the xiiij da^, Archibald erle of Ergyle, Johne lord Bojd, 
Robert abbot of Dunfermling, and Johne Bannatjue of Auchnoule 
knycht, juflice dark, conuniflionaris for the kingis grace and re^entt paft 
of Edinburgh to Pearth, to commoun with the lordia of the quenia 
fa6tiouD. 

Wpoun the zrj da^* mj lord r^nt paft of Edinbo^h to Dalkeith, 
and tuik with him Mr Jamee Kirkcaldie, quhair he wes deteinit captiae ; 
and the ftud nycht the r^^t returoit to Edinburgh 

The bxayae day, Schir Williame Kirkcaldie of Grang knycht, capi- 
tane of the caftell of Edinburgh, wes put to the home at the croce 
of Edinburgh. 

The lame day, lord Johne Hamiltoun abbot of Arbroath, paft be the 
quenis ferrie to Perth to the couTentioun, quhair or his cuming wes the 
erle of Huntlie ; qubur it wes condudit and aggreit in this manner fol- 
lowing, and that my lord r^ent and lord Huntlie fiild meit and ratifie 
the lame. The tennour of the articles foUowes. 



In this mene tyme, Adame of Gordoun come on the nycht on my &. im. b 
lord Louitt, and maifier of Forbes, to^dder with Malcolme Tofche in 
Alnrdene, quha wes to the nowmer of iiij^ men } quha fled thairof, end 
grit flauchter of baith fydis. The fiud Adame wes haldin ane Talgeand 
man of weir. 

Wpoun the xriij day, my lord regent paft of Edinburgh to Abirdonr, 
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quhair mj lord Huntlie met him, and confirmit all the luds articles 
foirfaids, and ordanit all the nobtlitie of Scotland to convene in Edin- 
bui^h the XT of March nixtocum. 

Wpoun the penult day, my lord r^nt come to Edinhui^ fra this 
commnnicatioun, and mj lord Huntlie wes haiffit hame to ftajr his 
broder. 

Wpoun the lafi daj, Mr Killingraw, ambaflatour foirfaid for the quene 
of Ingland, pafi to the caftell of Edinburgh with the faidis articles, and 
defyrit the deteineris of the f^d caflell to confirme and ratifie the fiune ; 
quha wald nocbt without the king of France comnumd, and the quenia 
grace now prefent captiue in Ingland. 

Wpoun the xrj day of March, my lord regent paft of Edinburgh to 
the abbay of Halyrudhous, thairia to remayne. 

Wpoun the firft day of Apryle, certane wricbtea come out of Ingland 
to Leith, to prepair and mak gabiouns reddle to the cuming of ane 
armie and artailserie out of Ingland, for afliiiging of the caftell. 

Wpoun the fourt day of Apryle, ane abilinence tane betuix the re- 
gent and the caftell of Edinbuig;h, quhill the nynt of the Iiud monetii, to 
that eSeGt that intercommouning mychi be haid in hope of peax. 

The fud day, Johoe erle of Rothes paft to the caftell to conliilt with 
the capitane for peax. 

The fiune day, Archibald erle of Ergyle come to Edinbui^h. 

Wpoun the fext day, the faid erle of Rothee and 'Robert lord Boyd, 
paft agane to the laid caftell for treitting of peax ; quha wald on na 
maner of way concord, hot efter the maner of the articles quhilk thaj 
gave in to thair aduerfiuia the xxrj of Auguft anno 16J9. 

The lame day, Johne erle of Athole come to Edinburgh. The faid 
erle come neuer to hoftilitie, fen the b^;ynning of the trewis, to nane of 
the piurtles.
